A short Vanguard 
Computers Inc. truck convoy 
delivered the 1,700 laptops, 
backpacks and accessories 
destined for the hands of the 
second generation of 
E-scholars on Wednesday, 
Aug. 27. The following day, a 
well-rehearsed and orches- 
trated distribution process 
began. 


New signs

In 1997, the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout first recog- 
nized the need for new exte- 
rior signs to mark campus 
buildings after many com- 
ments were heard of the old 
signs not serving their pur- 
pose: helping people find 


Laptop initiative project 
manager Vic Mincoff stood 
smiling while he waited at 
the south door of the 
Memorial Student Center for 
the first group of freshmen to 
begin the laptop distribution 
process aided by 150 staff 
and. student volunteers. 

“We're all prepared and 
ready to go,” said Mincoff. 
“We're all set!” 

Mincoff credits all per- 


sonnel involved in the laptop 
initiative for building on the 
best practices and lessons of 
the fall 2002 rollout and 
improvements made for the 
fall 2003 rollout. 

According to Marilyn 
Mars, director of procure- 
ment and materials manage- 
ment, the new PCs are 
Compaq 610s running 
Windows XP home edition. 
The Apples are Powerbook 


G4s running OS X. 

The actual distribution 
process consisted of three 
brief sessions given to 
groups of 35-60 freshmen. 
The groups were formed 
based on dorm. assign- 
ments, each group repre- 
sented a specific floor. 

Jane Henderson, 
instructional designer and 
coordinator of the Laptop 
Training Team said that this 


helps establish a learning © 


community on the floor. 

“The goal is to take the 
emphasis away from tech- 
nology and put it on learn- 
ing,” Henderson said, 
although initially the focus is 
on the technical features of 
the laptops during rollout. 
“Tech is the easy part.” 

A chorus of “yes 
echoed through the upper- 
level of the student center as 
the first floor Fleming group 
was ushered into the first 
rollout session. 

“I think it’s going to be 
really helpful and fun,” said 
Nick Becker, a freshman 
majoring in engineering 
technology, about the laptop 
program. 

However, Becker said 
that the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout laptop ini- 
tiative was not a determin- 
ing factor in his choice of 
schools, and if laptops were 
not offered he’d get one 
anyway. 

The first of four ses- 
sions was a fast-paced, ten 
minute multimedia presen- 
tation featuring Assistant 
Professor Alec Kirby, 
Professor Bruce Maylath 
and Chancellor Sorensen, 
each of whom stressed the 
value of the laptop and its 
role in enhancing the learn-

ing process at UW-Stout. 

The session closed with 
a stern warning by the 
Vanguard representatives to 
delay powering up the lap- 
tops until the latest anti- 
virus software was installed 
during the e-mail training 
session. 

Training session two 
consisted of an eighteen 
minute PowerPoint presen- 
tation by Vanguard represen- 
tatives that stressed laptop 
security, functions and care. 

Session three entailed 
the signing of contracts, 
inspection and distribution 
of the backpacks containing 
the laptops. The actual 
process took only two min- 
utes per student. 

“I think the [distribu- 
tion] process went very 
well,” said Becker as he 
exited the Great Hall, back- 
pack in hand. 

The fourth and_ final 
training session was an hour 
in length, covering critical 
procedures and practices 
relating to updating virus 
definitions, setting up wire- 
less configurations, logging 
on to E-Scholar, backing up 
documents, mapping net- 
work drives and adding 
campus printers. 

Sophomore Jamie Kraft, 
who will be majoring in hotel, 
restaurant and tourism man- 
agement, thought the entire 
training session went well. 

“It helped me under- 
stand more about the com-. 
puter,” she said. Kraft owns 
an older laptop and was 
pleased to have a newer one. 

The training sessions 
took a total of an hour and a 
half to complete.

places on campus. 

Six years later, 150 new 
signs were put in place. The 
signs were installed over the 
summer by Poblocki & Sons, 
a signage company based in 
Milwaukee, Wis.. 

“The old signs were 
nearly 30 years old and had 
badly deteriorated,” said 

_ John Enger of University 


Relations. “Many of them 
were rotten and most of them 
were no longer readable.” 
Expected to last 20-30 
years, the new signs all have 
a unified color and type style 
that project UW-Stout’s 
image, a goal that the 
Exterior Signage Committee 
set in the spring of 2001. 
“The overriding princi- 


ples that guided the selection 
were the need for signs that 
would provide adequate 
direction and information 
and enhance the image of 
UW-Stout,” said campus 
planner Annette Taylor. 
Once the design was 
approved by the chancellor, 
another team walked the 
campus and looked at all 


buildings from different 
vantage points. According 
to Taylor, digital photo- 
graphs were taken of all 
potential sites for signs and 
those images were sent to 
Poblocki & Sons. 

The company then super- 
imposed drawings of the 


signs on the photos as they

would appear in real life. 

_ The total cost of all 150 
signs was approximately 
$450,000. 

“The response to the new 

signs has been overwhelm- 
ingly positive,” said Taylor. 

“There have been many 
comments from the commu- 
nity, faculty, staff and stu- 
dents indicating what a great 
improvement the signs are to 
the campus.” 

However, some students 
have been raising questions 
about the cost of the signs 
and whether the money 
should have been spent dur- 
ing the budget crisis the state 
of Wisconsin is currently in. 

“Our teachers can’t even 
give us a syllabus but we 
have these huge signs,” said 
junior interior design major 


Kristy Johnson, in reference 


to UW-Stout’s emphasis on - 


using the Web instead of 
paper to distribute informa- 
tion to students. 

“These signs were actu- 
ally ordered and paid for 
before we reached the budg- 
et crisis,” said Enger. 

“There is always a con- 
cern that some people will 
misinterpret this investment, 
so we delayed the installa- 
tion somewhat. Although 
we are in the most serious 
budget crisis in recent histo- 
ry we must continue to move 
forward as a campus. The 
signs are an integral part of 
our operation and we simply 
needed to do this now.” 

Funds from parking, res- 
idence life, dining, the stu- 
dent center and general pur- 
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pose revenue were used to 
purchase the signs from the 
2002-2003 budget. 

“Most of the signs were 
paid out of what is called 
program revenue and not tax 
dollars,” said Enger. 

“The parking signs were 
paid through our self-sup- 
porting parking operation 
and the signs on the student 
center, Commons and resi- 
dence halls were paid out of 
user fees.” 

It is hoped that the cost of 
this investment in the appear- 
ance of campus will pay off 
because the signs are expected 
to stand for at least 20 years. 


“UW-Stout is very 
pleased with the enthusiastic 
response that has been 


received as a result of this 
project,” said Taylor.

Excitement has been 
building for weeks, and 
everything is is packed up 
ready to go the night before, 
falling asleep has never been 
so difficult. 

The alarm clock rings; 
it’s 6 am. After a long ‘car 
ride, the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout is in view. 
The excitement is briefly 
replaced with horror at the 
sight of miles of cars all wait- 
ing to do the same thing. 

Move in day began 
Wednesday of last week for 
freshmen and transfer stu- 
dents, and from the opinion 
of many students, the day 
went well. 

“I didn’t have any prob- 
lems,” said Stephanie 
Senechal, a freshman in stu- 
dio art. “There were three 
groups of people helping me 
with my stuff.” 

Three organizations 
including Campus Crusade 
for Christ, Women’s Cross 
Country and Women’s 
Soccer helped with move in 
this year along with other 
students that volunteered. 

“We basically just moved 
boxes and watched their 
stuff; it was tiring,” said 
David Bauer, a senior in 
applied math and computer 
science. “It was a service; we 
helped people out.” 

Cars that were over- 
loaded with boxes of clothes, 
picture frames and bulk 
packs of Ramen noodles 
pulled into the Sports and 
Fitness Center parking lot. 
This year, Housing and 
Resident Life decided to save 
students the hassle of wait- 


ing in another line by pass- 
ing out keys while they sat 
in their cars. 

“Once they reached 
their building, they were all 
ready to enter their rooms,” 
said Martin Fritz, the assis- 
tant director of Housing and 
Residence Life. 

Many students showed 
up early in the morning with 
their family in tow to help 
carry an endless line of boxes. 

“Move in time was from 
10 a.m. to5 p.m.,” said Paula 
Sippy, the hall director of 
HKMC. “People were sit- 
ting in the parking lot at 8:30 
a.m. ready to move in.” 

Once students reached 
the front of the line, they 
unloaded their stuff onto the 
curb and parked their car. 
They were then ready to start 
bringing things into their 
rooms to mark the beginning 
of their college experience. 

Lists are made to make 
sure that everything that a 
person could ever possibly 
need was bought before the 
summer ended, but there are 
also things that could not fit 
into an 11’ by 17’ dorm room. 

“It can be very hard to 
determine what is necessary 
to bring and what sentimen- 
tal stuff you want at school,” 
said Fritz. 

Even with advice and 
careful planning, some stu- 
dents found that a trip to 
Wal-Mart was necessary. 

“T felt I didn’t have every- 
thing I needed here,” said 
Senechal. “I thought these 
rooms would be smaller.” 

The next step for many 
students was to rent a loft 
from the semi trucks that 
were parked on campus. The 


cost was $70 and another 
awkward object to carry into 
the dorms. 

“Getting a loft was hard,” 
said Anika Christ, an unde- 
clared freshman. “It’s huge 
and hard to carry if you don’t 
have anyone to help you.” 

After move in is finished 
and parents turn around to 
go home, students are left to 


make their room a home and 
to begin their new life. Living 
with a stranger or an old 
friend can be a fun, but also a 
difficult experience for many 
college students.

Word of mouth: a tech- 
nique used for centuries as a 
means of advertising or just a 
way to get a message out. 

Some students on the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout campus have found 
that this grapevine way of 
receiving information can be 
very useful when they are 
trying to find a party on 
Friday night. 

“We had our door open 
and people would walk in 
say ‘hi’ and then they would 
tell us where the party was 


_ that night,” said Rebecca 


Oosterhouse, a freshman in 


graphic communications 
management. 

The dorms are an easy 
way to get the word out fora 
party by allowing students to 
pass on the information by 
walking a few feet. The 


process is quick, but very 


hard to control. 

“We were walking down 
the street and people would 
yell out where the parties 
were,” said Ryan Williams, a 
freshman in multimedia 
design. 

There are 28 sworn in 
police officers working for the 
City of Menomonie to patrol 
the streets day and night. 

“The police aren't actively 
seeking out small parties with 


about 20 students who are 
supplying to underage 
friends,” said Jeremy Dowd, a 
senior in hotel restaurant and 
tourism management. “Their 
concentration lately has been 
on parties that put hundreds 
of strangers in a basement 


_ with one exit and expect them 


to all get home safely.” 

‘This year, new strategies 
are being used to crack down 
on underage drinkers. 
Undercover cops will be 
used more this year, where 
officers out of uniform will 
attempt to enter party hous- 
es to investigate the illegal 
sale of alcohol to minors. 

“People who host parties 
where alcohol is sold and/or 


consumed by people under 
the legal drinking age are 
going to be targeted with 
more aggressive enforce- 
ment and very high fines,” 
said Allen Ebel, coordinator 
of UW-Stout Alcohol and 
Other Drug Education.

Authorities have accused Laura 
Hartung, a University of Wisconsin- 
Stout graduate, with the fall 2001 
string of fires, false alarms and bomb 
threats in Antrim-Froggatt (AF) resi- 
dence hall. 

According to the Dunn County 
Circuit Court reports, Hartung has 
plead not guilty to the four misde- 
meanor charges for pulling inten- 
tional, false fire alarms. On Sept. 29 
she will appear at the Dunn County 
Judicial Center to enter a plea for 
two class B felony charges for arson 
and two class E felony charges for 
bomb scares. 

The multiple, on-campus bomb 
threats, carpet and poster fires and 
false alarms taking place in AF 
seemed to be in the same spirit of the 
events of Sept. 11, which occurred 
during the same time. 

“Sept. 11 was very traumatic 
for us,” said Jenny Albiero, a senior 
in graphic communications manag- 
ment who lived in AF when these 
events occurred. “And then came 
all of the bomb threats [on campus]. 
Our world had just gone through 
enough suffering. We couldn't fig- 
ure out why someone weouad do 
such a thing.” 

Hartung, who was a student 
personnel manager in AF last year, 
moved out of AF last March. She had 


graduated in December 2002 but 
was still taking classes. During the 
2001-2002 school year, Hartung was 
a resident advisor (RA) in AF. 

Scott Griesbach, director of resi- 
dence life, does not consider these 
events acts of terrorism, but merely 
a desperate cry for help from an 
individual: who required mental 
attention. 

Accusations against Hartung 
were the result of a tedious, two- 
year search. 

“Tt was a lengthy investigation 
and she admitted to doing it,” said 
John Enger, director of University 
Relations. 

However, Enger points out that 
the university did not force Hartung 
to leave campus. 

If there’s evidence that someone 
might inflict harm on campus, the 
university has the right to temporar- 
ily suspend that person. He or she 
will then have a due process hear- 
ing. If the university finds that per- 
son innocent of meditation to inflict 
harm, that person won’t be sus- 
pended but will still have a due 
process hearing: 

“This is a very serious case,”said 
Andrew Maki, the assistant district 
attorney for Dunn County and the 
prosecuting attorney in the case. 

The university hopes to seek 
restitution through the course of 
events in court.

Student’s giving personality will be missed by family, campus

A void is all that remains 
when we are forced to let go 
of someone we love, whether 
living or deceased. When 
living, hope remains. When 
deceased, the void is eternal. 
The family and friends of 
Justina (Tina) Mohr must 
now fill an eternal void with 
memories and mementos of 


a young woman ripped from 
their lives as a consequence 
of a motorcycle accident. 
Tina was a passenger on 
a motorcycle driven by 
Aaron Reivitis, a junior in 


technical education, on the 


morning of Sept. 1. Reivitis 
and Mohr were headed north 
on County Highway Y, south 
of Menomonie.  Reivitis 
failed to negotiate a corner in 
the road, causing them to 
veer into a ditch. Tina was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene. Reivitis suffered a bro- 
ken collarbone. Dunn 
County district attorney Jim 
Peterson said the accident is 
still under investigation. 

“Oh. boy...perfect...she 
never did anything wrong,” 
said Scott Mohr, Tina’s father 
regarding her character. 

First and foremost, she 
was a Christian. She wore 
her faith openly and proudly. 

“She could walk into a 
roomful of atheists and share 
her beliefs with them without 


belittling them or judging 
them,” said Scott. “She was 
open and straightforward.” 
Friends and family knew 
Tina was a special girl at an 
early age. As a child she 


. watched PBS and the History 


Channel and encouraged her 
family to do the same so they 
could talk about what she 
had learned. 

Tina grew up in 
Shoreview, Minn. She decid- 
ed at age seven that she 
wanted to be a special educa- 
tion teacher like her mother, 
Linda Mohr. Tina learned 
sign language and practiced 
it everywhere. She began 
working at a childcare center 
at age 15. Though she had a 
reputation as a disciplinarian 
amongst the children, she 
was the one they first sought 
in times of need. 

This past summer she 
began working in a group 


home, the youngest person 
ever hired. The director of the © 


home was impressed with 


her performance. Her career 
goal was to teach kinder- 
garten through grade 12. Her 
dream was to start a dance 
school for deaf children. 

“Service before self,” 
said Linda. “She lived her 
life like that.” 

Tina never did things 
the easy way. She was an 
honor student in high school 
and began taking general 
education classes at the 
University of Minnesota 
during her senior year. 

She challenged her teach- 
ers at every level of her edu- 
cation. Tina wanted all they 
had to give and then came 
begging for more. She held a 
great deal of respect for her 
teachers and was determined 
to join their ranks. 

“T love it! I love every- 
thing about it!” Tina told child- 


_ hood friend Carolyn Ahlstrom 


about the _ University of 
Wisconsin-Stout. 

Tina, who would have 
begun her sophomore year at 


UW-Stout this fall, was major- 
ing in special education. 
Mary Hopkins. Best, 
director of vocational reha- 
bilitation and special educa- 
tion, recalls meeting Tina 
during freshmen orientation. 
“Because of her back- 
ground she had a level of 
understanding, maturity and 
commitment to special edu- 
cation that is rarely seen in 
freshmen,” said Best. 
One of Tina’s favorite’ 
books was “Pay It Forward” 
by Catherine Ryan Hyde. 
The concept presented in the 
book is that one does some- 
thing good for three people 
and they, in kind, repay the 
good deed by doing some- 
thing nice for three more 
people, paying it forward. 
She had been reading the 
book for the fourth time. 
Both her mother and 
father referred to Tina as a 
collector of people. 
During her short life, dhe 
did indeed pay it forward.

Burglaries and 
assaults plague area

A string of burglaries 
and sexual assaults over the 
past two weeks prompted 
Lisa Walter, chief of 
University Police, to send an 
e-mail to all faculty, staff and 
students on Monday. 

The message, sent on 
behalf of the Menomonie 
Police Department, asked for 
information anyone had on 
these crimes and warned stu- 
dents to keep their doors 
locked, especially at night. 

Since Aug. 31 there have 
been seven burglaries and 
two sexual assaults, all at 
houses in the same area of 
the city. According to police

Viruses attack campus network

It’s a worm. It has the abil- 
ity to reproduce rapidly and 
relocate in a millisecond. It’s an 


e-infection that will ruin your - 


day, waste your time, cost you 
money and render your com- 
puter schizophrenic. 
Defending against viruses 
is part of the daily routine for 
campus network administra- 
tors. There are 60,000 viruses 
scanned for in a two-hour peri- 
od. These are known viruses. If 
a new virus is introduced to 
the campus network environ- 
ment, there is a scramble to 


_acquire a patch from a reliable 


source to heal the wound and 
install it on all of the infected 
machines. It is a reactive 
process. Virus defense meth- 
ods are not foolproof. 

“The worm itself, we have 
protection on our outbound 
router to block it from coming 
in, but because we are a laptop 
campus and we are mobile, it 
takes one person at home on 
their DSL or their cable 
modem to get infected, and 
they come to work the next 
day and plug into the network, 
well, now it’s running on the 
inside,” said Mike Dodor, net- 
work supervisor. 

New virus attacks are a 
weekly, if not.a daily, occur- 
rence. The result of these 
attacks inevitably affects the 
performance of the campus 
network. The common com- 
plaint is that the network is 
down. The slow performance 
of the network has more to do 
with the ongoing war of the 
worms than with a malfunc- 
tioning network. 

“Mast of it is caught by the 
anti-virus and the tools we 
have,” said Doug Wahl, direc- 
tor of telecommunications and 
networking. “If we get a new 
one to come along, and we get 
infected, itis a minimum of two 


weeks to recover.” 

Assistant professor of tech- 
nical communication and com- 
position Michael Martin spoke 
at length about his experience 
with the Sobig worm. He had 
recently come to campus as a 
new hire and was assigned an 
online course to administer 
shortly thereafter. 

Aug. 19 was a bad day. 
Martin arrived at his office, 
tried to logon and_ failed. 
Network specialist ~ David 
Buckli informed Martin that he 
had the Sobig e-mail virus 
residing on his laptop. Martin 
spent three frustrating days 
attempting to complete the 
online syllabus for his. class 
with little success. Finally, 
Martin said “enough.” 

“T got into my car and 
drove to Minneapolis,” said 
Martin. “I [couldn’t] do any- 
thing and I was getting 
stressed.” 

Martin resorted to hard- 
copy for interoffice communi- 
cation and said that he thought 
it was important to be remind- 
ed how dependent we all are 
on a healthy network. 

The campus is busy getting 
labs ready and installing new 
equipment. Every occurrence 
of a new virus represents a 
drain on resources. — 

Chief information officer 


_Joe Brown said at least 10 to 15 


percent of his week is dedicated 
to virus defense and recovery 
until we’re under attack, and, 
then, it’s 95 to 100 percent. 

“The campus is already 
extremely busy,” Brown. said. 
“Tf we're working on viruses, 
we're not making any 
progress.” 

Macintosh computers are 
not immune to viruses, but 
according to Dodor, one of the 
theories in the security com- 
munity is that Macintosh com- 


puters represent only four per- 


cent of the market share and, 


therefore, are not worthy tar- 
gets if the intent is to cause 
large scale disruption. 

“You'te going to cause a 
whole lot more damage going 
after Microsoft,” said Dodor. 

The most recent worm 
was targeted at a specific 
Microsoft port. A port is a real 
or virtual connection between 
two devices. : 

“The [Welchia] worm in 
particular goes after port 135, 
which you need open for active 
directory and exchange; we can 
block it from the outside in, but 
we can’t shut it down on cam- 
pus because there will be no e- 
mail, no logging in, so it’s kind 
of a catch 22,” said Dodor. 

Off campus, consumers are 
left to fend for themselves. The 
firewalls that come with 
Windows XP do a good job. 
The user, however, has to have 
the knowledge to know what 
ports to have open and which 


ports can be closed. 
The first line of defense on 
the UW-Stout campus is 


NetReg. NetReg is software 
that maintains a database of 
media access control (MAC) 
addresses (a number unique to 
each computer) for all known 
computers. If a laptop attempt- 
ing to logon to the campus net- 
work is not recognized, the user 
is directed to the NetReg page 
and prompted to identify 
themselves. At this point some 
anti-virus measures can be 
taken, including virus scan 
equipment and patches for 
installation before the registra- 
tion process can be completed. 
The database was zeroed, 
requiring all laptops coming on 
campus this fall to follow the 
NetReg process. 

Brown issued a firm 
warning: “When attacks come 
from the inside and we can 
identify the person, we’re 
going to sue for expulsion 
from the university.”

“We have submitted doc- 
umentation to the Dunn 
County DAs office for just 
over $57,000 in restitution,” 
said Lisa Walter, chief of 
University Police. 


That figure includes 


_ damage repair and clean up, 


increased student security 
staff in the building, addition- 
al security measures and 
equipment and a per call 
reimbursement to the 
Menomonie Fire Department. 

Hartung was a junior in 
the fall of 2001 and was 
active in campus life and the 
residence hall: associations. 
She attended many leader- 
ship conferences and 


assumed active leadereuip 
roles on campus. 

“I never expected her,” 
said Albiero. “She seemed to 
be a trustworthy person. I 
trusted all of the RAs; that’s 
what they’re there for.” 

Albiero’s confidence level 
in the residence life executive 
staff dropped significantly 
after the events of that fall 
because she felt that they didn’t 
do enough to protect the stu- 
dents living in AF. She points 
out the fact that it was one of 
their employees who put 


everyone through such misery. ' 


“Yeah, it may be her 
fault, but who hired her?” 
she said. “You can’t put all 


the blame on her.” 

Albiero’s experience was, in. 
her words, traumatic; she was 
the first to stumble on a large fire 
in the AF laundry room. 

Eventually, the trauma of 
these experiences caused 
Albiero to leave the dorms 
and move into a hotel room 
for the remainder of the 
school year. 

Albiero worked with 
Hartung on Hall Council and 
was. around her frequently. 
She wishes Hartung knew 
that she could have come to 
her for support. 

“Maybe this was a way-of 
her coping with whatever she 
went through in her past.”

During the summer, an. 


unexpected event occurred 
that now limits the choices 
for nightly, downtown bar- 
hoppers.

without any warning or a 
concrete explanation as to 
what happened. Many peo- 
ple were disappointed and 
surprised to see this once 
popular bar now deserted. 
“Whenever you see a bar

According to public 
information, the Log Jam had 
tax problems with the IRS 
resulting in the closure of the 
bar. The new owner of the 
Log Jam was not available to 
comment. 


Patrick Brogan, the pre- 
vious owner of the Log Jam, 
said that he was unable to 
discuss the .events that 
caused the closing of the bar 
because he felt that it was not 
his place.

overhead. UDS wanted to 
maintain reasonable prices, 
reduce staffing and stay cur- 
rent with the more popular 
food stations. This was done 
by moving late night opera- 
tions to the Pawn. 

Another major change in 
the community assisted the 
Terrace-Pawn change. Leever’s 
closed its doors this summer. 
This sped up the push for 
more convenience / grocery 
items sold at the Pawn. The 
master plan includes increas- 
ing the line of grocery store 
items offered over the com- 
ing years. 

As for the cramped seat- 
ing. complaint, the explana- 
tion was that soon there will 
be room to sit at the Rec 
Center. There are going to be 
some pool tables removed 
and more seating put in to 
create more of a gathering 
place for students. 

‘There were other inter- 
esting facts revealed about 
the improved Pawn opera- 
tion. They will be handling 
all PM delivery on south 
campus starting Sept. 21. On 
weekends, you can find the 
Pawn as your primary food 
alternative to the Commons 


or Tainter from noon to 11 
p.m. Soon there will be a 
freezer that hosts pints of 
Schoep’s and Ben & Jerry’s 
ice cream. Niles said that 
closing the Terrace at 3 p.m. 
instead of a later time was 
based on sales figures and 
break-even analysis on 30- 
minute increments. 

“University Dining Service 
is more concerned about the 
people we are serving than 
the fiscal challenges,” said 
Niles to those concerned with 
the new and abrupt changes in 
the MSC food establishments. 
“We will continue to review 
opinions through comment 
cards, surveys and sales.” 

Niles also strongly sug- 
gested visiting the UDS web- 
site at http: / / www.uwstout. 
edu/ dining, e-mailing Niles 
or Ann Thies, director of 
UDS, attending the Advisory 
Board meetings or filling 
out the comment cards if there 
are more questions or concerns.

may be his place. The state 
revenue agency has filed 
liens against Brogan dating 
back to 1998. 

“T sold it to him [the cur- 
rent owner] on Jan. 22, 2001, 
after I had owned it for 
13 years,” said Brogan. “It’s 
his bar now.” 

Apparently the business 
has qualifications to meet 
in order to receive approval 
from the Menomonie City 
Council before it will be 
allowed to reopen. At the 
moment, the steps have not 
been made to receive approval 
from the city council. 


“The Log Jam is tem- 
porarily closed, but I’m 
unsure of when it will 
reopen,” said city clerk, 
JoAnn Kadinger. 

While some _ students 
were disappointed that the 
bar closed, others weren’t 
affected in the least bit. 

“Tt wasn’t my choice of 
watering holes due to 
the excessive tree huggers 
and hippie-type patrons,” 
said Ryan Tichenor, a 
junior majoring in gen- 
eral business.

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Latest assault puts campus on edge

On Saturday, Sept. 20, 
at 6:20 am. Menomonie 
police officers responded to 
a reported assault which 
occurred in an off campus 
student residence located in 
the 200 block of 16th 
Avenue West. 

An unknown male 
awoke the 22-year-old 
female victim when he 
entered her room and 
climbed on top of her. The 
victim struggled with her 
assailant and yelled for help. 

The cries awoke her 
roommates, and the suspect 
fled the residence, abandon- 
ing his suspected plan to 
sexually assault her. The 
victim was not seriously 
injured and required no 
medical attention. 

The suspect has been 
described as a white male 

_ between the ages of 18 and 
35. He has a small to medium 
build and is fit, but is not 
necessarily visibly muscular. 

The investigation into this 

_ latest attempted assault has 
shown that the incident is 
related to a burglary and sex- 
ual assault reported on

ment with any information 
they believe might be helpful 
to either of these two investi- 
gations,” said Menomonie 
Police Chief Dennis Beety in 
a press release. 

Anyone with informa- 
tion regarding. any of the 
recent burglaries or sexual 
assaults should contact 
investigator Michaet Mason 


at 232-2198, extension 131 or 
investigator Michael Olson 
at 232-2198, extension 135. 

“The investigation is 
progressing very well,” said 
Mason. “We want to get this 
thing resolved as soon as 
possible.” 

Residents are urged to 
lock their doors and win- 
dows at night, especially 


while the suspect is at large. 
_ “We just need to live 
uncomfortably for awhile,” 
said University of Wisconsin- 
Stout police chief Lisa Walter.

The goal of the meeting 
is to provide students with 
information, connections, 
strategies and resources 
related to off campus safety. 
According to Walter, ideas 
will be presented about 
starting a neighborhood 
watch program. 


Gov. Doyle promotes new initiative at UW-Stout

Goy. Jim Doyle. said at 
an economic conference 
held at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout that his 
vision for Wisconsin is to 
create upper income jobs in 
high tech industries that 
will attract and retain a 
skilled workforce. 

Synergy 2003, held at the 
Great Hall last Wednesday, 
was the first of three region- 
al conferences addressing 
sustainable economic 
growth in west central 
Wisconsin. This conference 
focused on the role that the 
Chippewa Valley, St. Croix 
Valley-and the I-94 corridor 
from Eau Claire to the Twin 
Cities play in the state’s eco- 
nomic recovery process. - 

University of Wisconsin- 


Eau Claire Chancellor 


Donald Mash was the intro- 


ductory speaker for Gov. 
Doyle. Mash emphasized the 
need for a well-educated 
work force. 

He said the state funds 
higher education because it 
expects some positive eco- 
nomic and quality of life out- 
comes. A_ well-educated 
workforce is the key to 
regional high wage jobs. 

Mash said the UW 
System had done more than 
its share to help balance the 
budget. After budget cuts, 
the university system must 
develop a new plan. 

“How can the University 
System maintain a level of 


quality while at the same 


time having it’s budget cut, 
as it has been for the last ten 
years,” Mash said. 

The percentage of adults 
with college degrees, as com- 


pared to the rest of the 


nation, ranks Wisconsin 31. 


The fact that Minnesota 
ranks number eight is .an 
issue that will be addressed 
in the new plan. 

Mash said that back in 
mid 1980 the UW System 
downsized for lack of fund- 
ing, and he thinks that 
although the system main- 
tains high standards, the 
capacity to produce gradu- 
ates has been diminished. - 

Gov. Doyle admitted 
that the 3.2 billion dollar 


_deficit was a difficult issue 


and said that it is important 
not to do long-term damage 
to our “most important insti- 
tution,” the UW System. 
Doyle said that the 
University System had done 


‘its share in reducing the 


Wisconsin deficit. 
Doyle disagreed with 


‘Mash about the condition of 


the Wisconsin work force. 
Doyle described his 


Grow Wisconsin Initiative as 
a comprehensive agenda of 
action to get -Wisconsin’s 
economy moving again. 

His plan intends to pro- 
duce high-paying jobs that 
“permit people to support 
their families, buy homes and 
enjoy some of the great things 
that Wisconsin has to offer.” 

Doyle said the initiative 
would be the focus of his 
administration in the future. 


He promised to improve — 


job training, promote high 
tech industry, invest in and 
upgrade manufacturing, 
implement regulatory 
reforms, improve our infra- 
structure and unleash over 
$1 billion in public and pri- 


-vate investment. 


Doyle wants to build a 
world-class energy, trans- 
portation and communica- 
tion infrastructure so that 


_Wisconsin’s economy can be 


connected to the national 
and world economy. 

“We must be innovative- 
without breaking the bank; 
we must be focused and use 
our resources efficiently,” 
Doyle said. 

“The fact of the matter is 
that we already have a 
wealth of state and federal 
programs devoted to eco- 
nomic development that 
already exist, but what has 
been missing is a focus and a 
strategic vision.” 

Doyle said he would use 
existing resources and decide 
how to deploy them as effi- 
ciently and effectively as 
possible. Doyle said that his 
plan was not “all-inclusive” 
and it wasn’t meant to be. 

“Our challenges are 
great but our potential is 
limitless, and together we

Patriot Act examined 


Chelsea 

The Patriot Act was 
passed soon after the events 
of Sept. 11, 2001. Passage of 
the bill eliminated the consti- 
tutional guarantee of proba- 
ble cause for governmental 
investigation of the private 
lives of citizens. 

With this law, police can 
search a house, scan com- 
puter files and ~ bank 
accounts, tap phone lines 
and read personal e-mail 
without permission. 

On Sunday, Sept. 21, a 
seminar was held at the 
Mabel Tainter Theater. Peter 
Erlinder, a professor of con- 
stitutional law and criminal 
justice at William Mitchel 
College of Law in St. Paul, 
Minn., spoke on the topic of 
civil liberties versus national 
security in respect to the 
Patriot Act. 

He called the Patriot Act 
the “Anti-Patriotism Act.” 

The Red Cedar Peace 
Initiative and the Dunn 
County Democratic Party 
organized the event. These 
organizations expected 
about 50 people to attend, 
but approximately 100 peo- 
ple of various ages attended. 

Erlinder has been a long- 
time defender of civil rights 
and often speaks publicly on 
such issues. 

Erlinder opened his 
speech with a quotation from 
a talk radio program. . 

“Tt is time for us to begin 
acting like citizens and not 
like consumers. We can’t just 
change the channel when 
important issues confront us.” 

“Peoples of the United 


States have led a charmed 
existence,” he said. 

“Why was there nothing 
in the media after the events 


. of September 11th on the 


cause of the attacks?” an 
anonymous student in the 
crowd asked of Erlinder. 

“Tt wasn’t so much as a 
refusal on a part of the peo- 
ple to asking,” Erlinder said. 


“Tf our government is 
majority ruled only, 
new voices would. 
never be heard. New 
ideas would cease. 
Society would 
become static.”

“It was a refusal on the 
part of the government to tell 
us. It’s not been a lack of inter- 
est from the people. Questions 
are beginning to be asked and 
have been asked for a while; 
but there is a resistance’ to 
answering them.” 

Erlinder continued, citing 
a quote from a government 
official in 1998, that such 
attacks on American soil mir- 
roring that of Pearl Harbor 
were foreseeable from the 
middle east, yet nothing was 
done to prevent it. 

“The U.S. can no longer 


be considered immune to the. 
effects of foreign policies,” 


’ said Erlinder. The events of 


September 11 caused nation- 
wide grief and rage. 

“Such emotion is cause 
fer great self-reflection,” 
Erlinder said. He went on, 
saying that such self-reflec- 
tion for the nation could be a 
positive outcome of the ter- 
rorist bombings. 

As evidence of the vio- 
lation of certain inalienable 
rights repeats itself 
throughout our nation’s his- 
tory, Erlinder urges the peo- 
ple to step forward and. 
demand their rights be 
given back to them. 

“We sometimes forget 
that the power of the govern- 
ment is given by the fourth 
and most important branch: 
we, the people,” he states. 

The government derives 
its powers from the consent 
of the governed. 

“It’s my thesis that for 
the last 200 years, ordinary 
people of the US have 
demanded. constitutional 
equality,” Erlinder said. 
“This has been the force that 
has [given meaning to our 
struggle for] democracy.” 

According to Erlinder, 
the term “Majority Rules” is 
not written in stone when-it 
comes to the foundation of 
our definition of government. 

“Tf our government is 
majority ruled only, new voic- 
es would never be heard. New 
ideas would cease. Society 
would become static.” And, if 
society hides from problems 
instead of addressing them 
and_ fixing them, democra

will grow Wisconsin,” 
Doyle said. 

Mash, in his introducto- 
ry address, pointed out addi- 
tional reasons to be skeptical 
about the existence of a well- 
educated workforce. 

“There is a large popula- 
tion in this state that is under 
served in terms of higher 
education,” Mash said. 

The people living in the 
state with no intention of liv- 
ing anywhere else are a mar- 
ket for more degrees. 

“Wisconsin. ranks very 
low, almost at the bottom, in 
terms of people with 
degrees migrating into the 
state,” Mash said. 

He also said that the per- 


centage of graduates taking 
jobs out of state is a loss of 
valuable capital known as 
brain drain. 

Only 61 percent of 
Wisconsin college gradu- 
ates remain in state. The 
UW-System number for 


graduates remaining in 
state is 80 percent. 
Mash thinks that private 


school graduates account for 
most of the out-migration. 

Mash said Wisconsin 
needs to do more than recov- 
er at the same rate economi- 
cally as the rest of the nation. 

“We need to accelerate 
out of it,” Mash said. 

Mash said that there was 
a funded economic stimulus 


package a couple of years 
ago that lost funding when 
the Wisconsin economy took 
a downturn. 

Doyle hopes to soon hear 
about the results of the dis- 
cussions held during the con- 
ference to receive input and 
move forward.

System was told by 
Blackboard Incorporated, the 
vendor that provides the 
Blackboard learning portal, 
that they would be increas- 
ing their licensing fees by 
four-to-five-fold, according 
to the University of 
Wisconsin Board of Regents. 

This prompted the UW 
System to step back and re- 
evaluate the current course 
management system offerings. 

An 11-member commit- 
tee was formed to conduct 
the search process. This 


committee was comprised 


of individuals throughout 
the University of Wisconsin 
System with expertise in 
essential areas including 
finance, technology and 
education. 

Their directive was to 
find a platform that would 
be suitable for meeting the 
needs of the University of 
Wisconsin System and allow- 
ing for individual differences 
within the campus while 
being cost effective. 

After an extensive 
search, the committee rec- 
ommended Desire2Learn 
(D2L), a learning platform 
environment for use at col- 


leges and universities. The . 


phasing out of the current 
Blackboard platform will 
occur over the next year. 

One of the most notice- 
able features of D2L is the 
ability to customize the pro- 
gram to a greater extent 
than is allowed in 
Blackboard’s program. On 
a university level, the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout will have the ability to 
customize nearly every 
aspect of the platform to 
such a degree that it seems 
as though it is owned and 
controlled by the university. 

For instance, if UW-Stout 
chooses to place a picture of 
the Bowman Hall clock 
tower on the D2L homepage 
and make the color scheme 
navy blue and white, they 
will have the ability to do so. 

“D2L is a feature-rich 
platform, looks nice and is 
user friendly,” said Joe 
Brown, UW-Stout’s chief 
information officer. 

Many of the features that 
were previously available on 
Blackboard will be included 
in the D2L interface. © 

The same time-saving 
features of integrating 
online-based _— classrooms 
where a student may take a 
quiz online, send homework 
as an attachment in an 
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The Blackboard interface that UW-Stout students have become accustomed to will not be used by the UW 
System after next year. A new system, Desire2Learn, will be used instead because it is more cost efficient. 


e-mail or download a course 
syllabus will be available. 

“The biggest disadvan- 
tage [with D2L] that students 
will face is the learning 
curve,” said Brown. 

Several other features 
allow students to store per- 
sonal files, send instant mes- 
sages, and view an online 
grade book. 

“When you use these 


products 
Blackboard], what you've 
done is allowed students to 
take the class without being 
in the same space and time as 
the instructor,” said Brown. 
UW-Stout information 
technology systems will be 
hosting two forums on 
course delivery systems. 
One will be on Wednesday,

will “wither and die.” 
Librarians are being 


forced to turn over lists of 
people and the books that 
they check out without telling 
the library patrons. 

Erlinder believes that 
the Patriot Act is neither a 
republican nor a democrat- 
ic issue but an American 
people issue. . 

“Tt is true that we have to 
be safe,” Erlinder said. “But

alternative. And that has not 
happened yet.” 

According to Erlinder’s 
interpretation of the Patriot 
Act, many people will be 
unable to board airplanes 
because of racial profiling, 
not because of what they 


haus done, but because of 


what they might do. 

Someone from _ the 
crowd wondered aloud if 
this was truly a matter of 
national security or if it was 
another outlet for long-con- 
cealed prejudice. 

“It's my theory that it’s 
the American people that we 
can rely upon, and we are the 


' American people,” he said. 


“The question to this 
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generation is whether we 
have the courage to live up 
to the promise of our con- 
stitution.” 

Erlinder answered ques- 
tions after his speech. 

“If you didn’t know 
anything about politics, 
you wouldn’t be able to 
understand what [Erlinder] 
was talking about most of 
the time,” said Amanda 
Cynor, a freshman in multi-

“But I am thankful that 
he came in and spoke about 
the Patriot Act, because I 
didn’t even know anything 
about it before hand.

After 23 months of 
investigation, a suspect has 
been charged with the bomb 
scares of Antrim-Froggatt 
(AF). Some. students have 

_ complained about the length 
of the investigation. 

What are the police 
doing wrong? 

Several stages are 
involved in issuing a report 
to, the University Police 
Department. First the report 
must be made, whether it is 
an underage drinking inci- 
dent, disorderly conduct or a 
domestic situation. 

A field interview is con- 
ducted, the individuals are 
contacted and evidence is 
gathered from each. 

“(Evidence] can some- 
times be obvious as the beer 
can in their hand,” said Lisa 
Walter, University Chief of 
Police and Parking Services. 
“These types of reports are 
cut and dry and take any- 
where from 30-60 minutes,” 
said Walter. 

Not all cases flow so eas- 
ily.. In some cases, the inves- 
tigation stands still for an 
extended period of time until 
enough information can be 
gathered and recorded. 

Over Labor Day week- 
end of 2001, AF residence 
hall was bombarded with 
fire alarms being pulled. In 
order to prevent this from 
happening again, the police 
interviewed people to see if 
they saw anything peculiar. 

The

fire alarms was the next step 
taken in prevention. When or

investigative move the department makes is recorded in document. 


if the covers were lifted, a 
separate alarm would sound 
only on that particular floor.: 
Fingerprints, also known 
as latent prints, aren’t used 
in day-to-day investigations. 
The process of taking finger- 
prints involves dusting or 
taking the whole item into a 
crime lab to create a print. 
The prints are then scanned, 
creating a digital image. 

. Fingerprints will only be 
comparable if the perpetrator 
has had his or her finger- 
prints taken previously and 
can be matched to those in 
the Automated Fingerprint 
Identification Systems (AFIS). 

Usually the person has- 
n't been previously charged, 
but the print can be used 
from case-to-case. 

After many false fire 
alarm scares, the first bomb 
threat was called in on 


September 13, 2001. 

“This was a very emo- 
tional time, and we took the 
threat very seriously; some- 
one was trying to manipulate 
other individuals,” said 
Walter. “There was a lot of 
reassuring of the students 
and of their families, along 
with hours of investigating.” 

Barb Lande, Coordinator 
of the Victim Witness 
Assistance Program through 
the District Attorney’s office 
said, “We make sure that the 
victim is being treated fairly 
and that all of their rights are 
being met.” 

The soul purpose of the 
Victim Witness Assistance 
Program is to serve victims 
and address their needs. 

After each of the first 
two bomb threats, the entire 
AF residence hall was evacu- 
ated. After the third and 
fourth calls, the hall was 
searched for suspicious peo- 
ple and objects. 

Walter said the perpetra- 
tor got people out of the 
dorms with the false fire 
alarms, with two of the bomb 
threats, but then had to 
resort to starting actual fires 


in order to get people out of 


the hall. 

“Fires were started by 
lighting posters from the 
walls on fire,” said Walter. 

Larger steps now had to 
be taken. All of the doors of 
AF were on a lockdown 24 
hours a day forcing the resi- 
dents to sign in and out of the 
building. During the arson 
investigation every resident

of AF was interviewed face- 
to-face, which took several 
weeks. Anonymous e-mails 
and telephone calls lead to 
over 100 possible suspects, all 
of whom were interviewed. 
“Success of an investiga- 
tion is contingent on getting 
as much information as pos- 
sible. People may know 
something that they don’t 
think they know, but most 
likely it’ll have some kind of 
impact,” said Keith 
McCarten, police sergeant. 
One of the threats that 
came into the office was 
traced back to the Memorial 
Student Center (MSC). 
“Right away we 
removed the phone, boxed it 
up, drove it to the crime lab 
in Wausau, Wis. and had it 
dusted for prints,” said 


Walter. “We found partial , 


prints, but no matches could 
be made.” 

The residents of AF were 
asked if they would be will- 
ing to have their fingerprints 
taken. 

The end of the semester 
was drawing near and the 
perpetrator was running out 


of time. Over semester break 


the university police depart- 
ment spent over $30,000 
installing camera equipment 
that would operate 24 hours 
a day. 

Towards the end of the 
2002-2003 school year, 
anonymous e-mails about 
AF staff'with possible illegal

Until you turn 
around to see the bright smil- 
ing faces of the Banks family 
around you. Maybe one of the 
Banks is walking across the 
old wooden floor, two are 
behind the counter making 
espresso and wraps and the 
other to your left is clicking on 
a keyboard. 

Dick Banks, the owner of 
an Internet café called the 
Net House Café, had a 
dream. A dream that is no 


different from any ordinary 


man. He wanted to do some- 
thing for his children by giv- 
ing them the chance to fail or 
succeed and at the very least, 
the chance to try. 

Banks and his wife Carol 
are both alumni of University 
of Wisconsin-Stout. They both 
began in the vocational reha- 
bilitation major, but as time 
went on Dick’s _ interests 
changed, and he never fin- 
ished out. his program. 
However, Carol finished her 
bachelors degree in vocational 
rehabilitation and also earned 
a master’s degree in the same 
with a concentration in busi- 
ness administration. 

“We actually met at UW- 


_ Stout,” said Carol. “It was a 


sort of campus romance 
because we were a few of the 
only older students in the 
class.” : 

Although Dick has been 


legally blind since birth and 


Carol has been paralyzed 
from the waist down since the 
age of seven, neither one of 
them let their disabilities get 
in the way of all the things 
they wanted out of life. 


“One day we were out. 


downtown,” remembers 
Dick, “and my wife said we 
ought to have a little coffee 
house for the: people in 
Menomonie." 

Although this was the 
origin of the idea for the Net

House Café, at this point in 
time Dick did not take 
Carol's idea seriously. 

Dick and his oldest son 
Greg were already working 
together for a non-profit 
organization. They consult- 
ed college staff accessibility 
to computers and technolo- 
gy for the disabled, helping 
the schools to stay in accor- 
dance with the law. 

“My father and I had 
already decided it was time to 
get our own office,” Greg said. 

_ As Dick and Greg Banks 
started to look into getting a 


small office for their consult-. 


ing, they stumbled across a 
good deal on the space that is 
currently the Net House Café. 

“When he showed me 
this place, I thought maybe 


someday, if everything goes 
well, we could get a place 


like this,” said Dick. “But 
then I got a great deal.” 

For the most part, every- 
thing you see in the Net House 
Café is hand made. The space 
actually used to be a garage to 
fix cars and if you look closely, 


on the floor you are still able to 


see old oil stains. 
_ “This place has a lot of 
history,” Dick said. 


Now that the Banks had 


a place for their small busi- 
ness and café, the hard work 
could begin. 

“It takes five to seven 
years for a lending institu- 
tion to lend businesses 
money,” Dick said. “It’s like 
a new broom that sweeps 
clean. Everybody comes to 
check it out at first because 
it’s new, but then you have 
to have something to keep 
the business going. You have 


to be smart enough to get 


. over the hump.” 


So, without any help 
from a bank, Dick decided to 
fund the idea of the Internet 
café with money they had 
saved and a credit card. 

“We all had to make a lot 
of sacrifices, especially the . 
kids,” said Dick. “You’re 
dead in: the water if a cooler 
goes out.” . 

The Banks wanted to cre- 
ate a place where people 
could come in and feel com- 
fortable. 

“We're not an eating 
establishment who thinks 
we're cool because they have 
computers,” Dick said.. “We 
are computer people. People 
can come in here and recog- 
nize us as a place for advice; 
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from page 7 
most of which we give away 
for free.” 

Because of the Banks’ 
family thinking, the Net 
House Café is a place you 
can go into and not feel pres- 
sured to buy anything or 
spend a lot of money. 

“We have good food,” 
said Dick. “If we would have 
just relied on the food we 
would have failed because 
profitability doesn’t come 
from food.” 

Then without even 
intending to change the goals 
of the business, customers 
started coming in wanting the 
Net House Café to help with 
building computers.

tion - began to surface. 

Using the verbiage of 
these new e-mails and that of 
the old e-mails, the police 
were able to match pieces 
together to bring the case 
nearer to close.

Freshmen learn about substance abuse

Athletes depend on 
strength, endurance and a 
proper mind set when giving 
their all while playing sports. 
Whether it is just practice or 
an all-out competition, ath- 
letes need to be constantly 
energized to perform well. 

The new freshmen ath- 
letes and their coaches at the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout were given a chance to 
learn how alcohol and other 
substances can alter perform- 
ance. Attendees were also 
taught that caoches may 
sideline players if they are 
caught using substances dur- 
ing the season. 

The meeting was held 
on Sept. 16, and all fresh- 
men athletes were 
required to attend. 

“The NCAA provides 
grant dollars for schools who 
want to inform their new 
athletes of substance _poli- 
cies,” said Jane Foos of Red 
Cedar Medical Center. 

Foos was the main speak- 
er of the evening. She told stu- 
dents how alcohol and other 
substances can have an 
adverse affect on their ability, 
on and off the field. 


At the beginning of the 
season, coaches informed 
the athletes of what can 
occur if they get caught for 
alcohol consumption. 

The meeting was more 
than a lecture about drink- 
ing. It also informed the 
freshmen about performance 
enhancing drugs such as 
Creatin. Many athletes are 
tempted to use _ these 
enhancers to boost perform- 
ance, build muscle and 
lengthen stamina. The fresh- 
men were made aware of 
what substances are legal by 
NCAA standards and what 
is illegal. 

Creatine is a very com- 
mon substance for young 
athletes to take. People have 
claimed that Creatine users 
are more susceptible to 
cramps, muscle spasms and 
even pulled muscles, howev- 
er, no studies have proven 
that it is unhealthy. 
Unfortunately, Creatine is 
such a new substance that 
any short term and long term 
effects have yet to be learned. 

Another way athletes 
try to get ahead is by 
using protein. Protein is 
dubbed a more natural 
and safer way to build 


muscle. 


One thing that 
protein users should 
know is that too much 
protein can lead to weight 
gain from fat rather than 
muscle building. 

“T found the whole 
meeting pretty interesting,” 
said Joe Cook, a freshman in 
engineering technology. “It 
was interesting to hear 
about the effects of sub- 
stances such as 
Creatin.”

Waking up to a 64- 
degree bath in Lake 
Menomin at 8 a.m. may not 
be everyone’s idea of a pick- 
me-up, but for 380 triath- 
letes, representing 30 states, 
it was an event they had been 
training towards for a long 


time - possibly for their 


entire lives. 

On Saturday, Sept. 20, 
the USA World Qualifying 
Triathlon was conducted on 
the shores of Lake Menomin 
and on the streets. of 
Menomonie, Wis. 

Menomonie was chosen 


for the triathlon site after the 
Chippewa Valley 
Convention and _ Visitors 


Bureau bid on the event. 
“Menomonie was chosen 
over Nevada because the 
organizers wanted to move 
the event further east,” said 
Joel Everts, Sport Sales 


Manager of the Chippewa 
Valley Convention and 
Visitors Bureau. “The conven- 
tion bureau’s plan is to bid on 
a national event in 2005-2006 
for Menomonie. That event is 
quite a bit bigger, about 1100 
to 1300 racers.” 

These 380 athletes com- 
peted in the last world quali- 
fying triathlon, consisting of 
a 1500km (.9 mi.) swim, 40k 
(24 mi.) bike and 10k (6.2 mi.) 
run. The event is qualifying 
the top six athletes, per age 
group, for the ITU Triathlon 
World. Championship in 
Queenstown, New Zealand, 
December 6-7. Slots will be 
passed down to 15th place in 


each age group. 
“This is the hardest 
course in the country 


because of the constant 
hills,” said Nick McCulloch, 
a junior in telecommunica- 
tions. “I’m lucky enough to 
live -here in Menomonie 
where I could train on the 


very hills that the course 
ran.” 

From the youngest par- 
ticipant, 20, to the oldest, 71, 
there were 12 different waves 
or age groups. The oldest 
participants, Molly Hayes 
and- Ruth Hertzberg, were 
the only two athletes in their 
wave. The time of their races 
will go up against others in 
their wave from previous 
world qualifying triathlons. 

Lindsay Noah, age 35, a 
four-time triathlete and 
singer-songwriter from 
Minneapolis, Minn. trains 15 
hours a week, mostly practic- 
ing swimming and running. 
She said her approach to this 
race was more of a celebra- 
tion. She was trying to turn 
her nervous energy into a 
positive emotion. 

After the race, Noah was 
pleased with her perform- 
ance overall. Some of the 
hills in the bike event scared 
her though. 


“Okay, this is where I’m 


going to die,” Noah said dur- 
ing the descent. 


From New York City, » 


Conor Murphy, age 36, 
joined the race. Murphy has 
been racing for two years 
and first learned to swim 
just two years ago! 

“T think it’s a very chal- 
lenging race with some good 
competitors in it, so, it’s gonna 
be tough,” said Murphy. 

McCulloch has been 
competing in triathlons for 
two years. He spends most of 
his time training for the bike 
event. Participating in road 
races such as the Tour de 


France and training three to — 


four hours a day has gotten 
him where he is today. 

“This was the fastest 
race of my life, but I was 
definitely out classed,” said 


- McCulloch. “But I left every- 


thing on the course.” 


Overall, spectators and 


triathletes commented that 


the event was well organ- 
ized and a huge success. 
The entire community - 
police, EMTs, restaurants, 
the Chamber of Commerce, 
sponsors, volunteers - 
pulled together in order for 
this significant event to run 
smoothly. This event was 
expected to bring in thou- 


' sands of “tourism dollars” 


to the Chippewa area. 

“The economic impact 
is projected at $162,000,” 
said Everts, prior to the 
event. 

Win or lose, the USA 
Triathlon brought together 
the nation’s ultimate ath- 
letes for two days, chal- 
lenging each individual to 
push through the tears, 
sweat and pain that they 
might go on to celebrate 
their accomplishment at the 
finish line. 

“T can’t be disappoint- 
ed," said McCulloch. "I felt 
like a champion.”

“We want to work with fac- 
ulty and staff of administra- 
tion to smooth it out.” 


SSA’s goal for the evalua- 
tion process is to survey 
teaching styles of University 
of Wisconsin-Stout professors. 

Part of SSA’s role as the 
UW-Stout student govern- 
ment is to increase voter 
turnout for the 2004 presi- 
dential and SSA elections. 
They will be using E-scholar 
to make more information 
available to students. 

“We are going to post 
unbiased information on the 
Internet about candidates so 
that students. are not only 
able to vote but also make 
intelligent decisions on who 
they're voting for,” said Kim 
Monaghan, SSA director of 
legislative affairs . 

According to Monaghan, 
SSA plans on using other 
methods to raise awareness 
about elections, including 
posters, mailings and pam- 
phlets so that students will 
know without a doubt that 
the elections are going on. 

“(Making information 
available to students] is 
important because when 
you're electing a representa- 
tive, that person represents 
your views and choices,” 
Monaghan said. By going 
out and voting, you're say- 
ing, ‘These are the views that 
I represent and that’s why I 
want that person in office.’” 

SSA travels to Madison 
throughout the year to meet 
with legislators and discuss 
budget cuts that will impact 
college students.

Also, SSA plans to dis- 
cuss the Day of Silence with 
legislators, a day when les- 
bian, gay and transgendered 
students remain silent to 
bring attention to discrimina- 
tion they face every day.

If 
they’re not keeping our inter- 
ests in mind when they make 
decisions, it doesn’t make 
sense. A lot of us are from dif- 
ferent places, but this is where 
we live and this is our home.” 
In short, Dave Hay 
believes SSA is a group of 
students who are “working 
to improve UW-Stout by 
enhancing student life.” 


Cultural diversity on UW-Stout campus difficult to achieve

In 1998, the University of 
Wisconsin Board of Regents 
mandated Plan 2008, a pro- 
gram requiring all UW System 
campuses to develop their 
own 10-year plans to strive for 

and maintain cultural diversi- 

ty on their campuses. 

University of Wisconsin- 
Stout’s Plan 2008 was released 
on May 20, 1998. Phase one of 
the plan has achieved limited 
success and is further compli- 
cated by the Michigan case 
(Bakke v. Bollinger) heard 
before the U.S. Supreme Court 
this past summer. 

UW-Stout received fund- 
ing from UW-Stout 
Foundation, Wisconsin 


Department of Public 
Instruction, UW-Stout 
Multicultural Services, U.S 
Department of Education, 
federal grants and the pri- 
vate sector. The budget plan- 
ning target for the program 
designed to recruit and 
retain specifically identified 
groups of minority and dis- 


advantaged students for 
2003-2004 is $318,839, as of 
March 27, 2003. 

According to the 
Strategic Planning  Six- 


Month Progress Report 2002- 
2003, minority student appli- 
cations increased by 42 per- 
cent --ins Rall ~~ 2002. 
Multicultural enrollment 
increased to 333 in Fall 2002 
from 288 in Fall 2001. Fall 


2003 is a different story. 

Cynthia Gilberts, execu- 
tive director of Enrollment 
Services, would like to see a 
more diverse student body 
and says the university is 
working very hard to 
achieve that. 

“As far as the final num- 
bers for this fall 2003, we 
were substantially down 
over the previous year and 
not just minority applica- 
tions but acceptances this 
year, and I’m not sure what 
that means,” Gilberts said. 
“Just over five percent of our 
total enrollment is multicul- 
tural students.” ; 

UW-Stout Chancellor 
Charles Sorensen said that 


the campus had been hover- 


ing at its present level for at 
least 30 years. 

“It’s an on-going struggle 
with us,” Sorenson said. “We 
have plans in place; we’re 
spending money on it; we 
have committed people to it 
,and because we believe pret- 
ty fundamentally that when 
you leave here and go into 
the workplace, you'll deal 
with a diverse population.” 

Rodney Dukes is an 
African American student at 
UW-Stout and a junior major- 
ing in technical communica- 
tion. Dukes is not surprised by 


-the low numbers of minorities 


attending UW-Stout, nor dis- 
couraged. He said that a uni- 
versity can attract minorities, 
but they won’t stay unless 


they are comfortable and 
involved in a program unique 
to the university. 

“T don’t feel that there’s a 
need to increase the number 
of minorities on the campus 
for the sake of the few minori- 
ties that go here to be happy 
because our country is. pre- 
dominantly white, Caucasian, 
so if you can’t learn to deal 
with it in this environment, 
positive or negative, you 
won't be able to make it any- 
where,” Dukes said.

Trouble shooting help from Ask 5000

It’s the place all students 
turn when their computer 
crashes from downloading 
illegal music files off the 
internet, or from the guilty 
pleasure that only a comput- 
er and internet access can 
provide. It’s the beckoning 
location of the one remaining 
hope for even the most com- 
puter literate individuals. 

What goes on behind the 
Ask 5000 desk? What are the 
requirements to work there? 
What are the responsibilities 
of the employees, and what 
is it like to see it from the 
other side? 

Joe Brown, the Chief 
Information Officer (CIO), 
and Douglas Wahl, the direc- 
tor of Telecommunications 
and Networking, say: they 
are proud of what they have 
at the Ask 5000 desk, but as 
always, are striving to do 
better to benifit the campus 
and students. 

First and foremost, an 
employee at Ask 5000 has 
people skills. 

“IThe candidates] need 
to know how to deal with 
frustration; we can train peo- 
ple to answer questions,” 
says Brown. 


Wahl agrees and adds 
that those at the help desk, 
especially those on the 
phone lines, are trained to be 
effective in understanding 
what the person in need is 
having trouble with. 

“There are always tech- 
nicians backing them up if 
they need help,” added 
Wahl. 

It was rumored that Ask 
5000 employees needed to be 
a telecommunications major 
to work there, but that is not 
so. Both Brown and Wahl 
agree it’s just that those are 
the people that seem to have 


the interest in applying for 


the position. Although most 
applicants have general 
computer knowledge, and it 
does help, it is not a factor in 
the consideration _ for 
employment. A main quali- 
fication is people skills. 

The lines at the Ask 5000 
desk move fairly quickly, 
despite how long it might 
actually take to fix a prob- 
lem. They focus on quick 
and reliable service. 

“We do not allow a line,” 
said Brown and Wahl. 

There is a camera in the 
office so someone can moni- 
tor whether or not they need 
to ‘get another person in 
there helping. 


They say if 
the problem can 
not be fixed in 15 
minutes or less, 
troubled students 
can get a loaner 
computer with 
their hard drive 
transferred into 
it.. This way they 
do not have to be 
deprived of their 
computer. 

Getting peo- 
ple’s questions 
dealt with quick- 
ly is a good thing. 
However, the 
complaints from 
many Macintosh 
users include the 
frustration of 
going to Ask 5000 
to get help, only 
to find out that no 
one there seems 
to know how to 
help with a Mac, 
or they have to 
wait for the one person there 
that does. There is always a 
Mac specialist in the office, 
and the place usually isn’t 
very packed, so there isn’t a 
long wait. 

Megan Peterson, a junior 
in technological education, 
said her training for this job 
lasted a week and a half and 


that it was geared more 
towards PC’s because that 
would be the majority of 
what she would deal with. 
“Less than 10 percent of 
the laptops on campus are 
Apples, and we have to con- 
sider that,” said Brown. 
“People think we know 
‘everything, and they’re easi-

opportunity to meet many 
different people from other 
cultures who are studying at 
UW-Stout. 

“T thought I'd really find 
out where my strengths and 
weaknesses lie and what to 
do to overcome those weak- 
nesses,” said Renee 
Currington, a junior in tech- 
nical communication, when 
referring to her recent expe- 
rience in Hessen, Germany. - 

Not all students who 
study abroad make the deci- 
sion to go for the same rea- 
son.

same,”said Currington. “I 
had difficulty finding a com- 
puter I could e-mail from and 
a phone card to call home.

for the first two weeks.” 

University life in the 
United States is very different 
from that of other countries. 

“The relationship 
between students and profes- 
sors are really different,” said 
Eva Kuemml, an exchange 
student from Germany. “In 
Germany students don’t get 
as close to professors and 
most of them don’t really care 
about students.” 

Kuemml is spending the 


fall semester at UW-Stout, 


taking art and design cours- 
es for her major, multimedia 
management. Although this 
major is not offered through 
the university, Kuemml’s 
courses at UW-Stout apply 
to her field of study. 

“In Germany, we don't 
get homework,” said Mathias 
Ganzmann, another foreign 
exchange student from 
Germany. “Students are just 
expected to do things, like 
reading, on our own and 


know about it all by the end.” ° 


Mathias Ganzmann is 
also studying abroad at UW- 
Stout for the fall semester. 
He is currently majoring in 
mechanical engineering. 

“We don’t have any gen- 
eral education classes at the 
university level,” _ said 
Ganzmann. “We take our 
general classes in high school 
and only higher education 
classes at the university.” 

Universities in Germany 
are based solely on lecture 
and don’t have many, if any, 
hands on activities; this is 
not something that only 
holds true in Germany. 
Students from Thailand 
have some of the same edu- 
cational experiences. 

“Every major here is 
more hands on,” said

Thanathorn Vajirakachorn, a 
foreign exchange student 
from Thailand, who is in the 
graduate program for hospi- 
tality and tourism. "Back 
home, it’s just lecture and 
notes. Nobody even really 
asks questions." 
Vajirakachorn had never 
traveled to the United States 
before attending UW-Stout, 
but she thinks she has 
adjusted well since coming 
here over a year ago. She is 
currently the president of the 
International Relations club 


‘and feels that she has made 


many good friends from 
many different countries. 

“Last year, when I lived 
in the dorms, I was shocked 
to see the showers,” remem- 
bers Vajirakachorn. “There 
was only little curtains as 
doors, and I thought there 
was no way I could take a 
shower here. People would 
be able to see me. At home, 
there’s not even cracks in the 
doors, and they go from the 
ceiling to the floor.” 

Although this was defi- 
nitely something different, 
Vajirakachorn’s attitude was 
simply that if everyone else 
could do it, then she would 
just have to adjust to it. 

Vajirakachorn © speaks 
English very well but feels 
that when people don’t 
understand her right away 
they give up talking to her. 

“I feel like there’s a little 
bit of racism because my 
English really isn’t that 
good,” Vajirakachorn said: 
“When people can’t under- 


stand me, they just don’t even _ 


want to talk to me anymore.” 

Even though this used to 
make her feel bad, she has 
now adjusted and doesn’t let 
it get to her. 

“First semester I felt 
frustrated because other 
people don’t really attempt 
to understand the Thai cul- 
ture,” Vajirakachorn said. 

However different edu- 
cation may be in other coun- 
tries, these foreign exchange 
students have had to make 
other adaptations to United 
States life. 

“There’s no legal bar 
close time in Germany,” said 
Kuemml. “You can stay out 
all night it you want to.” 

The legal drinking age in 
Germany is 16-years-old, 
and although both Kuemml 
and Ganzmann are over the 
legal drinking age in the 
United States, they both 
expressed how odd_ they 
thought American laws are. 

“It’s unusual, but you 
get used to it,” said 
Ganzmann. “The first time 
the bar closed that early, I 
thought it was funny, but 
that’s just because I didn’t 
know it happened.” 
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“Suitcases are 
packed, and UW- 
Stout becomes a 

ghost town.”

Another reason for leav- 
ing on weekends is ties back 
home. While many high 
school friendships fade after 
being at school awhile, the 
few strong ones withstand the 
distance and grow with the 
changes.

Waterskiing is not an 
easy sport. It takes practice 
just to learn how to stay on 
top of the water, let alone 
being able to hit jumps, fly 
through the air and do tricks. 

The University of 
Wisconsin-Stout waterski 
team showed everybody 
who was best when they 
took home the 2003 State 
Championship. 

The state championship 
was held in the spring of 2003 in 
Adams Friendship, Wis. 

The waterskiers also got 
a chance to compete in the 
regional competition last 
weekend in Decatur, Ill. The 
team finished in 10th place, 
which was not quite enough 
for them to move on to the 
national competition. 

Overall, it was an excellent 
season, and many of its mem- 
bers enjoyed the competition. 

“Skiing is a good way to 


take a break from class,” said 
Phil Murtha, a sophomore in early 
childhood education. “I like to 
wakeboard and slalom.” 

Murtha has been on the 
team for two years and is one 
of the 35 plus members who 
practice hard to receive the 
title of state champions. 

There are three events 
that the waterski club com- 
petes in. One of the events is 
called slalom. 

In a slalom competition, 
boat speed, rope length and 
the amount of markers one 
clears dictates how good a 
specific run is. Slalom com- 
petition requires a skier to 
have tremendous balance 
and quick reaction time. 

In ski-jump competition, 
distance is measured from a 
large ramp that the skier flies 
off of. Ski-jump competi- 
tions are based on the dis- 
tance the skier flies from the 
ramp to landing; the skier 
must remain standing to

receive points. Ski jumpers 
are at great risk for a danger- 
ous spill if they make even 
one mistake while in mid air. 

The trick competition is 
the final event that UW-Stout 
waterskiers compete in. 

In the trick competi- 
tion, the skiers have the 
option of using one ski, 
two skies or a wakeboard 
without fins. 

Trick competitions are 
filled with excitement as 
skiers do their best to show 
off moves such as skiing 
backward, spins. or jumps.

On Wednesday, Oct. 1, 
two University of Wisconsin- 
Stout football players were 
injured in a car accident that 
occurred around 9 p.m. near 
Clear Lake, Wis. 

Matt Sprester, a senior 
majoring in business, and 
Ryan Englebert, a sopho- 
more majoring in dietetics, 
were driving to dinner at 
Sprester’s parents’ home in 
Clear Lake when they were 
struck by another vehicle 
approximately one mile from 
their destination. 

They were taken to near- 
by Amery [Wis.] Regional 
Medical Center and later 
transported to Hennepin 
County Medical Center in 


Wisconsin’s drunk driv- 
ing law’s legal limit was low- 
ered from 0.10 to 0.08 blood- 
alcohol content (BAC) on 
Oct. 1. Wisconsin became the 

43rd state to adopt this 
change. Since _ then, 
Michigan has also adopted a 
more stringent law. 

The law in Wisconsin 
applies to the first, second 
and third operating a motor 
vehicle while intoxicated 
(OWI) offenses. All offenses 
beyond that remain subject 

_ to the 0.02 or greater BAC. 

According to “The 
Skillful Drinker’s Guide” 
offered by University 
Counseling, a typical 180- 
pound man consuming six 
drinks (with a drink equaling 
a shot of liquor, a glass of 
wine or a 12-ounce beer) ina 
three-hour period would 
reach or exceed 0.08 BAC. 

On a similar note, if a 
typical 120-pound woman 
drank three drinks in two 
hours she would reach the 
0.08 BAC limit. 

“This [change in BAC 
level] sends the right mes- 
sage,” said Allen Ebel, director 
of alcohol and other drug 
services (AOD) at the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout.

“I was 22 years old at 
the time, drinking with a 
friend in the dorms when we 
decided to go out and get 
some food. At the time I 
thought I was fine. But then I 


_ got pulled over and did the 


breathalyzer and was way 
over the limit. 

“T spent that night in jail 
“cause I couldn’t get a hold of 
anyone. I ended up chang- 
ing my [car] insurance, pay- 
ing the fines, taking a drink- 
ing assessment class. It 
ended up costing me about 


$1,200 not even including the

The master theses collec- 
tion was pulled off the floor 
Tuesday from the library ref- 
erence section after library 
staff members were notified 
that the microfiche files con- 
tained social security num- 
bers of graduates. 

The microfiche files are 
located in what is called the 
thesis. collection, a resource 
used by University of 
Wisconsin-Stout graduate 
students for research. 

The files were taken to a 
more secure location for 
removal of the numbers. 
Until that task is completed, 
the files will be signed out 
after removal of the page 
containing the social security 
number of the author. 

The numbers are 
entered on one of two docu- 
ments attached to the master 
thesis: a statement of per- 
mission to publish or a state- 
ment of withholding per- 
mission to publish. 

These documents are 
attached to about 3,000 the- 
ses from 1980 to 1990. 
Library director Philip 
Schwarz said the job would 
take about 15-20 hours. 


“We were appalled 
when we found it,” Schwarz 
said. “Back in those days the 
student’s identification 
[number] was their social 
security number.” 

Before Tuesday, the the- 
ses were not secured and 
could be quickly scanned at 
a workstation adjacent to the 
file collection for either of 
the two documents; the 
information could be written 
down and removed from the 
premises. If a printed ver- 
sion was desired, an active 
UW-Stout username and 
password was needed. 

When ID theft became a 
national concern, the state of 
Wisconsin ordered in 1997 
that all universities should 
cease using social security 
numbers as student identifi- 
cation by the year 2000. 

UW-Stout Registrar 
Jeffery Kirschling said UW- 
Stout was in compliance with 
that order by September 1999. 

In addition to the social 
security number, the docu- 
ment contained the full 
name, the permanent 
address and home phone 
number of the graduate. That 
is enough information to

The practice of archiving 
theses in microfiche came to 
an end in the year 2000. The 
online documents contain no 
social security numbers. 

The federal Family 
Educational Rights and 
Privacy Act restrict access to 
personally identifiable infor- 
mation from students’ edu- 
cation records. 

In keeping with the act, 
UW-Stout will share the fol- 
lowing categories of informa- 
tion about students with the 
public unless an individual 
student requests otherwise.

passed Senate Bill 85, which 
would add a non-traditional 
student to the University of 
Wisconsin System Board of 
Regents. This student must 
be 24 years old and represent 
the views of non-traditional 
students®such as those who 
are employed or are parents. 

The Board of Regents is 
the governing body of the 
University of Wisconsin

System. The Board of 
Regents sets admission stah- 
dards, reviews and approves 
university budgets, recom- 
mends tuition levels and 
establishes academic credit 
requirements. 

Currently, the Board of 
Regents consists of 17 mem- 
bers, including 14 citizen 
members, the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction, 
an appointee from the 
Wisconsin Technical College 
System Board and one UW 
System student. 

“Passing this bill on the 
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first day of the fall session 
sends a strong message that 
the Senate leadership under- 
stands that this bill is essen- 
tial to preserve - students’ 
rights,” said United Council 
legislative director Bethany 
Ordaz in a press release 
dated Sept. 23. : 

The United Council of 
UW Students is~one of the 
nation’s largest and oldest 
statewide student associa- 
tions, representing approxi- 
mately 145,000 students on 
23 UW campuses.

In approximately seven 
years, the college experi- 
ence at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout will 
change with the implemen- 
tation of a new initiative to 
focus on learning. 

People know that the 
nation’s economy is strug- 
gling more than it has since 
World War II. Colleges are 
suffering financially. 

Still, through such 
financial crisis, Chancellor 
Charles Sorensen and the 
Chancellor’s Advisory 
Council (CAC) seek to pro- 
vide the best quality of 
education for the students 
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Focus 2010 to focus on future of learning 


of UW-Stout. 

Every summer, Sorensen 
and his advisory council 
attend an annual retreat. The 
retreat concerns all aspects of 
the university. 

This summer, the 
retreat focused on the value 
of education that UW-Stout 
offers versus the problem 
of funding. 

Allen Guskin, a pub- 
lished writer on the topic of 
higher education and former 
Chancellor of © Antioch 
College in Ohio, was a con- 
sultant for a project called 
“Future Education,” and 
attended the retreat to help 
discuss important issues. 

“A decade ago he 
[Guskin] was predicting that 
the state would break its pact 
with schools and not fund 
them,” said- Provost Robert 
Sedlak. “He ended up being 
right.” 

Now that state schools 
have extremely limited fund- 
ing, money is an important 
issue for the school. At this 
summer’s retreat, new ideas 


and ways of teaching were 
examined. Ways to promote 
UW-Stout’s technical advan- 
tage were invented and the 
academic programs and the 
flexibility to provide educa- 
tion were looked at. 

The council wants to 
define the meaning of UW- 
Stout’s learning communi- 
ty and discuss new ways to 
restructure the learning 
process for efficiency and 
effectiveness. From that, 
Focus 2010 was created as a 
guideline of improving 
education. 

“The process. is in its 
very beginning stage of dis- 
cussion,” said Vice 
Chancellor Diane Moen. The 
discussion will take an entire 
year and be first publicly 
examined at public forums in 
November. 

“Tt [Focus 2010] is meant 
to engage the campus in our 
discussion about the future,” 
Moen said. “It’s meant to be 
very creative and provoca- 
tive so that we don’t miss 
opportunities as a campus.

According to the UW 
System Web site, non-tradi- 
tional students, defined as 
those over the age of °24, 
make up 19 percent of the 
total student population. At 
_ the University of Wisconsin- 
‘. Stout, non-traditional stu- 
dents make up 11 percent of 
the student body. 

“Hopefully it will 
address the problems that 
older students like myself 
face,” said Bob Geving, sen- 
ior majoring in psychology. 
“Most of us face problems 
understanding new technol- 
ogy, like this one [referring 
to the computer he was 
working on]. 


Some of us have children 


and that makes it difficult to 
plan classes. There are also 
social issues, such as the dif- 
ficulties of fitting in that we 
deal with.” 


State Senator - Sheila 
Harsdorf (R-River: Falls) 
explained her reasoning 


behind being a co-sponsor 
for the bill. 

“Decisions made by the 
Regents are key to maintain- 
ing a top-notch University 
System and appropriate stu- 
dent representation is vital,” 
Sen. Harsdorf said in a Sept. 
25 press release. 

On April 29, the Stout 
Student Association (SSA) 
passed a resolution in sup- 
port of adding an additional 
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student representative to the 
Board of Regents. 

“It will give them [Board 
of Regents] a better grasp on 
decisions, how it will affect 
you as students, and then 
they [Board of Regents] 
won't be just handing out 
decisions and hoping it turns 
out okay,” said Kim 
Monaghan, director of leg- 
islative affairs for SSA. 

According to Monaghan, 
SSA will be going to Madison 
to lobby for the bill. In order 
for this bill to become law, a 
majority vote needs to come 
from the State Assembly and 
Governor James Doyle needs 
to sign it into law. This could 
occur later this year. 


We want input into our 
future rather than having the 
state legislature dictate our 
future for us.” 

Focus 2010 is an initiative 
to strengthen the value of edu- 
cation that UW-Stout offers. 

“We need to think differ- 
ently about the enterprise, 


about what education is, 
.about,” Sedlak said. “A lot of 


traditions have evolved.” 

Sedlak believes that stu- 
dents today.are extremely dif- 
ferent from students 20 years 
ago, and require new, innova- 
tive methods of learning. 

The on-campus forums 
in November are open to 
everyone from students to 
staff to faculty to adminis- 
tration. 

“Students play a big role 
in this too,” Sedlak said. 

He hopes that many stu- 
dents will attend and have 
their voices and ideas heard. 
He also hopes that some 
forums may result in the 
piloting of new ideas that 
will have a deeper focus on 
the meaning of learning. 
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“Learning is important,” 
Sedlak said. “Not [just] get- 
ting the credit.” 

The CAC hopes to 
examine a “credit hour” at 
the forums and why 124 
credits is seen as a goal that 
students tend to seek before 
knowledge. 

The council plans to ask 
faculty what they want stu- 
dents to remember from 
their classes. 

“You forget the facts 
because they are disconnect- 
ed facts,” Sedlak said. “But, 
in learning, there are things 
you will never forget. Every 
class that Stout offers-needs 
to be like that.” 

Above the credit value, 
above the awarded degree, 
UW-Stout wants to uphold 
education to the greatest value. 

Sedlak believes that stu- 
dents should leave UW-Stout 
well prepared for life. 

The CAC _ hopes to 
address the value of educa- 
tion so that the student can 
proudly say, “I learned. I 
understood. I remember.”

_ tion that I, of Norwegian 


and German descent, do 


‘not bring recognizably 


worthwhile elements of 
those two cultures with 
me to this campus. 

I am not included in a 
target group of minorities. 
Therefore, according to the 
fathers and mothers of 


Plan 2008, I have little to 
offer because I lack diverse 
cultural experiences. 

My dad’s father, Carl 
E. Shaw (born Karl Johan 
Sjo), the youngest child in a 
Norwegian family of nine 
children, came to America 
in 1903, because his father 
could not support the fam- 
ily on the island of their 
birth. He settled in 
Esthervlle, Iowa and built 
many residences that stand 
to this day. 

Karl’s wife, Martha 
Elizabeth Sunde, was’ born 
March 13, 1881 and moved 
to’ America in 1883. Her 
brother, a boat builder, had 
been swindled by a client 
and lost a great deal of 
money. Karl brought the 
family to America in 1883 to 
work and repay his debts. 

My mom’s grandmoth- 
er boarded a sailing vessel 
April 5, 1867, in Bremen, 
Germany. and experienced 
21 harrowing days on 
treacherous seas, nearly 
sinking in the English 
Channel, before arriving in 
New York, and eventually 
settling in Minneapolis. 


These families along 
with thousands more 
brought with them tradi- 
tions, values and experi- 
ences that they hoped to 
pass on to the next genera- 
tions. They did just that. I 
still hold on to many of 
those Norwegian and 
German traditions. This is 
cultural diversity. 

However, I do not seg- 
ment myself by the use of 
hyphenation. I do not 
want or need to be identi- 
fied as part of a group. I 
am an individual with a 
rich and valuable history 
of no lesser or greater 
value than any other eth- 
nic group. I desire to make 
a contribution founded on 
merit and skill rather than 
group identification.

ily tree. That is history. 

Nobody asked me 
what color I wanted to be. 
If I move into an ethnical- 
ly diverse community 
and become a minority, 
are the experiences and 
beliefs that I carry with 
me of greater value once I 
am the minority? No. 

Would I then want to 
become Norwegian- 
American or German- 
American and join a frac- 
tion of hyphenated indi- 
viduals? My answer is no. 
I would want to be 
known as Joel Shaw. 

Hyphenation by defi- 
nition joins and divides. It 
may join members of a 
group, yet divides that 
group from others. 

This is our UW-Stout 
campus. Let that be the 
hyphen that joins us 
together. Let us embrace 
the diversity that exists 
here as something of 
value rather than some- 
thing left wanting. Let us

our classrooms, not just a 
select few.

In an effort to raise 
awareness for sexual vio- 
lence prevention, a panel of 
10 spokespersons addressed 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout students on Monday. 

The event, hosted by the 
Stout Student Association 
(SSA) and the University 
Counseling, showcased the 

-personal account of Trista 
Glover, a senior of psycholo- 
gy, who shared her experience 
of being sexually assaulted. 

Last December, Glover 
walked home from a party 
with a friend after having a 
single drink. While talking 
‘and flirting, Glover went 
blank. She woke up in bed 
with this “friend” on top of 
her and blood everywhere. 
She jolted, screamed no and 
pushed him off. 

He went on to pass out 
on the couch while she wait- 
ed for him to wake up. In the 
mean time, she took four 
showers and cleaned the 
blood-stained sheets. 

“I didn’t know what else 
to do, but I couldn’t get 
clean,” said Glover. 

Glover had previous 
experience with the topic of 
sexual assault because she 
was a part of support 
groups, but when it hap- 
pened to her, she didn’t 
know what to do. 

When the perpetrator 
awoke, he asked her on his 
way out if she’d be okay. She 
didn’t reply, but rather closed 
the door and went to work as 
she would any other day. 
Today Glover is still trying to 
piece her life back together. 

Robin Abraham, a coun- 
selor from the university 
counseling center, opened 
the discussion panel with 
statistics from the 
Department of Justice. 
Twenty-five percent of 
women have been victims.of 
some form of rape, which 
means 900 of the female stu- 
dents on the UW-Stout cam- 
pus have been or will be vic-

tims of rape by the 

age of 24. 

An additional 
problem is the 
number of 
assaults that are 
not reported. 
Five percent of 
victims report 
the ~ incident. 
Those who 
choose not to 
report the 
crime do so for 
various reasons 
including 
embarrassment, 
shame, fear of 
publicity and 
blame from their 
family or them- 
selves. 

- Within the . past 
several weeks, stu- 
dents at two UW-Stout 
households have been 
victims of sexual assault. 
University Chief of Police. 
Lisa Walter has notified the 
entire community with 
informative updates. 

“Tt is really important to 
get involved and do stuff 
yourself in order to secure 
your own safety; this is very 
empowering for individu- 
als,” said Walter. “Take per- 
sonal safety into your own 
hands.” 

_ Representing the Inter 
Fraternal Council was Dave 
Gordon, a brother of the Phi 
Sigma Phi. Chapter. Gordon 
spoke on the topic of date 
rape and the effects of alcohol 
and drugs in these situations. 
He offered an alarming statis- 
tic from the Department. of 
Justice: one-third of college 
men said they would rape 
someone if they knew they 
wouldn’t get caught. 

“Date rape is both physi- 


cally and emotionally disturb- 


ing,” said Gordon. “When 
someone. is under the influ- 
ence of alcohol and/or drugs, 
they cannot consent to sex, 
therefore it is rape. No means 
no - no matter how quiet or 


. unconvincing it is stated.” 
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According Of r 
to scientists ist 
Humphrey and Kahn in a 
study conducted in 2000, 
when alcohol or drugs are 
involved in acquaintance 
rape - which is frequently the 
case - peers tend to hold 
women more responsible for 
the rape and men_ less 
responsible for it. 

“There’ are misplaced 
expectations when drinking 
because of the alternative state 
of mind people are in,” said 
Jeff Sawyer, a graduate assis- 
tant of the Alcohol and Other 
Drug Abuse Coordinator. 
“Many use alcohol as a justifi- 
cation or an excuse — sober, 
drunk or high — it’s the same 
crime that occurs. Alcohol 
increases trust while reducing 
awareness.” 

Amy Nord, the Fleming 
Hall Director chose the topic 
of cyber-stalking. Both men 
and women are the victims 
and the perpetrators in these

types of crimes. It is impor- 
tant to acknowledge the fact 
that it cannot be prevented. 

“Cyber-stalking begins 
online and stays online,” said 
Nord. “These people hunt 
you down. People need to 
understand that they need to 
guard their personal informa- 
tion; everything is traceable.” 

Cyber-stalking is stalking 
by the use of the Internet, 
instant messenger and e-mail. 
There are three categories of 
cyber-stalking offenses: child 
allurement, egomaniac and 
love obsession. 

“We all have the tenden- 
cy, online, to trust more than 
usual,” said Nord. If you 
can’t see them, they are 
strangers, no matter how long 
you've been talking to them.” 

Jill Jolliff, instructor and 
volleyball coach, spoke on 


the self-defense course 
she leads on campus. Jolliff 
had two male _ students 
demonstrate simple acts of 
self-defense that are effective 
when used correctly. 

Jolliff spoke on the idea of 
being aware of your sur- 
roundings at all times. She 
questioned the audience of 
their confidence when con- 
fronted by someone unknown 
and stressed the importance 
of accessing oneself and the 
people in their surroundings. 

“Always know who is 
close to you,” said Jolliff. 
“Go window shopping and 
check out the reflections 
rather than what's in the 
actual windows.” 


Carolyn Kuether, the 


sexual assault nurse examin- 
er (SANE) of Dunn County, 
spread the word about her 
responsibilities as a forensics

The career fair this year 
was a must for those who 
have to think about complet- 
ing internships or co-ops or 
fo those that will be graduat- 
ing soon and are looking for 
a career. 

It provided a place for 
students to make initial busi- 
ness contacts, discuss their 
goals and question future 
employers. 

“Last spring we hired 
two students from Stout,” 
said Rosemarie L. Smith the 
director of risk control at 
CNA Insurance, who was at 
the career fair. 

Smith offered a profes- 
sional company's perspec- 
tive on internships. 

“Tt is better and easier to 
bring someone up through 
the company [like an intern] 
and teach them that way, 
than to hire someone new,” 
said Smith. 

For those who missed 
the career fair or for those 
who just need some guid- 
ance with getting off the 
ground with experience, the 
place to go is the Co-op and 
Placement Service Center in 
the Administration building 
room 103. 

They critique resumes 
and cover letters to help pol- 
ish them and entice prospec- 


tive employers. 

“We rarely ever see a 
good resume, so we help 
mark them up,” said Cheryl 
Lowery, the student services 
coordinator here at University 
of Wisconsin-Stout. 

She says that going to the 
career fair is recommended for 
everyone because it, “opens 
up students eyes” to the dif- 
ferent co-ops, internships or 
jobs that are out there. 

There is always next 
October if you missed it, so 
start thinking about it now. . 

“Plan ahead. Students 
usually try to do one [intern- 
ship/co-op] their junior or 
early senior year,” said 
Lowery.

chemotherapy. 

“I was going through 
radiation therapy during 
[football] camp,” said 
DeLong. “We had two-a- 
days and I would go for 
treatment in-between.” 

Some might think that 
athletic activities would 
delay the rate of being cured, 
but DeLong’s girlfriend and 
UW-Stout alumni Kelly 
Hillman said it was the team 
that contributed to his quick 
recovery. 

“T know that him being a 
part of the team helped him a 


lot,” said Hillman. “The team 
gave him something to focus 
on; looking forward to play- 
ing helped him to get 
through it.” 

DeLong’s _ persistence 
and enthusiasm over the last 
eight months has earned him 
respect among those close to 


“It [the cancer] seemed 
to be more of a bother,” said 
Colin DeLong, Trevor’s older 
brother.

First-year advis- 
ing program 
focuses on stu- 
dent needs more 
than classes -

This year’s freshmen are 
part of a new advisement 
program that began before 
they even arrived on campus. 

The First-Year Freshman 
Advising Program takes a 
holistic approach towards 
advising. This summer, 
freshmen were asked to 
respond to an inventory 
developed by Noel-Levitz, a 
consulting firm for enroll- 
ment management services, 
like student retention. 

The inventory was 
designed to compare the 
respondent to freshmen 
across the country in the 
areas of high school experi- 
ence, academic abilities, 
social support systems and 
general coping skills. - 

According to Shirley 
Murphy, associate dean of 
students, the information 
obtained from the inventory 
was compiled into individual 


reports on each student and : 


given to freshmen advisors. 

The advisors then use the 
report to learn about an 
advisee’s predicted difficulty 
with academics, educational 
stress, dropout proneness and 
receptivity to academic help. 

The need for an advising 
- program for new freshmen was 
discovered after the university 
looked at its freshmen retention 
rate and the results of a nation- 
al survey it took part in. 

“We've been using the 
National Survey of Student 
Engagement for the past 
four to five years and we 
found out that academic 
advising was one of the 
areas we haven’t done well,” 
said Murphy. 

The program incorporates 
program advisors that all UW- 
Stout students are familiar 
with but also adds first-year 
advisors just for freshmen. 

There are seven fresh- 
man advisors who all hold a 


master’s degree in either 
counseling or education 
counseling. They advise stu- 
dents with majors in similar 
areas such as _ technology, 
education and business. 

“The freshmen advisors 
serve as the ‘go-to’ person for 
the freshmen,” Murphy said. 
“The program is about how 
we can help you succeed at 
UW-Stout in any way.” 

The advisors last met 
with their advisees for a 
mandatory meeting on the 
day before classes. Ninety- 
three percent of the freshmen 
class went the the meeting. 

“She [my advisor] helped 
me out with figuring out 
which classes to take,” said 
Bridgette Worzella, a fresh- 
man majoring in retail mer- 
chandising and management. 
“I am [now going to be] tak- 
ing classes that are in the field 
and general ones.” 

Like the rest of the stu- 
dent population at UW- 
Stout, freshmen are still 
strongly encouraged to par- 
ticipate in advisement day 
on Tuesday, Oct. 21. 

“T have to go to my [first 
year] advisor, and then I 
have to meet with my pro- 
gram advisor on Tuesday,” 
said Brian Herzfeldt, a fresh- 
man majoring in manufac- 
turing engineering. “I am not 
sure what to expect.” 

Although not all freshmen 
know what to expect, Dean of 


“Students Pinckney Hall has 


expectations. 

“The freshmen first-year 
program allows students to 
get into the positive mind 
frame to utilize advisors 
later,” Hall said. 

Hall explained that the 
university shared governance 
committee in charge of the 
academic calendar is current- 
ly having a university-wide 
discussion about the value of 
setting aside a day every 
semester for advisement. 

“T think that faculty and 
staff appreciate having this 
day,” Hall said. “I know that 
certain faculty have their entire 
day filled with half-hour 
appointments. 

“However, I know that 
students have questions about 
the value of it.”

Menomonie, UW-Stout 
officials: no riots here

Law enforcement offi- 
cials for the City of 
Menomonie and the 


University of Wisconsin- 
Stout believe that local resi- 
dents need not be worried 
about potential rioting this 
homecoming weekend. 

As usual, the depart- 
ments will have extra officers 
on duty this weekend, but no 
extra effort to curtail poten- 
tial violence or rioting will be 
taken this year. 

“I’m confident that Stout 
students are responsible and 
respectful of other people’s 
rights and property and we at 
the Menomonie police depart- 


ment don’t anticipate any 
problems,” said Menomonie 
Chief of Police Dennis Beety 
about the department’s view 
on the matter. 

Mankato police arrested 
45 individuals on the night of 
Oct. 4, when rioting broke 
out in the parking lot of an 
off-campus student apart- 
ment complex following 
Mankato State University’s 
homecoming game. Those 
arrested made up only a frac- 
tion of the estimated 3,000 
other participants who col- 
lectively destroyed between 
$100,000 and $200,000 worth 
of city and private property. 

Police were dispatched 
to the 1500 block of Monks 


Ave. sometime around 10:30 
p-m., when the crowd’s dis- 
orderly conduct was initial- 
ly reported; however, before 


-local law enforcement agen- 


cies could gather the num- 
ber of officers required to 
take on such a mob, hun- 
dreds of students and 
Mankato residents alike had 
joined the mass of people in 
the lot. 

Police were twice over- 
whelmed by the group and 
forced to retreat and reorgan- 
ize. After six hours, the 160 
officers at the scene managed | 
to disperse the crowd using 


pepper-pellet projectiles and

other anti-riot techniques. 
Matthew Snyder, a fresh- 

man at Mankato State 

University, attributes the mob’s 


sudden violence to alcohol — 


consumption, cellular phones 
and police presence. 

“There were plenty of peo- 
ple there and a lot of them were 
drunk,” Snyder said. “But 
nothing really happened until 
police started appearing and 
everyone started calling their 
friends and telling them to 
come join the frenzy. 

“The police presence gave 
everyone a sort of ‘us vs. 
them’ mentality, and I think 
that’s why the riot took place.” 

Snyder doesn’t believe 
that the riots were in any 
way related to Mankato 
University’s homecoming. 

“If anything, [the riot] 
was merely the inevitable 
product of a large mass of 
intoxicated people inhabiting 
one small area,” Snyder said.

Mankato State 
University’s administrators 
did not-share Snyder’s non- 
chalant attitude toward the 
incident. 

Richard Davenport, 
President of the Minnesota 
State University system, stat- 
ed that he “found the events 
of [Oct. 4] deeply disturbing.” 

Davenport expressed his 
disappointment in the fact 
that 21 of 45 individuals 
arrested that night were stu- 
dents of the university. 

“The campus judicial 
code empowers us to disci- 
pline students for off-campus 
activities that adversely affect 
the university. The events of 
last night clearly do affect 
this academic community.” 

Mankato State 
University officials also men- 
tioned that they would be 
using photo and video evi- 
dence collected from the 
scene to identify those who

Currently, UW-Stout and 
all other schools in the 
University of Wisconsin 
System have policies similar 
to. the Minnesota State 
University system. 

Chapter UWS 17.03 of 

the Rules of the Board of 
Regents of the University of 
Wisconsin System states that 
“the university has a respon- ° 
sibility to identify basic stan- 
dards of nonacademic con- 
duct necessary to protect the 
community, and to develop 
procedures to deal effectively 
with instances of misconduct 
while observing the proce- 
dural and substantive rights 
of students.” 
' In other words, any stu- 
dent participating in an activ- 
ity which could be deemed 
damaging to the community 
- on or off campus - is subject 
to disciplinary action by the 
UW System. 


. 
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Along with the return of 
fall weather, students at the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout are relishing a not so 
pleasant returnee - the 
Japanese Beetle. 

“They're pesky because 
they fly right at you,” said 
Shawn Drury, a freshman in 
interior decorating and mer- 
chandising management. “It’s 
|. like they can’t think and fly.” 

“They dive-bomb you,” 
‘said Sierra Peterson, a fresh- 
man in retail merchandising 
and management. 

Not only do these lady 
bug rip-offs annoy students, 
they also are considered 
destructive plant pests. 

“Adults feed on the 
foliage and fruits of several 
hundred species of fruit 
trees, ornamental . trees, 
shrubs, vines and field and 
vegetable crops,” according 
_ to the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service's 
Web site. 

, “Adults leave behind 
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Beetles cover face of campus Disease / Keep clean 


skeletonized leaves and large, 
irregular holes in leaves.” 
The USDA estimates that 


- efforts to control these bugs 


cost $460 million a year. This 
figure includes the cost of 
replacement turf. 

“[They] often destroy 
turf in lawns, parks, golf 
courses and pastures,” said 
the USDA's Web site. “Today, 
the Japanese Beetle is the 
most widespread turf-grass 
pest in the United States.” 

The Japanese Beetle was 
first discovered on 
American soil approximate- 
ly 80 years ago. 

Since then, the bug has 
dispersed itself throughout 
the southern and western 
regions of the country, but 
there have been isolated inci- 
dents of it in Wisconsin, 
Oregon and California. 

In Japan, natural checks 
and balances keep the bug’s 
population in balance. 
However, in the U.S., these 
natural predators don’t exist. 

To help control the pest, 
the USDA has improved the 
importation of some Asian 
predators to help control the 
Japanese Beetle. 


parasitic 


Tiphia vernalis is a small, 
wasp. Female 
wasps dig into the soil, sting 
and paralyze the beetle grub 
and then lay an egg on the 
grub. The hatched wasp 
larva will eat the grub. 

Istocheta aldrichi is a fly 
and an internal parasite of 
the adult Japanese Beetle. Ina 
two-week time period, 
female flies lay up to 100 
eggs, usually on the thorax of 
the female beetles. _ 

The hatched maggot 
will delve directly into the 
beetle’s body cavity, killing 
the beetle. 

So, you want to keep 
these beetles out of your 
house but don’t have one of 
these two insects handy? 
Don’t sweat it. 

“Find a way to bug- 
proof. the windows and 
doors,” Drury said. 


“T go crazy and suck’ 


them up with a vacuum 
cleaner.” 

Mechanical traps will 
attract the. beetles and will 
successfully capture approxi- 
mately 75 percent of them. 
Such traps should be available 
at a local gardening store.

Center provides Physical and 
Neurological Exams if the 
student is showing symp- 
toms of Meningitis. If all 


symptoms are present the 


student is sent to the hospital 
for a spinal tap. 

There are ways to pre- 
vent contracting Meningitis. 

“First of all, don’t share 
items or spread saliva like 
bottles of pop—anything 
that would have been in 
someone else’s mouth,” 
warns Green. 

Green also recommends 
washing hands and avoiding 
the sharing of utensils. The 
disease is also spread 
through intimate contact 
involving bodily secretions. 

“You don’t want. to be 
kissing someone who is 
infected,” Green says. 


If the student chooses ~ 


not to be vaccinated, the 
board must provide detailed 
information on the risks 
associated with meningococ- 
cal disease and the availabili- 


ty and effectiveness of the 


vaccinations. 

Hepatitis B is a disease 
spread by contact with blood 
and body fluids of an infect- 


ed person. Some symptoms 
include loss of appetite, jaun- 


dice, diarrhea, vomiting, 
pain in muscles and stomach, 
and fatigue. 


“Hepatitis B was an STD 
concern a while back,” say 
Green. Now, every baby born 
today gets Hepatitis B shots 
when they’re born. 

“Hepatitis B vaccines 
can prevent Hepatitis B,” 
Green said. “It really is a 
great vaccine.” 

It is expected that the 
governor will sign the bill, 
which then will be effective 


January 1, 2004. The bill 


includes notification and 
record requirements. This 
bill holds the university 
responsible for notifying the 
students about the vaccina- 
tions. 

It ‘does not, however, 
state that students have to be 
immunized. 

“We have been notifying 
incoming freshman since 
1995,” says Janice Ramaeker, 
the Director of Student 
Health Services. “The bill 
expands to include all stu-

Imagine crossing a 
pedestrian crosswalk and 
having, an oncoming truck 
hit you from the side. You 
now have two broken legs 
and must use a wheelchair as 
your form of transportation 
for several months. 

Many students, faculty 
members and visitors with 
disabilities, face challenges 
every day of their lives, not 
only months at a time. 

Challenges exist with 


accessibility - curb cuts, ele-. 


vator usage and transporta- 
tion - student’s attitudes, dis- 
crimination and a lack of 
knowledge. These areas are 
limited, as well as nonexist- 
ent in many circumstances. 

Many accommodations 
were completed over last 
summer; a pool lift was 
installed, all curb cuts were 
repaired and student parking 
was moved to the parking lot 
across the street on the other 
side of Broadway. 

“The willingness of Stout 
to accommodate is pretty 
good," said Corbett 
Laubignat, senior in vocation- 
al rehabilitation. "When we 
ask, they do what they can, 
when they can. The more 
voices that are heard, the 
more changes will happen.” 

Areas can be overlooked 
by those who do not use such 
facilities in order to live day- 
to-day. 

“When a curb cut - the 
ramp in the concrete that goes 
from the sidewalk to the road 
- is blocked it means a person 
with a disability will have to 


wait in possibly adverse 


weather or find another one," 
said David Koch, a junior in

Disabilities 
Act (ADA) requirements 
‘essentially call for universi- 
ties to be helpful to students 
that are disabled. Professors 
at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout are required 
to oblige these requirements, 
but most professors and fac- 
ulty don’t know what all the 
requirements are. How does 
the university stay in agree- 
ment with the law? 
Originally, professors 
went to training conferences 
where they would learn 
about being accommodating 
of students and faculty who 
are considered to have a dis- 


American 
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vocational rehabilitation and 
special education. 

Not all students on cam- 
pus have the privilege of 
owning or driving a car to 
‘school. Likewise, not all stu- 
dents with disabilities are 
capable of driving, which 
forces them to rely on alter- 
native means of transporta- 
tion, sometimes at a cost. 

“Transportation sucks!" 
said Laubignat. "They're 
always late or sometimes for- 
get to pick you up.” 

The two transportation 
companies available for UW- 
Stout students are Handy 
Ride and Tender Care and 
Disabled and_ Elderly 
Transportation (DET). 

“Most of the names 
make it sound like we’re 


two-year-olds,” said 
Laubignat. 
Although many 


resources and services are 
available for students, those 
who utilize them on a regu- 
lar basis claim these services 
are lacking the necessary 
quality and proficiency need- 
ed and expected. 

“Tt is frustrating to see 
any organization — not neces- 
sarily Stout — refer to them- 
selves as ‘disability accom- 
modation,” said Dr. 
Flottemesch, a professor in 
the speech communication, 
foreign language, theatre and 
music department. "But is 


- this access available through 


the main entrance or is it sep- 
arated from everyone else?" 
An example of the daily 
routine Laubignat must prac- 
tice in order to make it to 
class on time is.to get up at 
6:00 a.m. to be ready to go by 
7:40 a.m. This is planned out 
so that she can get on the 


ability. This includes learn- 
ing disabilities and any tradi- 
tional disabilities. 

The problem with train- 
ing conferences is attendees 
may lack an interest in 
atending. Although they 
were helpful, many profes- 
sors felt that they didn’t deal 
with anyone that was dis- 
abled regularly or that 
required any extra help. 
Training conferences were 
long and seemingly trivial. 

Today, Christine 
Varnavas, the program man- 
ager of student support serv- 
ices, has recently found a 
solution to this problem. 

“I came up with the idea 
for the Ask Able website 


Students often pile on the elevators 
in Harvey Hall in order to avoid 
the stairs, Although this elevator is 
a convenient way to save energy, 
those who are unable to use the 
stairs are stuck waiting.

“Those who use the ele- 
vator should be empathetic 
towards those who need 
those facilities,” said 
Flottemesch. 

In some cases, discrimi- 
nation of people with dis- 
abilities has been seen on 
campus, but there are steps 
to inform people.

based off the Ask Eric site, an 
academic and educational 
resource,” said Varnavas. 
“The idea is to go to the site 
and ask a question and then 
get a response from a human 
expert within two days. I 
named it Ask Able because of 
Ask Eric and because people 
who are disabled like to focus 
on the abilities they have.” 
The site was originally 


- designed for UW-Stout only. 


It was to be a resource for 
faculty, staff and students to 
ask questions about how to 
be accommodating of people 
who are disabled and also be 
in accordance with the law. 
However, because this is the 
only site like this, it has 


turned into a national web- 
site that is widely used all 
over the country. 

“Initially, this website 
was set up for UW-Stout fac- 


culty; then I realized it was 


greater for the rest of the 
world,” said Varnavas. “It’s 
an outreach program. It’s 
still there for UW-Stout, but 
it’s now promoted from any- 
where in the United States.” 

When going to the web- 
site, users have the ability to 
type questions in a question 
box and are able to see all 
the past questions and 
replies. There are also links 
to other helpful sites. 

The Ask Able website is 
run by Varnavas and 10 other

service helps world-wide 


experts in the field. Eight of 
these experts are currently 
employed at UW-Stout as 
professors and faculty other 
than Ask Able experts. 

“Experts have to have a 
number of years of experi- 
ence, research based knowl- 
edge of disability, willing- 
ness to participate and the 
ability to communicate in 
writing,” Varnavas said. “It’s 
also 100 percent operated on 
federal dollars. If more feder- 
al dollars get cut, this service 
will be eliminated.” 

Experts need to be well 
rounded in vocational reha- 
bilitation area or something

close to it. 

“I think it’s helpful for 
people who want more 
information concerning dis- 
abilities,” said Amy Riddle- 
Swanson, one of the experts 
from UW-Stout. “[It] is a 
good resource that in its 
help will help the communi- 
ties where people live and 
work with persons with dis- 
abilities every day.” 

Future plans for the Ask 
Able website include adding 
a job seeking skills tutorial 
for disabled students within 
6-12 months. 

“There are no stats on 
how many people in higher 
education are disabled,” said 
Amy Schlieve, associate pro- 
fessor of education. “Students 
at any other level of education 
have to state they are dis- 
abled, but don’t have to at the 
university level.” 

Schlieve and Varnavas 
worry that students who are 
disabled are just as unaware 
of the resources available to 
them as students who are 
not disabled. 

“I think this site offers 
people a one-stop-shop to 


have specific problems 
addressed,” said Mike 
Lawler, an expert involved in 
the website from UW-Stout. 
“This ensures that time and 
money aren’t wasted in the 
process of serving the needs 
of people with disabilities.” 

However the statistics 
about disabled students in 
higher education are hard to 
find; there have been studies 
done on those who report 
their disabilities. 

“Most disabled students 
drop out after their first or 
second year,” said Schlieve. 
“And faculty don’t know 
what are the ADA regula- 
tions are and what they're 
supposed to do.” 

Currently, Ask Able is 
piloting disability awareness 
on other sites. 

“We're trying to find out 
if students know about the 
services and where to go for 
them,” said Schlieve. “What 
we're finding is that students 
under report their disabili- 
ties, and that students that 
do register themselves as 
disabled don’t know about 
the services either.”

This campus is at a civil 
war. This war has brought ter- 
ror and panic into the hearts of 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
students. There is a scramble 
for the victory flag and stu- 
dents will fight over it with a 
dying passion. 

The housing war has far 
surpassed the ferocity of years 
past. Students have begun the 
rampant search for housing 
only weeks after they have 
settled into their current living 
quarters. Roommates are 
rounded up and often decided 
long before the fall semester 
begins. Lists of landlords and 
realtors are compiled, and 
prospective house tours are 
arranged. 

The campus’ annual fall 
housing fair has not even 
taken place, but students can- 
not wait to begin the search. 
American Edge even sent out 
a memo to all tenants regard- 
ing the earlier interest in avail- 
able houses. 

It is true that the en bird 
gets the worm, but is there no 
limit as to how early? 

Landlords and realtors 
get demands from students to 
release available housing, and 
they in turn pressure current 
tenants to secure next year’s 
lease. While current tenants 
get top priority to keep their 
current residence, the deadline 
for signing a lease renewal has 
been inching closer every 
year. 

The only solution I can 
see to ending this madness is 
for housing authorities to put 
their foot down and put a later 
date on contract renewal dead- 
lines. It needs to be pushed 
off until after January. This 
still gives students six months 
to sign for a house. 

_ This is not to say that stu-

A crowd of people gath- 
ered with matchbooks in 
hand and one-by-one lit 330 
candles. Tuesday evening, 
volunteers from around the 
area came to the Wilson Park 
band shell to join together 
and bring awareness to 
domestic abuse. 

October is Domestic 
Violence Awareness month. 
Bridge To Hope (BTH), the 
local, 24-hour sexual assault 
service provider, held a can- 
dlelight rally to represent 
each of the 330 victims it 
helped from October 2002 to 
October 2003. The event was 
sponsored in part by 
Wisconsin PE.O. Sisterhood, 
as well as several other 
groups and individuals. 

“Our primary focus is to 
serve victims of domestic 
violence and sexual assault,” 
said Shirley Fredrickson, the 
legal advocate for BTH. 

Each volunteer wore a 
name tag which displayed a 
victim’s name, age and city. 
All names were changed to 
‘protect the safety of the vic- 
tims, but the ages and cities 
are real. 

According 


- Fredrickson, this was intend- 


ed to create a visual illustra- 
tion of what 330 people 
would look like. 

BTH has held many ral- 
lies in the past, but the can- 
dlelight rally is only in its 
second year. Last year’s 
attendance was well over 330 
and was higher than any of 
their other events. 

Pete Zallar, a senior in 
human development and 
family science, not only wore 


a name tag, but he also is a~ 


regular volunteer at BTH. 
For the last four weeks, he 
has been assisting BTH with 
its inmate program. He helps 
facilitate counseling sessions 
with inmates and focuses on 
informing them on sexual 
abuse and domestic violence. 

“We're here to give them 
info about domestic abuse 
and how to stop,” said 
Zallar, “so, they can see their 
behaviors and their patterns 
are harmful and hopefully 
try to change them.” 

Food and refreshments 
were provided as well as a 
program that featured speak- 
ers including Mayor Dennis 
Kropp, US senator represen- 
tatives, State representatives, 
a violence survivor and 
many others. 

Nancy Worchester, key 
trainer for the Domestic 
Violence Training project, 
spoke about bringing aware- 
ness to domestic violence. 
She urged people to take 
notice of your neighbors and 
people you see from day-to- 
day and to not turn your 


back if you notice any form 
of violence. 

She posed a question to 
the audience. 

“What did you do to 
help end violence?” 


She tries to do her part to | 


help other women and hopes 
she never wakes up a day 
where she doesn’t think of 
ways to end violence. 

“My dream is that we 
create a world where there is 
no violence,” said 
Worchester. “Until that 
moment what each of us can 
do is constantly help anyone 
hurt by violence in their 
homes; they didn’t deserve 
it, they’re not alone, and 
there are plenty . of 
resources.” 

Volunteers included not 
just women, but also men 
and children, a goal that BTH 
had hoped to accomplish. 

“This is not just a 
women’s issue,” said Sheila 
Harsdorf, state senator. “We 
need men who are willing to 
speak out and say this is not 
acceptable.” 


She also stated that one > 


out of four women face 
domestic violence. 

Nancy B. is a woman 
who was a victim of a stalker, 


~ but because of BTH and the 


new anti-stalker laws she 
was able to speak at the rally 
as a survivor. 

“It’s very important to 
reach out when someone is 
hurting you whether it is 
physical or emotional,” 
Nancy advises.

issues that students don’t 
have a lot of knowledge 
about those with disabilities, 
but have the willingness to 
learn,” said Flottemesch. 
Flottemesch gave a cou- 
ple of examples about peo- 
ple becoming anxious— or 
nervous when they don’t 
know the politically correct 
thing to say or do while 
interacting or talking with 
people with disabilities. Is it 
alright to shake someone’s 
hand with an artificial limb? 
Do I sit or stand next to 


someone in a wheel chair? 
Be sure to watch your 
language. Words shape atti- 
tudes and are capable of 
giving negative percep- 
tions. Many words to 
describe someone with a 
disability are outdated and 
inaccurate. Words such as 
cripple, retard, vegetable 
and disabled are capable of 
creating barriers that are 
often’ more handicapping 
than the actual disability. 
“The use of the term dis- 
abled hasn’t been used for

years,” said Flottemesch. 
“The word ‘disabled’. refers 
to something that is broken 
or needs fixing, where as 
someone’s disability is only 
a piece of who they are and it 
doesn’t need to be fixed.” 

Perhaps it’s not always 
the lack of knowledge an 
individual has but the source 
of their knowledge. 

“Many times people act 
the way they see on televi- 
sion,” said - Flottemesch. 
“The media still use the 


- word ‘wheelchair bound’ to 


describe someone that uses a 
wheelchair, but this is the 
wrong terminology. 
Sometimes’ the media feeds 
us stereotypes that are not 
accurate.” 

Dr. Robert Peters, a pro- 
fessor in the vocational reha- 
bilitation department said, 
“Not all acts of discrimina- 
tion are made deliberatel.” — 

He said that he sees 
people that might uninten- 
tionally do it [discrimina- 
tive], but they aren’t aware 


or familiar of their acts. 

“It’s unfortunate because 
that’s where ignorance rests, 
and they don’t want to be 
aware,” said Peters. 

Laubignat wants stu- 
dents to understand what 
their actions means to her. 

“When stuff like [dis- 


criminative acts] happens it . 


reinforces feelings of inferi- 
ority and perpetuates the 
idea that I am some how less 
because I have a disability,” 
said Laubignat. “I do not fit 
society's definition of normal 
and [students] have to con- 
stantly remind me of that - 
by calling me retard, gimp, 
whispering, talking, laugh- 
ing and pointing.” 

Several steps are being 
taken on the UW-Stout cam- 
pus in order to inform and 
educate the community of 
those with disabilities and 
the disabilities themselves. 

“I believe infusion of 
issues in a multitude of class- 
es is necessary for the aware- 
ness of this issue to be under- 


stood,” said Flottemesch. 

Education can begin 
anywhere and anytime, with 
campus events, in the class- 
room or as early as freshmen 
orientation. 

“More awareness activi- 
ties are needed on cam- 
pus,”said Peters. “They 
should make it mandatory 
during freshmen orientation 
to take an elevator ride and 
be asked to make room for 
those who need it.” 

Breaking Boundaries, a 
UW-Stout organization 
which advocates for disabili- 
ty issues on campus, is cur- — 
rently putting together a 
speaking panel for Disability 
Awareness Week for the 
spring semester. If anyone is 
interested in helping ‘with 
this event please contact 
Corbett Laubignat. 

“Often discrimination is 
rooted in myths or lack of 
understanding about the dis- 
ability,” said Flottemesch. 
“These are issues every cam- 
pus needs to address,”

In a world of prenuptial 
agreements, drive-thru 
divorces and gold digging 
sirens,“Intolerable Cruelty” 
showcases the current king 
and queen of Hollywood, 
George Clooney and 
Catherine Zeta-Jones. In the 
true comedic style of writer- 
director pair Joel and Ethan 
Coen, the movie never 
skips a beat. 

Clooney stars as Miles 
Massey, Los Angeles’ fabled 
divorce attorney and noted 
creator of the Massey Pre- 
Nup, the iron curtain of self- 
protection. Massey is hired 


by Rex Rexroth, an eccentric, 
rich man who just got caught 
cheating on his wife. Mrs. 
Marilyn Rexroth (Zeta-Jones) 
had been waiting for this 
moment and plans to take 
him to the cleaners. 

In hilarious trial scenes, 


_ Massey produces a witness 


to testify that he set Marilyn 
up with the perfect man 
whom she described as 
mainly very rich. As Rex 
realizes he’s been taken, he 
storms the stand and tries to 
choke the life out of the witness. 
Marilyn’s attorney objects, 
citing “strangling the witness.” 

“Tl allow it,” retorts the 
judge as she pauses and 
holds up one finger. Though 
the scene was somewhat 
ruined by its inclusion in the 
trailer for the movie; I still 
laughed.

Destruction of historic 
proportions cleared the way 
22 years ago for what was 
supposed to be a thriving 
economic addition to down- 
town Menomonie; what 
remains is a vacant building, 
an unregulated parking lot 
and a small town tale of 
David and Goliath. 

Devil's. Lake, N.D.-based 
Leevers supermarket pulled 
out of town this past June; no 
explanation, no goodbyes and 
they’re still not talking. Wayne 
Wahl, Leevers store manager, 
said the parking lot would be 
barricaded before winter. 

Wahl declined to comment 
on any plans for the store. 

Don Williams still owns 
the property that is currently 
assessed at $1,469,900. 
Williams sold the grocery 
business to Leevers in Sept. 
1998 after his son-in-law, 
who was the_store manager, 
died of cancer. Williams isn’t 
worried about the lot; 
Leevers signed a lease bind- 
ing them until 2010. 

Linda McIntyre, Executive 
Director of the Chamber of 
Commerce, is worried. 

“This is a critical piece of 
downtown property, and 
we'd like to see something 


happen there sooner than | 


later,” McIntyre said. 

According to the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout Archives, the one-and- 
a-half block area was 
embroiled in a contest of 
laws, wills and wits when 
local developer Don 
Williams, the City of 
Menomonie and the Sigma 
Tau Gamma (STG) fraternity 
wrangled for control of the 
area in the 1970s. 


The outcome of the quar- | 


rel resulted in the destruction 
of two well maintained and 
historically significant wood- 
framed structures: the resi- 
dence of UW-Stout’s founder, 
James H. Stout, and the resi- 
dence of the grandson of 
Menomonie’s founder, 
Thomas B. Wilson. The Wilson 
carriage house survived. 

The contested area may 
never have been available for 
redevelopment in 1972 had 
the then newly_appointed 

UW-Stout Chancellor, Robert 
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se RD decided not to live 
in the president’s residence, 
a 79-year tradition. Instead, 
he lived in his own home. 

UW-Stout. sold the 
president’s house for 
$48,000 to a private devel- 
oper in 1974. The new 
owner, W. Warren Barberg, 
rented it to Dunn County 
for use as a halfway house. 

Barberg sold the home to 
Williams in mid-July 1978. 
By then, Williams had sub- 
mitted a proposal to the city 
to level the one and a half 
block area between Fourth 
and Fifth Avenue for his new 
26,000 square foot store. 

STG owned three lots in 
the block including the 
Wilson home, and they were 
determined to stay. Williams 
said he would not develop 
the land if the fraternity 
house stayed; he said would 
look for another location. 

The 1975 tax increment 
law was at the core of the dis- 
pute. The law enabled urban 
development and hinged on 
one word; blight, an ugly or 
neglected landscape. 

According to STG, the 
city encouraged blight in the 
surrounding five properties 
to swing the blight balance in 
favor of Williams and the city. 

STG attempted to gain 
further leverage by buying 


two of the five properties, 


but claimed they were out 
maneuvered by the city. 

STG took the city to court 
on July 31, 1978, to contest the 
tax increment law and the 
city’s replacement and reloca- 
tion value placed on their 
home, vowing to never take 
any money from the city or 
county. The Dunn County 
Circuit court upheld the city’s 
claim to condemn the area. 

STG appealed to the 
Supreme Court.of Wisconsin. 
The case was accepted and 
heard in Dec. 1979; the court 
handed down a ruling in 
favor of STG in Jan. 1980, 
claiming that Menomonie 
used the valid tax increment 


- law incorrectly. 


What followed is not well 
documented, but Williams 


‘triumphed over the fraternity 


after a three-year dispute. 
STG did take $230,000 of the 
city’s money and moved their 
carriage house to another lot 
in Sept. 1981.

_ability of all students to have 
access to a higher education 
is always an important topic. 
_ “The simple problem is 
this,” J. Enger said. “We have 
a bad public policy of the 
federal government regulat- 
ing what should be the 
responsibility. of the univer- 
sities’ governing boards. 

“In Wisconsin, the Board 
of Regents typically has taken 
the position that tuition 
increases should be modest 
and affordable. We are still 
one of the lowest in the coun- 
try. Faced with budget cuts, 
the board had no choice but 
to raise tuition. Responsibility 
should rest with the Board of 
Regents and not the ee 
government.” 


More tax on alcohol? Yeah, right.

A new federal bill pro- 
posal is calling for a substan- 
tial increase in federal tax on 
both beer and wine. 

The Alcohol Equalization 
Act proposes that the federal 
tax be increased from $18 to 
$37.67 for a barrel of beer, 
and increased from $1.57 to 
$4.86 for a gallon of wine that 
contains between 14-21 per- 
cent alcohol. 

‘A sub-committee within 
the United States House of 
Representatives is currently 
reviewing this proposal by 
Eleanor Norton, D-District 
of Columbia, 

“More than half of all 
alcohol sold today is beer, 
much of it to teens and col- 
lege students; 15 percent of 
alcohol sales is wine,” 
Norton said in a press release 
dated May 23, 2003. 

“America, _ especially 
young America, is getting 
drunk on beer and wine, in 
no small part because badly 
outdated taxing policy make 
beer and wine cheap.” 

Imposing taxes on alco- 


hol is known as a sin tax. 
Higher taxes on tobacco are 
another form of sin taxes. 
“The purpose of raising 
the alcohol tax is to reduce a 
socially undesirable aspect,” 
said Alec Kirby, a political sci- 
ence professor at the

“There is little evidence 
that increasing the cost [of 
alcohol] will decrease the [con- 
sumption] for youngsters,” 
said Kirby. “But, and this is a 
big but, there is evidence that 
increasing the cost does deter 
people from [taking up drink- 
ing in the first place].” 

Aside from attempting 
to curb the socially undesir- 


able aspect of drinking, 


there is another reason that 
those in favor of raising the 
alcohol tax support it. This 
has to do with generating 
additional revenue. 


“It's a way for the gov- 
ernment to- make money, 
because they’re running out 
of ways to make money,” 
said Justin DuEll, a freshman 
majoring in packaging. 

Unlike sales _ taxes, 
excise taxes are a flat tax 
amount based on the quanti- 
ty purchased rather than a 
certain. percentage of the 
purchase price. 

Generally speaking, 
excise taxes are not paid 
directly by the consumers 
but are passed on to the con- 
sumers in the form of mark- 
ups by the seller. Sales taxes 
are paid by the consumer 
directly when they make a 
purchase. 

“Tf a college student and 
professor were to go out to 
the bar they both would pay 
the same amount for a beer; 
however, the alcohol tax 
would hurt the student more 
than the professor because it 
would consist of a larger por- 
tion of the money for the stu- 
dent,” said Kirby. 

“There’s no snowball 
chance in hell that this bill 
will pass,” said Kirby. “Beer 


is the working man’s drink.”

While this is great for 
music lovers, many others 
are hurt by downloads. 
Songwriters, artists, 
musicians and_ record 
labels areunable to maintain 
livelihoods and are begin- 
ning to look for new 
careers. Without these 
professions, the quality of 
music will decrease. 

The Recording Industry 
Association of America 
(RIAA) is the leader in the 
attempt to control and pun- 
ish piracy. It identifies and 


shuts down music pirates in 


order to save the record 
industry. It has closed down 
hundreds of manufacturing 
and distributing operations 
or companies overseas and 
in the United States in order 
to protect copyrighted material. 

Bands such as The Black 
Crowes, Creed and Metallica, 
greatly support the RIAA. 
These musicians believe that 
the Internet is stealing their 
livelihoods and their income. 

There are artists, how- 
ever, that support the down- 
loading of music. 

Alanis Morrisette believes 
that downloading connects 
artists to their audiences and

If a person downloads 
lyrics or music and sells 
them for their own personal 
profit, he/she will receive 


five years in prison and up to_ 


$250,000 in fines; repeat 
offenders can receive up to 
ten years in prison and the 
same amount in fines. 

Online downloading for 
personal use only can result 
in three years in prison and 
$250,000 in fines plus attor- 
ney fees and trial costs. 

These are all conse- 
quences that the average 
college student cannot 
afford. However, the RIAA 
considers itself generous as it 
often send a warning e- 
mail to violators. This warn- 
ing e-mail is part of the 
Digital Millennium Copyright 
Acts (DMCA). 

Under this act, a subpoe- 
na is sent to the Internet 
Service Provider in order to

of the offender. This is when 
the offender receives the e 
mail to get rid of all illegal music 
files on their computer. 

The RIAA is not the only 
organization to attempt to 
solve this problem. 

Around the beginning of 
this month, record compa- 
nies announced that they 
were lowering their CD 
prices. Universal Records 
was the first to drop prices 
and since then several others 
have followed suit. Record 
labels began this trend to 
encourage consumers to buy 
entire albums rather than 
download the music online. 

To avoid three ‘to five 
years in prison and $250,000 
worth of fines, the RIAA has 
agreed to be lenient with 
those that contact it and tell it 
that they have been involved 
in these violations. 

If you sign an agreement 
to delete all illegal material 
on your computer and to 
never illegally download 
again, the RIAA will let 
you go without any con- 
sequences. You can do this 
by, going to http://wwwamusic 
united.org.

In the new “Texas 
Chainsaw -Massacre,” vio- 
lence is pointless and gratu- 
itous; it only makes the audi- 


ence wince, leave the theatre 
or in some cases, vomit. — 
-A group of 17-year-old 
kids could be heard exclaim- 
ing how “cool” the bloodbath 
scenes were, which brings up 
another point. Who in the 
world wants the youth of 
America so desensitized to 
brutality that they can over- 
look the obvious flaws of a 
film and enjoy the sheer 
body count?

The College of Arts aad 
Sciences currently provides 
95 percent of the general edu- 
cation courses offered on 


campus. Most of the courses 
that will soon be available 


online will be general educa- _ 


tion courses. 

One class from each sec- 
tion of general education 
courses is hoped to be online 
within 18 months. Nearly half 
are already offered for stu- 
dents who prefer or need the 
flexability of an online course. 

“Traditional - students 

aren't the same,” said John 
Murphy, the Dean of the 
Arts and Sciences. “They are 
working, some can’t even be 
on campus when courses 
are offered because of co- 
_ ops or internships.” 


All of this is in the pre- 


liminary stages of develop- 
ment and nothing has been 
finalized yet. 

“If everything goes good, 
we'll move forward, but if it 
goes bad, we’ll drop it there,” 
Murphy said. 

Although online courses 
can be better for students 
who can’t be on campus, the 
courses will not be easier or 


require less work than tradi- 
tional classroom courses. 

“The online students 
have an advantage to learn- 
ing because they are com- 
pletely reliant on them- 
selves,” said Clark Leeson, a 
professor from the English 
department. “The worst thing 
an online student can do is 
fall behind.” 


Professors don’t get the 


same advantages as students 
get from offering more cours- 
es online. It actually more 
time to teach an online class 
than to teach a traditional 
course in the classroom. 

"I believe the stress level 
is increased for the student," 
said Michael Martin, a first- 
year professor in the English 
department. "The class is ini- 
tially exponentially more 
work than traditional classes 
for me, too." 

Professors must include 
all lectures,. assignments, 
quizzes, exams and course 
content in typed form. 

When the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout began 
offering online classes in 
the late 1990s, the drop rate 
was tremendous. 

“When I first started 
teaching online classes, the 


drop rate was 20 percent," 
Leeson said. "Back then stu- 
dents didn’t know what an 
online class was going to be 
like and how hard it would 
actually be.” 

Today the online class 
drop rate is similar to cours- 
es offered in the classroom. 

Classes offered online 
may hinder the student-pro- 
fessor relationship, but 


Murphy feels that advantages, 


out-weigh the disadvantages. 


"T have to work very hard © | 


to make my personality show 
through in an online class," 
said Leeson. "I have to work 
to let my students know that I 
am there for them. I think 
comments written on a paper 
may seem harsher than if it 
was face-to-face." 

According to 86 percent of 
all universities, online educa- 
tion is a critical future strategy. 

Most faculty and _ staff 
agree with Murphy about 
online experiences being a 
good thing for those involved. 

"I think that the posi- 
tive part of an online is that 
it requires a greater sense 
of accountability for both 
student and _ instructor," 
said Martin.

Technology is the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout’s claim to fame.

At a cost of $260,000, the 
largest lecture hall on cam- 
pus, Applied Arts (APPA) 
room 210, is currently being 


remodeled. The purpose of 
the project is to modernize 
the technology and make the 
room’s atmosphere more 


comfortable and visually _ 


appealing. ae 
“The whole room hasn’t 

changed in about 20 years,” 

said James Guenther, tech- 


nology support coordinator. 


“The object is to update a 
dreadfully outdated room.” 
For years, the idea of ren- 


ovating the room had been 
up in the air, but the project 
proposal sent to _ the 
Department of State 
Facilities last spring finally 
succeeded. The project was 
approved this past August. 
Construction began the 
week of October 14 and is 
scheduled to run until mid- 
January, just in time for sec- 
ond semester classes. For 
now, however, classes nor- 


mally held in APPA 210 are 
being conducted in the 
Harvey Hall Theater. 

“Some instructors are 
bummed about moving,” 
said Guenther. “But they are 
pleased at how quickly we 
got everything together.” 

_ Being the largest assem- 
bly space on UW-Stout’s 
campus, APPA 210 requires a 
large sum of money to 
remodel. The money is being 


piovided by the state of 
Wisconsin. It is being used 
towards new _ technology, 
seating and surface finishes. 
A ramp will replace one of 
the stairwells. 

“They are treating it like 
it is the premier room on 
campus,” said Steven Blanas, 
senior electronics, technician. 
“They want it to represent 
the university's image.”

Professor gave all to university until the end

A makeshift memorial arose 
this week for professor Shirley 
Stewart on the second floor 
entrance tothe Vocational 
Rehabilitation building. 

Shirley, the chair of the reha- 
bilitation and counseling depart- 
ment, died Saturday, Oct. 25 after a 
four-year battle with cancer. She 
was 55 years old and had dedicat- 
ed almost half her life to the uni- 
versity. 

Anonymous mourners posted 
their personal thoughts on the dis- 
play case that holds pictures and 
short biographies of faculty and 
staff in the rehabilitation and 


counseling department. 

“T will think of you when I see 
the purple haze in the twilight.” 

“Peace be with you, beautiful 
entity. May your struggles in life 
be an inspiration to us all and your 
love of life carry us through he 
hard times.” 

Shirley received her bache- 
lor’s degree from the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout in 1970 and 
earned two master’s degrees from 
UW-Stout shortly thereafter. In 
1998 she earned her Ph.D. in high- 
er education administration from 
the University of Minnesota. 

~ More important was her com- 
mitment to the university through 
the number of federal and state 
grants she wrote. These grants 


brought new programs and serv- 
ices that served people with dis- 
abilities and the students. and 
staff at UW-Stout. 

In the Rev. Ron Burke’s mem- 
ory, only one grant Shirley wrote 
was rejected by the federal gov- 
ernment; she went to 
Washington, D.C. and within 48 
hours, the grant committee 
changed their minds. 

“Shirley was a prolific grant 
writer,” said John Wesolek, dean 
of the College of Human 
Development (CHD), in an e-mail 
to all CHD staff. 

According to Wesolek, Shirley 
wrote over 50 grants and contracts to

The technology of the 
room is going to change 
drastically. 

A screen measuring 11 
feet by 27 feet will hang in

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United Way campaign underway

The United Way of Dunn 
County’s yearly campaign is 
underway, and fundraising 
efforts are in full swing on 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout campus. 

The United Way is look- 
ing to raise $45,000 through- 
out the county. Volunteers 
are hoping that $25,000 of 
that goal will come from 
donors at the UW-Stout 
campus, including $2,000 
from students. 

“We have achieved 35 
percent of our goal, which is 
‘about $8,725,” said 
Pinckney Hall, the dean of 
students and co-chair for 
UW-Stout’s United Way 
committee. “There has been 
a lot of supportive spirit 
among the students.” 

This year’s contributions 
have increased over 390 per- 
cent from last year. 

- “The campaign last year 
wasn’t very good and the 
student contribution was 
only $200,” Hall said. “It was 
hard to get the campaign off 
the ground.” 

This year’s success is 
due to the United Way’s 
efforts to involve the campus 

‘in donating more. The 
United Way learned from 
last year’s mistakes and 
focused more on the students 
and their activities. 

“We had a donation 
through the halls, it was a 
competition and every per- 
son in each hall could 
donate,” said Julie Derks, a 
student volunteer for the 
United Way. 

“T think [the increase in 
student support] is attributa- 


ble to the leadership of stu- 


dents and participation of all 
students from Homecoming 
and penny wars and other 
activities,” Hall said. 


- The _ Inter-Residence 
Hall Association is also 
coming - forward with 


another competition to 
involve more students and 
get them to donate. 


“A residence hall is com-— 


ing up with $500 right off the 
top,” said Hall. Last. year, 
such an act was unheard of. 

There was a penny war 
at the home football game on 
Saturday, Oct. 25 where stu- 
dents were pitted against fac- 
ulty and staff. 

Students and faculty 
placed pennies in their 
respective jars and placed 
larger sums of money, such 


as nickels, quarters and 
dollars, into their oppo- 
nent’s jar to counteract 
their opponents’ penny 
amount. Pennies counted 
towards a team’s total rev- 
enue and all other coins 
counted against them. 

Donations from _ the 
penny war totaled $71 and 
students placed enough 
large-summed coins and bills 
in the faculty’s jar to come 
out ahead. 

“The United Way does 
what no other organization 
in our area does—it brings us 
together as one community 
to have an impact on the 
issues We care about legally,” 
Chancellor Charles Sorensen 
said in an all-faculty e-mail. 

The United Way of Dunn 
County supports 28 local 
organizations including the 
local food pantry that is 
aimed at people with low 
income. The food pantry 
remains an active organiza- 
tion partly because of the 
support from the donations 
that United Way gives. 

“The United Way gives 
an opportunity for students 
to serve and an opportunity 
for students to be served,” 
Hall said. “It’s a good place 
for students to gain 
practicum in volunteering.” 

Arbor Place, an alcohol 
treatment center in 
Menomonie, and Big 
Brothers, Big Sisters are other 
area organizations supported 
by the United Way. 

“The main incentive [to 
donate] is the fact that you 
know you're doing good for 
so many different causes,” 
Derks said. “United Way 
helps a million different 
things, and you can help all 
of those by giving money.” 

There are a few ways to 
support your favorite 
organization through the 
United Way. — 

_ “You can bring money in 
to any person who works in 
the United Way and the 
money will be given to the 
organization of your choice,” 
Derks said. 

There is also a link 
through e-Scholar to UW- 
Stout’s United Way Web site. 

“Students should 
donate because] it helps to 
raise the quality of life for 


many people in Dunn 
County,” Hall . said. 
“Students should under- 


stand that the quality of life 
in Dunn County is higher 
than it would be without 
these agencies.”

Last week, over 4,000 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout students received e- 
mails stating that they would 
not be able to register for 
spring classes. 

The Wisconsin Legal 
Council raised the interest 
rate placed on tuition place- 
ment programs by one half 
of a percent. 

To remain in accordance 
with the law, administra- 
tion needed — student 
acknowledgement of the 
percentage increase. 

Student Business 
Services (SBS) sent out mul- 
tiple notices to each stu- 
dent, however the students 
did not pay heed to the 
instructions. Many feel that 
this is was due to the docu- 
ment’s design. 

“The design] made it dif- 
ficult for students to under- 
stand what was going on,” 
said Greta Hittner, a senior 
majoring in graphic commu- 
nications management. 

Hittner, currently on

internship, resides out of 
state. She did not have the 
option of stopping by the 
Administration Building to 
drop off the form. 
Instructions on the form stat- 
ed that faxed copies would 
not be accepted. 

“It seemed weird that 
they wouldn’t accept a faxed 
copy because a faxed copy 
holds up in a court of law,” 
said Hittner. 

Co-op and Placement 
Services was later able to 
work out a compromise with 
Business Services to accom- 
modate the needs of students 
away on internship. 

However, not all stu- 
dents scrambled to turn their 
paperwork in.

For 
upper classmen, the memory 
of this form may be far 
removed. 


NOTICE FROM THE

Need plans for 
Halloween weekend or just 
want to get off campus? Take 
a drive to the Orbital at 
Believers = Church in 
Marshfield, Wis. for a 
thrilling, life altering, unfor- 
gettable performance. 

In its sixth year, the 
haunted house-style maze 
called Nightmare can be 
found in a 21,000-square foot 
warehouse next to Believer’s 
Church in Marshfield, Wis. 

“The Nightmare is an 
interactive drama,” said Josh 
Reed, a senior in technology 
education. “It is a kind of 
play that takes you into it 
and lets you experience the 
pain and hurt that is caused 
by making bad choices. The 
Nightmare shows very 
clearly, the four different 
leading causes of death that 
face today’s teenagers.” — 

The top four causes of 
death among today’s 
teenagers are drunken driving, 
drugs, gangs and suicide. 

In 1998, Nightmare 
opened its doors to show 
young people what poor 
decisions can lead to. At the 
cost of more than $100,000, 
the intricate stage in which 
Nightmare is performed is 
designed to show today’s 
youth the consequences of 
regrettable decisions. 

“The Nightmare offers a 


glimpse into the possible 
future with the hope to 
spare its viewers from the 
pain that is shown in the 
drama,” said Reed. 

Through the vivid 
smells, the fear-provoking 
sights and scorching sounds, 
everything is intended to 
add to the overall effect. 
With this horrifying impact, 
no one under 13 is admitted 
into. the 15-minute event. 

“One thing I would sug- 
gest if you go to ‘the 
Nightmare is to wear old 
clothes because you come 
out smelling like house party, 
but most of us have smelled 
like that and called it fun the 
next day,” said Reed. 

The Nightmare is also 
compared to what some may 
think hell is like. 

“You go through a place 
that is supposed to represent. 
hell, where people are 
trapped in cages crying, suf- 
fering and being beaten,” 
said Kelli Mattson, a 
freshman in human devel- 
opment and family studies. 

Reed explained that his 
friends were able to 
think about the conse- 
quences of their actions 
after experiencing Nightmare. 

“No one starts drinking 
wanting to be the town 
drunk,” said Reed. “No one 
starts doing drugs wanting 
to be the drugged out 
homeless guy living in a 
van down by the river, but 
that is what can happen 
and we need to be aware 
of the consequences of the 
choices we make.” 

The great impact of 


Nightmare is evident in the 
growing numbers of people 
affected by the performance. 

“Nightmare benefited 
me by allowing me to experi- 
ence many real life situations 
that I’ve never been through, 
and that gave me a sense of 
how people live,” said Britta 
Anderson, a senior in interior 
design. “I felt their pain, mis- 
ery and loneliness, which I 
have never been able to 
relate to before.” 

Nightmare doesn’t only 
scare its audiences, but 
teaches each individual a 
strong lesson. 

“I learned that I don’t 
have to experience the harsh 
reality of life alone,” said 
Anderson. “I also got to 
experience what it might 
be, like to live in hell for 
an eternity and saw just 
how real hell is and that it 
really exists, but Jesus Christ 
wants to take away my hurt 
and pain and give me 
everlasting life in Heaven.” 

Although Nightmare 
may not depict a normal 
haunted house, some say-it’s 
more memorable and even 
scarier than the norm. 

“These real life scenarios 
are scarier than ghosts and 
goblins because it hits the 
heart,” said Anderson. 

_ What makes Nightmare 
different from other haunted 
houses is that it doesn’t have 
fictional substitutes like 
vampires and monsters 
frightening the audience, it 
uses reality. 

“At Nightmare, the scary 
realities of life are staring 
you in the face, which makes 


it much scarier and intrigu- 
ing,” said Mattson. 

Nightmare, unique and 
powerful, has many new vis- 
itors each year, as well as 
returnees. Nightmare is 
expected to. draw about 
13,000 people a year. What 
makes so many visitors 
return year after year? 

“T think people come 
back time and time again 
because it is an incredible 
production, but also because 
it is a real reminder of the 
truths about life” said Mattson. 

The experience can also 
prove to be life altering and 
highly motivating. 

“{It’s] completely eye 
opening to the world we live 
in, but with an end that gives 
me reason and excitement to 
live for,” said Anderson. 

For those who want to 
get a jump on the crowds, 
many recommend arriving 
early. Nightmare opens at 7 
p.m. on Oct. 30, 31 and Nov. 1. 

“When you leave a 
haunted house you have an 
adrenalin rush that soon” 
wears off, but when you 
leave the Nightmare, you 
have an experience that will 
make you think for years to 
come,” said Reed.

Most students have 
finally settled into their liv- 
ing quarters; everything has 
found a place and the hall- 
ways no longer feel like an 
endless maze. 

When one thing ends, 
another begins, so the scram- 
ble for. housing arrange- 
ments has already begun to 
‘emerge in the minds of stu- 
dents planning to live off 
campus next year.’ 

Starting in early 
November, landlords begin 
posting their lists of available

“Act as a group,” said 
Wiese. 

Finding housing in 
Menomonie can be extreme- 
ly competitive, but in com- 
parison to larger campuses, 
the market for houses 
around this campus is much 
more reasonable. Housing 
prices are lower and rentals

Yet they 
get paid less for years of serv- 
ice than a newly employed 
dining services employee. 

Who are they? 

They are Event Services. 

“Four years ago the 
wages were a lot better than 
they are now,” said Steve 
Day, a senior in multimedia 
design. “They say I can make 
up to $11.00 an hour, but it 
will never happen.” 

Day is currently making 
$5.80 an hour after working 
with Event Services for three 
years. Dining services starts 
employees at $6.00 an hour. 

“Dining services puts a 
plate in front of you,” said 
Brad Stafford, a junior major- 
ing in fine arts and industrial 
design, “we operate millions 
of dollars of equipment” for 
famous performers and shows 
that cost thousands of dollars. 

Stafford is a supervising 
manager for Event Services 
and is earning $6.60 an hour,

“I could have applied for 
Brad’s job, but the increased

Day said, shrugging off the 
notion of ever being a man- 
ager for Event Services.

“The UW-Stout | staff 
doesn’t know what we need; 
we have to tell them what [is 
needed], and they just get it 
[for us],” Stafford said. 

The UW-Stout Event 
Services staff doesn’t have 
any type of formal training 
system for their new employ- 
ees. The student staff mem- 
bers are expected to train all 
new staff. Considering the 
budget cuts, along with the 
multi-million dollar equip- 
ment, one would think the 
university would be a little 


more careful with how they 
train new employees. 

“If they have prior expe- 
rience, some people train for 
two weeks; others train for 
two months,” Stafford said. 

They aren't paid enough. 
They have high responsibili- 
ties, and their supervisors 
aren't always able to help 
them. Yet, both Stafford and 
Day have been working for 
Event Services for two or 
more years. So what makes 
them stay?

Event Services is not so 
much a student job, as much 
as a separate organization 
in itself. 

“It’s important to take 
note we are running a busi- 
ness, trying to make money. 
We give [people] a service,” 
Day said. 

Although big acts, such 
as Recycled Percussion, 
sometimes bring their own 
sound crew, or hire Blue 
Devil Productions to be their 
sound crew, the Event 
Services staff doesn’t mind. 

Other universities, like 
University of Wisconsin-Eau 
Claire, have professional 
staff that does the jobs of cur- 
rent UW-Stout students. 
They are paid a salary every 
year for doing what students 
like Day and Stafford are 
paid $2,000 annually to do. 

Highlights of the job 
include meeting many 
famous-and not so famous- 
acts that come through UW- 
Stout and getting to sit in on 
many interesting speeches 
and performances. 

“Recycled. Percussion 
said that we're one of their 
favorite spots on the tour” 
Stafford bragged, comment- 
ing that their staff was high- 
ly complimented by the 
garbage band. 

Currently hiring, Stafford 
said he looks for students 
who have previous experi- 
ence, but experience is. not 
necessary. He’s looking for 
fun-loving, hard workers who 
can handle the minimal pay. 

“Maybe if people know 
about [how we are paid], 
things will change.” Stafford 
said hopefully. 

It’s possible that some- 
day wages will be more 
appropriate for the jdbs per- 
formed by Event Service per- 
sonnel, but looking | at the 
current budget situation, it’s 
not likely to happen before 
Day or Stafford’s graduation.

Midterms of the 
first semester are just getting 


over. With stressful times 
behind us and more to come, 
relaxing can be the first thing 
on everyone’s mind but the 
last to be accomplished. 

Heather McIntosh, a 
sophomore in hotels, restau- 
rant and tourism manage- 
ment said that she would like 
to learn different ways to 
relax but finds it hard to set 
aside time to do that. 

“Tt would be nice to know 
of a quick [technique] to do 
and make all of the worries of 
your day disappear for a 
while,” McIntosh said. 

The Internet is a medium 
to explore an array of relax- 
ation techniques, but the 
process may be daunting for 
those who are looking to sit 
back and unwind. 

“Laziness would definite- 
ly overrule when there is free 
time [as opposed 'to] putting 
the effort into looking some- 
. thing up,” said McIntosh. 


Relaxation can be as sim- 
ple as learning how to con- 
trol your breathing. 

Rita Slinden, the instruc- 
tor of the relaxation class at 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout, said that “[Proper] 
breathing is the introduction 
to everything.” 

Slinden refers to a tech- 
nique of relaxation called 
diaphoretic breathing. 

To understand this tech- 
nique, Pam Grout, the author 
of the book Jumpstart your 
Metabolism: How +o loose 


weight by changing the way

you breathe offers some easy 
to follow instructions. 

“[Place] a book on: you 
stomach right below your rib 
cage. Take a deep, slow inhale 
through your nose, letting 
your belly expand like a bal- 
loon,” said Grout in her book. 

Make sure the book rises 
as you inhale. 

“Now, let your abdomen 
fall as-you exhale slowly 
through your nose,” she 
continues. “Press out the air, 
bringing the book back 
down.” 

After getting the 
diaphoretic breathing down, 
Slinden teaches a variety of 
other relaxation techniques 
in her class. 

Sliden describes pro- 
gressive muscle relaxation 
as a sequence of conscious 
muscle. contraction. This 
process prevents muscle ten- 
sion in areas like the neck 
and joints. 

Autogenic training is 
another form of relaxation, 
and Slinden describes it as a 
type of self hypnosis. It is a 
technique where a person 
envisions themselves into a 
state of heaviness and 
warmth using concentration 
and focus. . 


Meditation is another 


technique Slinden teaches. 


This requires finding a posi- 
tion that feels comfortable and 
one that the student can focus 
on, rather than the half lotus 


Exercising can be a great way to relieve stress by relaxing muscles.

position or chanting a mantra. 
Being comfortable is imporant 
so it is not a distraction. 

“[Mental imagery] is 
legitimate daydreaming, you 
go to your own little happy 
place, utilize all of your sens- 
es, vividly see your images, 
feel the sensation of tempera- 
ture, here the sounds and smell 
the smells,” said Shinden. 

There have been many 
studies relating to relaxation 
techniques and their healing 
powers on patients. 

“Imagery has also been 
used in addition to conven- 
tional therapy in the treat- 
ment of cancer and other 
conditions,”said Melissa C. 
Stoppler, a physician and 
researcher with a medical 
degree from the University 
of North Carolina. 

Massages and exercise 
are other ways she suggests to 
relax. She said exercise lowers 
the heart rate, blood pressure 
and releases muscle tension. 


“When we stress our- 
selves, [and] later on we feel 


really good, that is the 
delayed [relaxation] 
response,” said Shinden. 


The techniques Slinden 
teaches are only a few of the 
many structured relaxation 
programs out there. She said 
there is a lot of good infor- 
mation in books and on the 
Internet, and most are easily 
self-taught. 5 

“The relaxation class 
does appeal to me, I just 
haven’t been able to fit it into 
my schedule, but I. would 
like to try and make it fit,” 
said McIntosh. 

Slinden’s class is offered 
quarterly for one PE credit, 
otherwise to find out more 
reaxation methods, or fur- 
ther information on any of 
the techniques listed, go to 
the following sites:

As many Vikings fans 


remember, two seasons 
ago in the NFC 
Championship game, - the 
Giants whopped the 
Vikings 41-0. That bitter 
taste was still in the 
back of the team’s mouth on 
Sunday, and they wanted 
revenge. 

Again the New York 
Giants. (2-4) seemed to 
have the Minnesota Vikings 
(6-0) number this past 
weekend. The Vikings 
couldn’t defeat the master 
mind of Kerry Collins and 
the Giants. With the Giants 
13 unanswered points in 
the fourth quarter, the 
Vikings weren't able to 
gather all of the elements 
necessary to get the win 
and remain undefeated 
this season. 

The Giants won the 
game 29-17, bringing their 
record to (3-4): the Vikings 
dropped to (6-1), leaving 
the Kansas City Chiefs (8-0) 
as the only remaining unde- 
feated team in the NFL. 

Giants Quarterback 
Kerry Collins passed for 375 
yards and two touchdowns. 
Tiki Barber had a touch- 
down and 122 total yards. 

The Giants ended a 


three-game losing streak - 


and have yet to lose four in 
a row in all of head coach 
Jim Fassel’s seven seasons. 

The Giants were (3-4) last 
year before winning seven 
of their final nine to earn a 
spot in the playoffs. 

Vikings Randy -Moss 
had 125 yards receiving, but 
Dante Culpepper also threw 
his first two interceptions of 
the year. 

Ike Hilliard led the 
Giants in receiving with 
nine catches for 100 yards. 
Last Sunday was the fourth

Randy Moss totaled more 
than 100 yards. 

Minnesota had the lead

tenure track to get a clearer map

There are no revisions 
being made to the rule, but 
there are proposals being 
made to help in the under- 
standing of the rule. 

“We're not trying to 
change policy here; we're 
trying to make it clearer,” 
said Anne Ramage, chair of 
the faculty senate’s commit- 
tee for personnel policies. 
“We are developing a time- 
line because there has never 
been one.” 

The purpose of the pro- 
posed timeline is to inform 
the faculty members up for 
review about deadlines for 


tenure applications and 
tenure decisions. 

Acorrding to Ramage, the 
proposal will affect all faculty, 
not specific departments. 

The main concern with the 
current tenure rule is that fac- 


_ ulty may be unaware of certain 


deadlines for achieving tenure. 
This may cause some to be 
unprepared for their review. 
“My tenure has been 
approved by the University 
of Wisconsin Board of 
Regents,” said _— Bruce 
Maylath, an English profes- 
sor. “I was never confused 
about the review date, but if 
some new faculty members 
are, a clear-cut timeline 


couldn’t hurt.” 

Some students believe 
that the tenure rule elicits 
laziness among tenured 
professors because they 
know their jobs are secure. 
Other students disagree 
with that statement. 

“This is in many ways like 
an urban legend,” said Hay. 
“Everyone talks about ‘that 
tenured person who doesn’t 
care,’ but I question how many 
actually know the person.” 

“I don’t think I’ve ever 
had a ‘lazy’ professor,” said 
Abigail Varpness, a senior in 
marketing education. “I’ve 
had professors that I don’t nec- 
essarily like, but that doesn’t

mean they don’t do their job.” 

Nevertheless, a faculty 
member granted tenure sta- 
tus cannot be fired for being 
inattentive. 

According to the Faculty 
Staff Limited 
Appointees Handbook, 
“Any faculty member having 
tenure may be dismissed 
only by the board and only 
for just cause and only after 
due notice and hearing.” 

This rule not only 
applies to a tenured faculty 
member, but also to academ- 
ic staff. To be dismissed, 
there must be proof that a 
faculty member. has done 
something unacceptable. 


New bill may allow college 
students to carry concealed 
weapons on campus and 
other public places

A bill that would allow law-abiding 
Wisconsin citizens with a clear record to carry 
concealed firearms in many public places, 


including university campuses, passed the 


Republican-led state Senate on 
Friday, Oct. 24. 

The Senate passed . 
the Personal Protection ; 
Act in a 24-8 vote. Such, 
a majority has never 
occurred in the history of 
the Wisconsin legislature. 

Although the state leg- 
islature voted almost 
unanimously, Wisconsin 
Governor, Jim Doyle, along with many 
citizens, do not want the bill to become a law. 

“Doyle has publicly promised to veto 
the bill,” said Lisa Walter, chief of police for 
the University of Wisconsin-Stout. 

Senator Dave Zien, R-Eau Claire, who 
introduced the bill, foresees an override of 
the veto. 

Overriding the governor’s veto has not 
occurred in Wisconsin for two decades. 

The Personal Protection Act would 
allow concealed weapons in Wisconsin but 
includes exemptions for K-12 school build- 
ings along with many other state-owned 
buildings where there are major concerns 
for safety. 

The University of Wisconsin System is 
seeking to exclude individuals from harbor- 
ing concealed weapons on any public and 
private college or university grounds. 

State Senator Sheila Harsdorf, R-River 
Falls, has offered an amendment to the bill 
that includes all university and college cam- 
puses to the list of places where concealed 
weapons would be prohibited. 


“Adding the exemption for campus — 


buildings will continue the tradition of a safe 
educational environment on college campus- 
es,” said Jeff Pertl, president of the United 
Council of UW Students, in a press release. 
“Safety in the classroom is essential in order

to allow students to freely express themselves 
and have an open forum for ideas.” 

Walter predicts that, with the amend- 
ments to the bill, campus life would not be 
affected very much. Individuals with a per- 
mit to conceal weapons would have to 
securely store their weapon in their vehicle. 

“Emotions can run high, and it would be 
tragic if those emotions were to result in the 
use of weapons to resolve differences,” said 
Katharine Lyall, president of the UW System. 
“Students under great stress are not above 


taking the lives of their teachers.” 


Law enforcement officials at UW-Stout 
are concerned about this bill. 


According to Walter, police officers go 


through extensive firearm training to be 
allowed to carry a gun, while 
citizens merely have 


for a per- 
mit to have the * 
same privilege. 

“The majority of | 
people that own 
guns now may 
want a permit to g 
carry - concealed 
weapons, but they 
don’t have the training of 
police officers,” Walter said. 

There are many others who are con- 
cerned for the safety of the community. 

Jennifer Spychalski, a sophomore in 
family consumer science, blames concealed 
weapons for most of the violence that 
occurs today. 

_ “If there were no concealed weapons, 
there would be much less violence,” said 
Spychalski. “If nobody had guns, you would- 
n't need to protect yourself.” 

Wes Freimuth, a freshman, believes 
firearms on campus are unnecessary. 

“I don’t even think the cops need them,” 
said Freimuth. 

According to a report, released in early 
October by the state Office of Justice 
Assistance, the Wisconsin crime rates 
declined 1.2 percent overall from 2001 to

state over the past few years. 

“You don’t know if criminals are thinking 
of the possibility of victims 
carrying a gun for protec- 
tion,” said Walter. “It’s not 
much of a deterrent.”

Protection Act would create 
more violence, others think 
the occurrence of violent 
acts would lessen. 

“If you think ten peo- 
ple around you might have 
a gun you're not going to 
try to rob them,” said Ned 
Wright, a freshman in graphic design. “I 
think the people should have the right to 
conceal and carry, even though I’d never 
own a gun.”

Winter weather can sap your funds 


I've been getting 
screwed over by my heat- 
ing bills! Last week my 
landlord decided to rip out 
an exterior wall without 
fully finishing any kind of 
insulation barrier. It wasn’t 
until it started snowing and 
we were freezing to death 
that they finally came to 
putin the insulation. — 

We've had some pretty 
ridiculous heating bills in 
the past, and I want to share 
with you what I’ve learned 
can reduce winter bills. 

Most college housing is 
low budget with minimal 
upkeep, which really means 
our landlords will try to 
take us for everything that 
they can. 

Contrary to what many 
believe, you will not freeze 
to death by keeping your 
heat below 68 degrees in the 
winter. Each degree you 
lower your heat you'll save 
one to three percent on your 


energy bill. When you go to 
sleep at night turn your heat 
down below 60 degrees. 
That’s what body heat is for, 
plus you'll be underneath 
your mountain of covers. 
Old windows without 
storm windows are proba- 
bly the fastest way for heat 
to escape your home. Since 
mine are from the 1800s, 


I’m pretty sure that we may 


as well just leave them open 
during the winter months. 
We'd probably lose just as 
much heat, but our house 
would at least smell fresh. 

Keeping your blinds 
open during the daytime 
will help let the sun’s natu- 
ral, free heat in, and closing 
the blinds when the sun 
goes down keeps that heat 
from escaping. 

I know it is difficult to 
pull the blinds up and 
down, but remember, it’s 


’ good exercise that will also 


help your cash from flying 
out the windows. 

Now that the sun is 
showing its face less every- 
day, energy efficient light- 


ing can also keep your ener-- 


gy costs down. Compact 
fluorescent bulbs give off 
the same light as common 


Wearing layers is the cheapest way to stay warm during the winter. 


Well, 


it’s the cheapest way that doesn’t involve a bonfire. 


incandescents for one-quar- 
ter of the energy. They also 
last about ten times longer. 


Your water heater is® 


another main energy user. 
Keeping the temperature 
set below 120 degrees will 
not only save you from get- 
ting burned but also from 
burning a whole in your 
pockets. If you can’t put 
your hands in your hot 
water, it’s obviously way 
too hot! 

The absolute easiest 
way to stay warm in the 


winter is to just dress in lay- 
ers. You're not meant to live 
inside during the winter 
months like this is Hawaii. 
Sweats are the warmest and 
most comfortable clothing 
to lounge in. 

Keeping your feet 
warm with socks or slip- 
pers is also very helpful, 
especially if you don’t have 
carpet. I personally love 
scarves, mittens and hats. I 
wear them both indoors 
and outdoors, whether I’m 
cold or not.

The employees who 
work in Student Health

_ “We have to wait until the 


beginning of the semester to 
try and get classes.” 

These are the same class- 
es she will need to graduate 
next December. 

If seniors can’t get the 
classes they need, how are 
freshmen going to feel when 
it’s their turn to register? - 

Most freshmen will be 
registering within the next 
week, and may bypass the 
online registration to go to 
the man in the registration 
and records office. 

This man is known as 
that registration guy with a 
really long beard, or some 
may know him a little more 
personally as Tony. 

“This is a stressful time for 
students,” said Tony 
Schlemm, a clerical assistant 
for registration and records. “I 
like to give them the raspber- 
ries.” 

Anyone coming into the 
registration office might be 
slightly nervous or frustrat- 
ed. Upon leaving Schlemm’s 
desk, students are often in a 
better mood, even if their 
problems remain unsolved. 

Using his signature 


phrases such as ‘Good time 
to get ‘er out of the way big 


feller,’ and talking on the 
phone while stating, “Your 
worst case scenario is going 
to be coming in here and 
dealing with me,’ while 
chuckling the whole time, 
puts many students worried 
minds at ease. 

So how, exactly, did this 
registration and records 
assistant get to be so popular 
among students? 

“I’m high on life and live 
for jocularity,” Schlemm said 
with a laugh. “[Also] I sit here 
and they can’t avoid me.” 

If Schlemm could warn 
students of just one thing, it 
would be to make sure to 
check for holds on their 
accounts ahead of time. 
These holds will restrict stu- 
dents from adding classes to 
their new schedule. 

“We're denied access if 
they haven’t checked out 
their holds,” he said. 

Some students, such as 
Jami Parker, a graduate stu- 
dent majoring in guidance 
and counseling, claim that 
the hardest part is not find- 
ing classes but rather “find- 
ing professors to have them 
sign different things.” 

Another new frustration 
with registration has 
become the new form every 
student must sign before 
being allowed to register. 

“Most students have

Other students com- 
pletely forget their registra- 
tion time. They may also be 
unaware that they have fees 
on their tuition bill. 

Whatever the conflict 
with registration may be, 
students can rest assured 
that helpful staff members 
like Schlemm will be there to 
ease the process. 

Don’t be afraid to sit 


down and register. If any- _ 
thing is to be screwed up, | 
Schlemm knows just how to 


fix it.

atmosphere for all of their 
patients and visitors within 
the office. They help treat 
them for stress from changes 
in lifestyle and help them 
adjust to college. 

“We are more than 


urgent care; we're college 
care,” said Ramaeker, 

While a single visit to the 
Red Cedar Clinic can cost 
patients $91, the Student 
Health Center only costs stu- 
dents $90 for the entire aca- 


demic year, paid for through 
segregated fees. 

“Students need to be 
seeing us,” said Kathy 
Green, the triage nurse for 
the health center. “They 
already pay for our services

in their segregated fees.” 

The Student Health 
Center can treat patients for 
any illness encountered and 
prescribe medicine for all 
diagnoses. From mono to 
meningitis, the flu to the 
common cold, the registered 
staff can help with all occur- 
ring problems. 

The Student Health 
Center is a clinic, just like 
any other medical facility 
students would go to. 

“Our physician is a 
board certified family practi- 
tioner who used to work at 
the Red Cedar Clinic,” 
said. “People 
think student health centers 
are not the same quality [of 
hospitals and clinics]; years 
ago that may have been true, 
but things have changed.” 

“Steven's Point has their 
health center on a floor in 
one of the [residence] hi 
said Ramaeker.

will be sent to another clinic. A fee is added for tests that are sent out. 


The inside of the health 
center looks no different than 
a regular clinic; the building 
the Student Health Center is 
in is now located where the 
Red Cedar Clinic used to be 
located. Each room was 
designed for a clinic setting. 
Plus, the remodeling from 
last summer adds appeal to 
the ordinary waiting room. 

“They were really pro- 
fessional and _ extremely 
nice,” said Katie Ohr, a soph- 
omore in hospitality and 
tourism. “They get so busy 
[at times] though, so it would 
be nice if they had more 
physicians.” 

Other students appear to 
share Ohr’s opinion. 

“They were really nice,” 
said Jeff Blackford, a sopho- 
more in manufacturing engi-

neer, “but once I had to wait 
over a half an hour even 
though I had scheduled an 
appointment.” 

Located on North 
Campus, right across the 
street from Wigen Hall, the 
Student Health Center is the 
place to go for any illness. 

“There is no charge for 
any of our services,” said 
Green. Student Heath Center 
services include examina- 
tions, lab work and even 
some immunization shots. 

Prescription medication 
does cost extra, but it is mini- 
mal in comparison to what 
one would pay at a hospital. 
The Health Center offers 
some medication, but any 
others will need to be picked 
up at a local pharmacy.

tion is between $7 and $10,” 
Green noted. 

Most tests can be con- 
ducted within their laborato- 
ry. Some lab tests need to be 
sent to a different clinic due 
to lack of specific supplies. 
There is a small charge for 
tests that are sent out. 

Privacy, as in any hospi- 
tal, is also a must at the 
Student Health Center. There 
are no billing statements sent 
out to parents or students, 
and students will only 
recieve mailed items if they 
need to be contacted. 

“Confidentiality is 
extremely important to us,” 
Green said. “[Students] 
should feel very confident in 
using our services.” 

Although they can do 
almost anything within the 
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questions can be answered on-campus 


center, there are some situa- 
tions in which patients will 
be referred to a different 
clinic location. 

Green noted that 
although they cannot take x- 
rays, it is still recomended 
to have a check up at the 
Student Health Center so a 
patient can know if there is 
need to get an x-ray for a 
serious injury. 

Always open to new 
suggestions and ideas, the 
health center is slowly 
expanding its medical serv- 
ices to further serve patrons.

The budget hearings for 
student organizations at the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout took place over the 
course of two weeks. Budget 
hearings occur each year in 
order for organizations to 
apply for funding. 

“Last year was rough,” 
said Chris LaConte, director 
of financial affairs for the 
Stout Student Association 
(SSA). “We decided to do 
more hearings this year . 
because it gives the organiza- 
tions a little more leeway.” 

For an organization to be 
recognized, they must first 
go to the Leadership Institute - 
and attend a budget session. 
From there, they go through 
the budget hearings. 

On Tuesday, Nov. 11, the 
senate looked over the budg- 
et proposals, and by 
December the chancellor will 
review the total amount of 
segregated fees. 

SSA won't know until 
September of next year what 
the exact amount of segre- 
gated fees available to allo- 
cate will be. 

In the past, organizations 
that signed up for the hear- 
ings did so at the Student 
Organization Center office. 
Now, using the benefits of 
being a laptop campus, the 
process is done online. 

This year, 60 organiza- 
tions applied for funding, 13 
more than last year. 

“T think that the process 
was relatively smooth and 
simple,” said Tim Strey, 
president of the paintball 
club. “Submitting our budg- 
ets by e-mail to the SSA 
financial director works 
nicely, as we can be rest 
assured that they receive it 
on time, and their automatic 
response e-mails make the 
process more smooth.” 

This year, a total of 
$709,000 has been requested 
by the 60 student organiza- 
tions. A total of $150,000 
was fundraised by these 
organizations.

The university has 
roughly $358,000 to allocate 
among all organizations. 
Organizations get their 
money from segregated fees 
and fundraising. Each stu- 
dent pays $1.91 per credit, 
which goes to helping fund 
events for all organizations. 

“Our hopes for the 
budget hearing are some- 
what high as always,” Strey 
said. “We hope that we will 
get allocated all the money 
we requested. However, in 
the past we have received 
about 50 percent of our 
requested funds.” 

Many organizations are 
funded by the school and 
fundraising. Some organiza- 
tions are completely self- 
funded, such as DECA. 

“Our organization is not 
funded by SSA or Stout in 
anyway,” said Nic Haug, 
president of DECA. “We do 
all of our own fundraising 
with the District I 
Conference, Minnesota State 
Conference, a raffle, 
Younkers Benefit Sale and 
other small activities.” 

According to LaConte, 
during the budget hearings,

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panel of people for about 20 
minutes to go over their 
organization’s’ proposed 
budget. SSA makes sure all 
of the events each organiza- 
tion is asking for are legal. 
This year, the number of 
proposed events doubled 
from 200 to 400. 

“Last year they [Blue 
Devil Productions (BDP)] 
did about 60 events and had 
8,250 people attend the 
events,” said Darrin 
Witucki, adviser for BDP. 
“This year they set a goal of 
matching or exceeding last 
year’s numbers.” 

“I really think we have 
the best system in the state,” 
said LaConte. “We are one of 
the only UW schools doing 
this process legally.” 


“The budget process 
helps the organization 
grow,” said Witucki.

Ross and her son will be 
sharing their travels, dubbed 
“Henry's Incredible Journey 
Part 1 & 4,” with the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout and the community on 
Wednesday, Nov. 19 at 7 p.m. 
in Ballroom A of the 
Memorial Student Center. 

Through the use of slides 
and video, the Ross’s will 
showcase their work. A 
reception and question and 
answer session sponsored by 
the UW-Stout Photography 


_ Club will follow. 


“Henry's Incredible 
Journey’ was made in memo- 
ry of my dad, Dean A. 
Schwartz, who passed away 
on July 24, 1994,” said H. Ross. 

C. Ross and H. Ross 
decided to take some time off 
and travel the world for nine 
months in 1995 and 1996. 
They visited 32 countries 
including all continents 
except Antarctica and South 
America, a place they 
wish to visit soon. 

“Henry’s father, my hus- 
band, died, and it was time 
to recollect in a new era with- 
out him,” said C. Ross. “I 
pulled Henry out of school 


and we decided to kick off 
our travels in honor of him 
[Schwartz].” 

Many people wonder 
how H. Ross keeps up in 


school while traveling so. 


much. C. Ross explained 
that he attends schools in 
almost all the countries they 
visit, which she calls supple- 
mental education. 

“Traveling can teach you 
so much more than a class- 
room,” said H. Ross. 

It turns out that H. Ross 
must be right. While he’s not 
in a distant country, he 
attends Menomonie High 
School where he is an honor 
student, on a hockey team 
and is second-chair trombon- 
ist in the high school band, 
which is going to nationals. 
In his spare time he skate- 
boards and creates DVDs of 
him and his friends skate- 


boarding. 
While visiting other 
countries, H. Ross video- 


tapes. He was only allowed 
to bring three tapes so he 
really had to budget his 
footage when going to 
Southeast Asia. But by doing 
this, he saved room in his 
backpack and had 95 percent 
of his movie complete. 
Although he had a hard 
time deciding, H. Ross said 
his favorite places were 
Costa Rica and Southeast 
Asia because he spent a lot of 
time in both places. Some of 
the hill tribes in Southeast 
Asia hadn’t ever seen west- 
ern culture, so they were 


astounded by H. Ross’ digi- 
tal video camera, which can 
play back footage instantly. 
The natives had never seen 
themselves on another form 
of media before. 

C. Ross explained that 
Americans take so many 
things for granted including 
food, water, clothing 
and shelter. 

“Americans. [have] one 
of the few countries with 
running water,” said C. 
Ross. “There is a fallacy that 
Americans have, which 
makes us think third world 
countries don’t know about 
the luxuries and technology 
we have...but third world 
countries know we have 
everything, and they want it.” 


C. Ross says this is unfair | 


because we're all equal 
humans, and Americans didn’t 
do anything more right or 


more superior than other 


countries to deserve all the 
luxuries we have. 

“They [other countries] 
know that we [the U.S.] have 
the wealth, but they know 
they can’t have it,” said H. Ross. 

Another problem C. Ross 
stressed was the fact that 
media creates fear in 
Americans. 


Less than 1,000 deaths 
have been attributed to SARS ° 


in the last year, yet the media 
blows this disease out of pro- 
portion. C. Ross stated that 
there are 3,000 deaths per 
day as a result of malaria, but 
since this doesn’t affect the 
U.S., no one cares. 


In the United States 
alone, over 40,000 people die 
in car crashes per year, yet 
United States citizens -just 
brush it off their shoulders. 
The reason C. Ross brought 
these statistics up was to 
show how a relatively small 
death rate and the media 
together have destroyed 
tourism in Asia, something 
many of the southeastern 
countries rely on. 

“We were in Southeast 
Asia when SARS was there,” 
said C. Ross. “Because 
tourism is the number 
one income in many of 
these countries, people 
were devastated.” 

C. Ross explained that 
there is no better time to 
travel because English is spo- 
ken all over the world, and 
the exchange rate is so good. 

“We [Americans] are 
very privileged to be able to 
travel anywhere and speak 
English without a problem,” 
Ross said. “We are the only 
nation in the world that 
knows only one language 
while some people we met in 
other countries knew six or 
seven languages.” 

C. Ross said there is a 
myth that traveling overseas 
is expensive, but it really 
isn’t if you budget your 
money and don’t go to 
Western Europe. In Laos, the 
highest form of currency, the 
Kip, is 20,000 Kip. This high 
stack of coins equals approx-

downtown Menomonie. 
Routes are designated to 
prevent collisions in congest- 
ed areas. 

Public «safety is very 
important in all communi- 
ties. City ordinances prohibit 
throwing snowballs at any 
vehicle or building, other 
private/public property or 
at persons. 

"I did not know there 
were penalties [for throwing 
snowballs]," said Burgraff. - 

Snowballs have the like- 
lihood of flying through 
windows, hitting cars and 
injuring individuals. 


"It makes sense to me," 
said Burgraff. "Although 
throwing snowballs can be 
fun - bringing back your 
childhood for a few minutes 
- throwing icy snowballs can 
hurt people or damage prop- 
erty, even if you think it is 
just fun and games.

It’s been one year since 
the StoutOne card revolu- 
tionized the ID card at the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout. The card not only 
serves as an official univer- 
sity ID card, but for many 
students, it acts as their on- 
hand cash card. 

The StoutOne card is 
produced by Higher One, a 
Connecticut-based financial 
institution that specializes in 
financial solutions for higher 
education institutions. 

A university-led vision- 


ing team was put together _ 


to determine what features 
should be included with a 
campus ID card. The team 
felt that students wanted 
the flexibility to use the 
money that was on their ID 
cards off campus. 

“Students’ input [on the 
card] was almost solely 
based on survey data; stu- 
dents were not directly 
involved in the decision 
making process,” said Dave 
Hay, president of the Stout 
Student Association. 

In answering why it was 
important for students to be 
involved in the process he 
said, “The fact that areas are 
not a primary responsibility 
of students does not, howev- 
er, preclude their active par- 
ticipation,” citing the UW- 


Stout Policy Guidelines and 


Implementations of 36.09(5) 
Wisconsin Statues. 

That document. is the 
legal governing document 
concerning the operations of 
a university in regarding all 
decisions that affect students. 

“Having noted this, I 
question whether students 
were active participants,” 
said Hay in reference to the 
lack-of student involvement 
in the planning stages of the 
studentID card. . 

Marilyn Mars, director of 
Purchasing Services asked for 


proposals from a wide variety 


of financial institutions. 

Higher One won the bid 
to produce the university ID 
cards that would also func- 
tion as debit cards if the user 
chose to activate that feature. 
A three-year contract with 
Higher One was signed by 
Purchasing Services. 

After the contract was 
signed, a StoutOne commit- 
tee was formed. A group of 
five students met with Joe 
Krier, director of Budget, 
Technology and Campus 
Card for Student Life 
Services. Krier oversees the 
campus responsibilities 
regarding the StoutOne card. 

“For the people who use 
it at Stout, it’s great; it’s per- 
fect,” said Chris LaConte, 
the student representative 
for Higher One. “If they 
choose not to activate it [the 
debit feature], then they 
don’t have to.” 

“Another cool thing is 
if you and a friend go to 
lunch and it costs $10, one 
person pays it on their card 
and the other person can 
pay them back online when 
they get back to the dorm,” 
said LaConte. 

LaConte is not paid by 
the university or Higher 
One for his involvement in 
representing students for 
the card; however, he was 
given an internship by 
Higher One last summer 
where he was paid as a sales 
representative. 

“T think that’s bunk 
because he [LaConte] could 
tend to favor Higher One,” 
said Kevin Kauth, a senior in 
graphic communications 
management. } 

Students were required to 
activate their StoutOne cards 
online regardless of whether 
or not they wanted to activate 
the debit card feature. 

“The default settings [for 
activation] were set to put 
the money into the [One 
Account]; that wasn’t right,” 
said Katy Wild, a senior in 
multimedia design. 

According to Krier, stu- 
dents have the ability to change 
their preferences at any time by 


logging on to the Web site at-

- In the beginning of the 
semester, ATM machines in 
the Memorial Student Center 
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were occasionally out of 
money because students were 
draining the ATMs in order to 
withdraw money from their 
financial aid refund. 

“I didn’t think it was cool 
that you could only take out a 
certain amount per day,” 
Wild said. “I know some peo- 
ple couldn’t get [their] 
money from the ATMs.” 

There is some concern 
that Higher One and UW- 
Stout are making money off 
of students through the use 
of the card. 

“Higher One nor the uni- 
versity are making money off 
the refund process,” Krier 
said. “The card is revenue 
producing in the fact that 
when students use the card, 
merchants pay a fee that is 
common with any credit 
card. That revenue is shared 
between the university and 
MasterCard.” 

The revenue generated by 
the university goes towards 
funding the StoutOne card 
program on campus. 

Some students were 
unaware of the extra fees 
that go along with the 
StoutOne card. 

For example, if students 
sign up for a checking 
account, they can use three 
free checks per month. Any 
checks beyond that cost 
$0.25 per check. 

Students who have tech- 
nical difficulties or bank 
problems with their accounts 
are able to call Higher One; 
however, if an individual 
makes more than two calls 
per month they are charged 
$2.00 per call by Higher One. 

If students choose~ to 
withdraw money from their 
StoutOne card using a for- 
eign ATM machine, which 
are ATMs besides the two 
located on campus, they are 
charged the normal fee for 
using that ATM by the bank 
in addition to a $0.50 sur- 
charge by Higher One. 

“The contract with 
Higher One is legal and 
binding,” Hay said. “The 
question is when the contract 
is up, will students be at the 
table? We’re now setting 
precedence; we will be at the 
table. I’ve contacted Marilyn 
Mars on this issue.”

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Laptop program reviewed —

Charles Sorensen has a 
14-year-old grandson who is 
a proficient web designer. 

While Sorensen, the 
Chancellor at the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout, may not 
be able to keep up with his 
grandson’s _ technological 
background, he is making 
waves to ensure that college 
students of the future will 
have the option of attending 


a state school’on top of the . 


cutting edge of technology. 

UW-Stout is two years 
into the roll out of its lap- 
top initiative. -All freshmen 
have been required to lease 
a laptop computer for class- 
room use. ° 

“K through 12 students 
should expect at least the 
same amount of technology 
at college; we want to offer 
them the best,” . said 
Sorensen. 

Students lease either a 
Compaq or Apple comput- 
er, depending on their 
major’s requirements, for 
$37.50 a credit. Every two 
years, students have the 
option to upgrade. 

Upon completing a typi- 
cal 124-credit major, a stu- 
dent will pay $4,650 for use 
of the laptop, 100 MB of net- 
work space, wired class- 
rooms, full-service help desk, 
key server programs and 
completely wireless campus. 

“Sure, you can buy a lap- 
top for under. $1,000, but it 
really wouldn’t work well 
without all the utilities we 
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provide,” said Sorensen. 

UW-Stout students share 
mixed reactions to the laptop 
program. 

_ “I don’t feel they’re get- 
ting their money’s worth,” 
said Adam Dewitz, a senior 
majoring in graphic commu- 
nications management 
(GCM) and participant in 
one of the original laptop 
pilot_programs. “In the long 
term, they’re paying a lot of 
money for something that 
isn’t personalized for their 
individual needs.” 

However, some feel 
that the benefits outweigh 
the cost. 

“It’s easier to take notes, 
and I have a lot less paper 
and books to carry,” said 
Katie Cantwell, a freshman 
majoring in graphic design. 

One direct result of the 


laptop program is the switch 


to becoming a paperless 
campus. Lectures are posted 
to Blackboard or E-Scholar 
and quizzes are taken via 
computer. In addition, stu- 


. dents. are encouraged to 


become active participants in 
the learning process and seek 
out information from each 
other and the professor. 

“Our purpose is tech- 
nology; we’re using technol- 
ogy to teach technology,” 
said Len Bogner, a newer 
GCM assistant professor. 
“The laptops were one of the 
things that excited me about 
coming here.” 

Bogner feels laptops help 
students build problem solv- 
ing and critical thinking 
skills and uses them as a tool

to achieve his theory of the 
three-legged chair of learn- 
ing. According to Bogner, 
learning should be compe- 
tency based; students need to 
know how to doa task. 

Learning should also be 
student-centered; students 
should explore different 
processes for task completion 
and understand why a cer- 
tain option is more optimal. 
The result of these factors 
leads to the improvement of 
the cognitive domain. 

Unlike Bogner, not all 
professors have actively 
embraced the laptops. Some 
professors are still using 
overheads and have opted 
not to complete the lengthy 
process of transferring lec- 
tures to digital format. 

“People my age just 
have a harder time dealing 
with technology because we 
weren’t faised with it,” said 
Sorensen. 

George Smeaton, a psy- 
chology professor, was 
involved in training profes- 
sors to utilize the laptops in 
the classroom. 

“Some professors are 
embarrassed. that they don’t 
know a whole lot about com- 
puters,” Smeaton said. 


“Professors are not paid [to’ 


attend training], but they are 
asked to. ... I’m glad [about 
the laptop’ program], but 
there may need to be more 
groundwork done to show 
how to use it.” 

Approximately seven 
years of planning and hur-

Helder still receiving treatment, may not stand trial

Former 


University of 
Wisconsin-Stout student Luke 
Helder may never be able to 
stand trial. 

Helder is accused of the May 
2002 pipe bomb spree in which 18 
pipe bombs were placed in rural 
mailboxes across Illinois, lowa, 
Nebraska, Colorado and Texas, in 
an attempt to make a smiley face. 

Although the bombs were 
planted in five different states, 
none . were detonated in 
Nebraska, Colorado and Texas. 
The bombs that were detonated 
injured six people. 

In some cases, signed, hand- 
written letters were placed with the 
bombs. The content of the letters 
expressed. a belief that there is no 
death and if one fears death, they 
are forced to conform to society. 


According to Helder’s former 
UW-Stout roommate James 
Patrick Devine, Helder had made 
some comments about death and 
out-of-body experiences. 

According to Mark Heavrin, 
Special Agent of the FBI, Helder’s 
father contacted Minnesota law 
enforcement and ‘told them he 
was concerned his’ son was 
involved with the bombings 
because he had received an enve- 
lope from his son containing a 
typed letter, a handwritten letter 
and a cover page entitled 
“Explosions.” 

Helder later confessed to 
placing the bombs. He has since 
been receiving psychiatric treat- 
ment at a federal prison hospital 
in Rochester, Minn. Helder is 
originally from Pine Island, Minn. 

In September, Helder’s 
treatment was extended another 
four months under a law deem- 


ing defendants incompetent to 
stand trial. Legal experts say if 
he still does not respond to any 
treatment, he may never be tried. 
for the crimes. 

“Successful insanity pleas are 
very unusual, and those who are 
successful are likely to be incarcer- 
ated for a longer period of time 
than those found to be guilty and 
sane,” said George Smeaton, a psy- 
chology professor at UW-Stout. 


“Tf they decide that he cannot | 


stand trial because he currently 


_can’t comprehend the charges 


filed against him, it is possible 
that he could, through therapy, 
recover enough to be able to 
stand’ trial [at a- later date],” 
Smeaton said. 

A status conference is sched- 


—uled for February 10 to review 


Helder’s progress and to deter- 
mine what further actions may 
be necessary.

affordability. 

According to Kerry’s 
campaign Web site, the 
Bush administration has left 
states with nearly $90 bil- 
lion in budget deficits, forc- 
ing them to cut higher edu- 
cation budgets.

and a portal was created. 

“The first year [pilot 
program] computers didn’t 
have enough memory to be 
fully - functional,” said 
Brown. 

Sorensen advises other 
organizations considering 
going wireless to conduct a 
pilot program and slowly 
roll through implementation 
so that it will be possible to 
adapt to problems. 

However, students 
involved in the pilot pro- 
gram feel like they were used 
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as guinea pigs. 

“Those involved in the 
GCM pilot program only got 
to use their computers their 
freshman year,” said Shanna 
Hass, a senior majoring in 
GCM. “Now we can’t utilize 
the key server unless we per- 
sonally pay to upgrade our 
operating system, so all the 
programs I received through 
my major are useless.”

Kucinich believes that 
U.S. participation in these 
agreements has made com- 
panies leave the country in 
search of low wages, low 
commodity prices, anti- 
union climates and lax envi- 
ronmental laws.

“It is time for the United

Kucinich said in a press © 
release. “I am running for 
president to completely 
change the direction of U.S. 
foreign and domestic policy.” 

Wisconsin’s presidential 
primary will be held on 
February. 17. 

“A presidential cam- 
paign is a contest for votes,” 
Gephardt said. “But it’s also 
a contest of ideas. Some 
politicians say give me your 
support, and I'll figure out 
the issues later. Well, I’m in 
this to fight for your jobs, 
not merely to win one for 
myself.”

How many of you enjoy 
waking up in the cold winter 
morning to take a hot shower 
that lasts 10 niinutes or 
longer? And while you're 
taking that shower do you 
ever consider just how much 
it is costing you, or how 
much water you've been 
wasting while daydreaming 
the water down the drain? 

Over one third of the 
water you use is in the show- 
er. On average, it costs 10 
cents per minute each time 
you shower. That might not 
sound like a whole lot of 
money but consider if you 
were to shower every other 
day versus 1-2 times a day. If 
you need the hot water to 
help you relax, a bath is a 
much better solution. 

So, if that grosses you 
out, maybe it would be help- 
ful to know that by shower- 
ing more than you need to 
you are actually causing 
more damage to your skin 
and hair. It makes sense then

You can buy water effi- 
cient showerheads ranging 
from $5 to $20 that will more 
than return that money by 
reducing your water bill. 
Using an efficient shower- 
head, you can save up to 
3,300 liters of water per per- 
son, per year; saving you up 
to $85 dollars a year in your 
water and electricity charges! 

If you live off campus, 
you can save on your water 
heating costs by using an 
insulation blanket on your 
hot water tank and insulation 
tubes on your hot water 
pipes.

Next spring, Fonstad 
gets an almost all expense 
paid trip to Long Beach, Ca. 
where he will compete at the 
state university. 


studio art. “Everything in 
that city has its own unique 
flavor, and I found myself 
wanting to explore and 
record all of it.” 

On the trip, students 
were encouraged to experi- 
ment with different types of 
media they weren’t accus- 
tomed to working with. 

“The relatively large 
amount of watercolors and 
pastels. in the exhibit is a 
result of many students try- 
ing these media for the first 


time,” said retired professor 
Charles Wimmer, who 
directed the program. 


Other forms of media the 
students used were acrylic 
paints, pencils and collages. 

Each student was 
required to produce around 
20 pieces of work using a 
variety of art tools and 
expected to keep a sketch- 
book journal as well. 

Krager is one student 
whose sketchbook journal 
became a part of the exhibit. 
His sketchbook features 
daily entries combined with 
related sketches that both 
verbally and visually illus- 


_ trate his London experience. 


“(My favorite piece in 
the show is] my sketch book! 
It is the raw reflection of who. 
I am and what that trip 
meant to me,” said Krager. “I 
remember feeling very 
intense about what I drew 
and wrote in it, and I was 
very adamant that what I 
recorded in that book always 
meant something to me.” 

Only a few sketchbooks 
are featured in the show. 
Most pieces are on canvas or 
paper and hang on the wall

It is a three-day tourna- 
ment that has about 15 to 20 
sessions in the first round 
with about six speakers at 
each session. This lasts for 
the first two days, and the 
third day is finals. Last year, 
Fonstad placed in the top 
teens, but the 11th spot was 
the cutoff for finals. 

“The key is to prepare as 
well as possible in the shortest 
amount of time after you have 
your topic,” Fonstad said. 
“That way you can prepare 
for the delivery because you 
lose points if itis bad.” - 

Now that he is: already 
qualified in extemporaneous 
speaking, Fonstad is trying

One piece that stands out 
partially due to its size and 
realism is an acrylic painting 
by Scott Gunderson, a graph- 
ic design major.

Sarah Osborn, a senior 
majoring in graphic design, 
drew a great deal of her 
inspiration from buildings. 

“I chose to do a lot of tra- 
ditional architectural 
pieces,” said Osborn. “I 
don’t have access to those 
types of historical” markers 
around here.” 

One piece of Osborn’s in 
the exhibit is a watercolor 
painting of a building with 
sunflowers in front of it. It 
features a semi-realistic feel- 
ing that is sketchy in its pen 
work but concise in its paint 
application. The yellow of the 
sunflowers stand out from the 
brown building and path, giv- 
ing the piece depth, 

The show won't be in the 
Birch Gallery in the Memorial 
Student Center for much 
longer. The pieces are in the 
back right corner of the room, 
behind the partition. 

Students that are interest- 
ed in participating in the 2004 
London summer art program 
should visit the Office of 
International Education on 
the fourth floor of Bowman 
Hall as soon as possible; the 
program fills quickly.

On the evening of Nov. 
14, Menomonie Police and 
Fire Departments responded 
_ to anaccident involving a car 
driven by Kelly Larson and a 
pedestrian, Sara Lisec, at the 
intersection of South 
Broadway Street and First 
Avenue West. 

The accident resulted in 
the serious injury of Lisec, a 
resident of Jeter-Tainter- 
Callahan (JTC) resident hall. 

She was transported to 
Myrtle Werth Hospital and 
then airlifted to St. Mary’s 
Hospital in Rochester, Minn., 


where she is currently listed — 


in serious condition. 

Lisec is a mental health 
counseling graduate student 
at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout and was 
working on her master’s the- 
sis in anticipation of graduat- 
ing on Dec. 13. 

Larson, a resident of 
Menomonie, told police 
that she was driving north 
on Broadway to pick up her 
son from daycare and had 
just driven under the pedes- 
trian bridge. 

“I didn’t see her until the 
second I hit her,” Larson 
said. “All I can remember is 
hitting her and her coming 
into the windshield and then 
she was gone.” 

Larson was not injured 
in the accident, but her 
car’s front end was severely 
damaged and towed to a 
local garage. 

Lori Windorski of White 
Bear Lake, Minn., was driv- 
ing south on Broadway at the 

_time of the accident. In a 
written statement, she said 
she saw a person run across 
the southbound lanes and 
leap over the median. 

“I braked and thought if 
the person doesn’t slow the 
run across the road, the car 
coming toward me will hit 
them,” Windorski said. “The 
person didn’t slow down 
and got hit.” 

Windorski called 911 but 
didn’t get through.

Broadway he saw a girl cross 
the street to the median, look 
for cars and then proceed to 
cross the northbound lanes.

Another witness, 
Matthew Gregg of Wigen 
Hall, was walking south 
from Wigen Hall on the side- 
walk when he saw someone 
walking: slowly across 


Broadway towards the lake ~ 


“as if she were the only one 
on the road.” 

Gregg said that a car had 
to slow down quite a bit to 
allow the person to cross. 

“She then started to cross 
the northbound lane at the 
same slow rate, and again 
seemed not to worry or care 
about traffic,” Gregg said. 
“As she got into the right 
lane the car that hit her did 
not seem to notice her.” 

He also said in his writ- 
ten statement to police that 
he did not see any brake 
lights emitted by the car that 
hit the person. 

“I assume the driver did- 
n't see her,” Gregg said. 

Due to the conflicting 
witness reports, Menomonie

conducted further inquires 
to’ complete the accident 
investigation. 

Pellett spoke to Wigen 
Hall Director Wendy Hardy. 
Hardy said she did not know 
Lisec well but did character- 
ize her as “a very serious stu- 
dent and not very outgoing.” 

Hardy was aware that 
Lisec parked on First Avenue 
and frequently — cross 
Broadway rather than use 
the pedestrian overpass.

pedestrian overpass is just 
south of the intersection. 

Pellett then spoke to a 
friend of Lisec, Trista Glover, a 
junior majoring in psychology, 
who said that Lisec frequently 
crossed Broadway near First 
Avenue, because she believed 
it took less time to reach her 
dorm room in Jeter Hall. 

“Sara is all about effi- 
ciency,” Glover said. 

Pellett also spoke with 
Joe Hecht, who characterized 


himself as a good friend of - 


Lisec. Hecht said Lisec was 
“very upbeat” about her 
internship in counseling and 
also about a recent visit with 
her boyfriend in Iowa. 

Pellett said in his report 
that Lisec appeared to be 
returning from purchasing 
some groceries. 

Pellett was satisfied that 
the crash was an accident. 

Hardy was also a class- 
mate of Lisec’s. 


“T was in several classes 
with her and think that she is 


very dedicated to her studies 
and a caring and compas- 
sionate friend,” Hardy said. 
“T truly enjoyed our times in 
class together and found her 
to be very intelligent and 
helpful in our group work 
together.” 

Glover said, “She was 
very excited about her 
career coming together, as 
she was working on her 
internship and writing her 
masters thesis.” 

Glover said she knows 
Lisec has a good relationship 
with her family and is partic- 
ularly close to her father. 

Lisec’s parents, Tom and 
Patty Lisec, said although 
Sara has undergone eight 
surgical procedures and con- 
tinues to lapse in and out of 
consciousness, she has 
regained consciousness sev- 
eral times including 
Thanksgiving morning. 

The Lisec’s have been 
e-mailing updates on Sara’s 
condition to family and 


friends, including her cowork- 
ers at the financial aid office. 

“Tt wasn’t the leap out of 
bed and let’s dance kind of 
wake up, but she did regain 
consciousness enough to 
open her eyes, look around, 
move her limbs and interact 
a bit with those around her," 
T. Lisec said. 

This was cause for cele- 
bration for parents, doctors 
and nurses alike. 

However, the doctors 
say that Lisec’s recovery 
process could take a number 
of directions depending on 
the currently unknown 
extent of brain damage she 
may have sustained. 

The Lisec’s are optimistic 
about their daughter’s recov- 
ery and are preparing for the 
long-term consequences of 
her injuries. They realize she 
will need physical therapy as 
part of the healing process. 

“There is much reason 
for hope,” T. Lisec said.

Napster 2.0, new possibili- 
ties for digital music shar- 
ing develop. 

Penn State University 
and Napster have developed 
an agreement that allows all 
of Penn State’s on-campus 
students the use of Napster’s 
Premium Service. Students 
will be able to download 
unlimited MP3s from 
Napster Version 2.0. 

Students will also be 
able keep the music files to 
burn them onto CDs or 
transfer them to portable 
devices if they purchase the 
files for 99 cents each. 

According to Joe Brown, 
the Chief Information 
Officer for the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout, students 
can purchase entire albums 
for $9.95. Brown attended 
the conference where Penn 
State President Graham 
Spanier announced _ the 
agreement between Penn 
State and Napster. 

This program complies 
with copyright laws and will 
be phased in starting Jan. 12 
at the start of Penn State’s 
spring semester. 

Over time, Spanier pre- 
dicts that this program, 
and others like it, will help 
curb the nationwide prob- 
lem of illegal sharing of 
copyrighted files. 

Brown believes that illegal 
downloading of digital music 
is a problem at UW-Stout. 

“First of all, it’s against 
the law,” Brown said. 

Brown receives several 
notifications a week from the 
Recording Industry 


Association of America to 
shut off computers of people 
illegally downloading music

on campus. 

“J. don’t want our 
Internet facilities used that 
way,” Brown said. “This is 
[the recording industry’s] 
product and it is being stolen 
from them. Although it isn’t 
our job to enforce the record- 
ing industry laws, it is our job 
to enforce ethical behavior.” 

Kayla Stalboerger, a 
freshman in family and con- 


sumer science education,

agrees with Brown. 

“The school gives us 
Internet capabilities for 
academic purposes,” 
Stalboerger. 

“Downloading music is 
a perk with Internet avail- 
ability. Ifa student chooses to 
download music he or she 
should be responsible and 
pay for it and be sure to 
abide by the laws that have 
been set forth or be willing to 
pay the consequences.” 


Penn State is not the 


only university to hold a 
similar agreement with digi- 
tal music companies. 

There are other digital 
music companies out there 
and Brown predicts that 
there will be quite a few 
different versions of an 
agreement between univer- 
sities and digital music 
companies. 

“I think it’s a start, but I 
don’t think it’s an ideal 
agreement,” Brown said 
when asked what he thought 
of the agreement between

According. to the 
National Soft Drink 
Association (NSDA), caffeine 
is found in coffee, tea, choco- 
late and some soft drinks. 
One cup of coffee has 107mg 


‘of caffeine, and one glass of 


cola has 47mg. 
Over half of the U.S. 
population drinks at least 


two cups of coffee a day; 25% 


of coffee drinkers consume at 
least five cups daily, and 25% 
drink 10 or more cups a day. 

NSDA claims that coffee 
is not just a beverage; it’s a 


‘drug. Hundreds of thousands 


of U.S. citizens are physically 
addicted to coffee. This 
addiction level is a main rea- 
son why pick-me-ups are the 
wrong way to handle stress. 
Persons who are in 
straining situations com- 
monly use pick-me-ups in 


two styles: maintenance 
and binging. 

The maintenance user 
tries to maintain a constant 
supply of their choice pick- 
me-up at all times. 

“Some people need a 
beer, I need a Code Red 
Mountain Dew to help me 
think better and stay awake 
in class,” said Sarah Roth; a 
junior in psychology. “I’m 
surprised I’m not sweating 
red, but I usually need one a 
day, unfortunately my one 
can has turned into a liter.” 

The binge user, on the 
other hand, may not use 
pick-me-ups for weeks, 
but then, one day indulge 
in a whole box of choco- 
lates, two boxes of donuts 
or a six pack of beer. 

After this orgy of sugar, 
caffeine or alcohol, they are 
fine again for a long time. 

Those who use pick- 
me-ups to relieve stress 
have no idea how much 
they take in a day. These 
numbers keep rising and 
only cause more problems. 


Information gathered 
from the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout dining 


reports showed that sales in 
products with caffeine rise 
during the time of finals. 
These products, such as 


cookies, candy bars, coffee, 
tea, hot chocolate, 
Frappucino and soda all 
increased tremendously. 

Although caffeine gives 
your body an immense 
boost, the energy won't stay 
in your system for long, but 
the caffeine may. It could » 
take all-day and part of the 
night for your body to get 
rid of the caffeine in your 
system. The half-life of 
caffeine is four to five 
hours, and yet so many 
continue refueling.

movie. Caffeine enhances 
our mental focus and invig- 
orates our psyche for the ~ 
endeavors at hand.

“At El Patio 
I enjoy the atmosphere, the 
service is fast and there is a 
variety of selection. You can’t 
beat the chips and salsa either.” 

Even though El Patio 
seems to be the popular 
choice for UW-Stout students 
in Mexican cuisine, some stu- 
dents note that there are pros 
and cons, as with any restaurant. 

“The servers at El Patio 
seem a little rusty in English, 
which might lead to order 
mix-ups, and I miss the mar- 
garita specials,” said Maggie 
Schmidt, a senior in hotel, 
restaurant and tourism man- 
agement. “I like the food and 
their desserts look interesting.” 


In the black and white 
comparison, it would seem 
that That Mexican Place has 
the better advantage. But, in 
overall comparison, E] Patio 
seems to be better known. 

My vote: Being a poor 
college student, I want food 
that tastes great and doesn’t 
break the pocketbook: Both 
establishments are easy to 
get to and offer the same 
basic entrees. But, I can’t 
deny that quality rules out 
everything else.

Two senior art students show off their stuff

In a world that is ; always 
progressing, developing and 
inventing, it can be hard to 
find artwork that is a little 
old fashioned. Computers 
often replace paintbrushes 
and almost any object can be 
transformed into a sculpture. 

“Traditional yet 
Progressive” is the idea 
behind the senior art show of 
Andrea Chamberlain and 
Christina Williams. Their 
pieces show creative ways to 
express an advancing cul- 
ture, while also making 
them appear conventional. 

Chamberlain, a senior 
majoring in art education, 
focused on sculpture in her 
portion of the show. The pieces 
are made mostly of wood, 
although one is mixed media. 

“I explore the conflicting 
concept of the individual lost 
in the suburban landscape 
and the numerous apprehen- 
sions included in this 
subject,” said Chamberlain. 

When first walking into 
the room,- the sculpture 
objects attract attention 
immediately, but a little 
secret waits to be noticed on 
the front walls. Spelled in 
huge letters is the word 
“Fear” backwards. 

“I wanted to show the 
idea that fear is something 
you don’t know you're walk- 
ing info,” said Chamberlain. 

The fear painting also 
relates to her favorite piece, 
the mixed media sculpture. 

“Soap” consists of a sink 
with no faucet, and above it 


hangs a medicine cabinet full 
of soap. Fear can be seen in 
the correct direction when 
looking in the mirror. 

“Tt is mainly about 
obsessive compulsive disor- 
der and the question of when 
something society expects of 
you turns into a disorder,” 
said Chamberlain. 

Wooden sculptures make 
up the largest part of her 
show. These structures show 
simple figures like cats, dogs, 


beavers and lawn equip-~ 


ment. However, when stud- 
ied more closely, they reveal 
a common theme. 

“The figures are based 
on language you wouldn’t 


- normally use in church,” said 


Chamberlain. “The female 
dog is the most obvious.” 

Each sculpture carries 
the dictionary definition of 
the word it represents, caus- 
ing the pieces to appear very 
traditional until the theme is 
later discovered. 

Other objects include 
pieces of fake grass with ver- 
tical wooden poles connect- 


‘ed at the top by caution tape. 


These represent the fences 
people come across when 
trying to achieve their goals, 
as well as the reality that 
dreams are not always what 
they seem, hence the fake grass. 

“People are trying to 
achieve things that are artificial,” 
said Chamberlain. 

Williams, a senior dou- 
ble majoring in art education 
and studio art with a concen- 
tration in painting, used fewer 
pieces to form her show, but 
achieved high impact as well. 


The back walls in the stu- 
dent gallery are the first 
things many students notice 
when entering the show, and 
that is where her paintings and 
photographs hang. The 
paintings are images of her 
daughter, and the photographs 
are of Williams herself. 

Her daughter provides 


. the most inspiration in her 


life, as well as in her artwork. 

“By asking what is good 
for her growth mentally and 
physically, it mirrors the 
same questions back to me,” 
said Williams. 

It is obvious, at first 
glance, that the paintings are 
supposed to represent emo- 
tion. Each of the four can- 
vases show the little girl 
making a distinct expression. 

“I wanted to show the 


obviousness and extremeness 
of childrens’ emotions,” said 
Williams. “Childrens’ innocence 
flows more freely than adults’.” 

She wanted to make a 
comparison in the evident 
emotions of children to the 
disguised emotions of adults. 

“Sometimes we will be 
screaming inside when our 
expressions say something else,” 
said Williams. “We will show 
faux expressions, faux anger.” 

This explains why there 
is only one painting for each 
of the child’s emotions, but a 
minimum of two photo- 
graphs of Williams shows 
the same feeling. 

Each painting uses a dif- 
ferent color scheme and tech- 
nique to convey the emotion. 

“Colors represent emo- 
tion without verbal commu-

nication, [and] without phys- 
ical communication,” said 
Williams. “I used the small 
differences that people take 
advantage of.” 

Using redder skin tones, 
harsher lines or different 
compositions in each piece 
causes them to subtly stand 
apart from each other so the 
overall maroon scheme ties 
them strongly together. 

Her color technique, like 
areas of magenta in the face, 
is one way she pushes 
beyond traditional art and 
into a more progressive style. |

The third and final com-

In the early years of Stout 
Training School, graduation 
ceremonies lasted up to five 
days as each student was 
allowed to read their thesis 
out loud before an audience. 
By 1914, student enrollment 
surpassed 500 and the ceremo- 
ny was shortened to one day. 

The trend now is to 
make the ceremonies as brief 
as possible. 

“Over the years they 
have worked harder and 
harder to shorten these cere- 
monies,” said English profes- 
sor Dan Riordan. Riordan is 
one of three Assistant 
Marshalls who helps lead the 
procession of graduates at 
the ceremony. 

In recent years, a service 
award and teacher of the 
year award was given during 
the ceremony, and those 
recipients would give a 
speech. This is no longer the 
case according to Riordan. 

“I don’t think anybody 
feels bad about that,” 
Riordan said laughing. “You 
know, the idea with those 
commencement speeches is 
to commence.” 

Josh Probst, a graduate 


student. in training and 
development, will be receiv- 
ing his master’s degree seven 
months after receiving his 
undergraduate degree.

In April, the faculty sen- oo 


ate passed a new set of crite- 
ria to be applied to the grad- 
uation honors designations. 

The modification raised 
the criteria for the Cum 
Laude, Magna Cum Laude 
and Summa Cum Laude 
honors: and also states that 
the G.P.A. calculated for hon- 
.ors will include all college 
work attempted, as well as 
work attempted at other 
institutions. 

The new policy was 
approved by Chancellor 
Charles Sorensen and 
became effective in: June. 

“The primary issue 
seemed to be grade infla- 
tion,” Sorensen said.

The faculty senate and Chancellor Charles Sorensen approved a policy this summer to change the designa- 
tions for graduating with honors. Fifty-four percent of graduates were graduating with honors under the old 
policy. The new policy is expected to drop that number to 27 percent, making the honor more prestigious. 


“Many other schools do 
give something like depart- 
ment honors, which I think 
would be a good idea,” Hall 
said. “There are some 
schools that recognize a late 
bloomer.” 

Borgaro believes that 


current students should have 


been grandfathered into the 
old honors policy. 

“T believe when a policy 
is implemented, the proper 
procedure is to take into 
account how this will affect 
the present population of 
students,” Borgaro said. 

The main concern of 
students is the fact that they 
have been concentrated on 


achieving a certain goal, 
and now they cannot com- 
pletely fulfill it. 

“When I first arrived at 
Stout, the policy was that my 
past G.P.A. would not be cal- 


culated into my Stout 
G-P.A.,” Borgaro said. 
“Having flunked out of UW- 


Eau Claire, I felt like I had 
the chance to start over. I 
took four years off between 
schools. 

“After my first semester 
at Stout, I realized I had the 
potential to do _ well.

University-wide discus- 
sions have been held over 
the past few months about 
what the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout should look 
like in 2010. 

“There’s a misnomer out 
there that we’re going to 
abandon Stout,” Chancellor 
Charles Sorensen said at a 
recent Stout Student 
Association meeting. “That’s 
not true. We’re going to use 
accelerated technology, but 
the classrooms aren’t going 
to go away.” 

Learning at UW-Stout 
will undergo a modernized 
revolution by 2010. 

“Learning will take place 
in teams where faculty and 
students form small teams to 
work on [industry-based] 
projects,” said Sorensen. 
“There’s a school out in 
Massachusetts where the 


grading is based entirely on © 


class projects.”: 


Five years from now, 
many courses will be taught 
using a hybrid course deliv- 
ery system that incorporates 
Web-based instruction into 
the traditional teaching meth- 
ods. The flexibility of hybrid 
classes allows for courses to 
be taught year round. 

“TUW-Stout] does a lot of 
hands on things in labs,” said 
Provost Robert Sedlak. 
“What does this mean for,a 
digital campus? It means that 
more time can be devoted to 
one-on-one learning in labs.”. 

Having material posted 
online means that professors 
can cut down on lecture time 
and add more discussion time. 

“If I taught history, I 
wouldn’t lecture,” said 
Sorensen, who holds a doctor- 
ate in American history. “I'd 
require my students to do 
some investigation and have 
discussions,” said Sorensen. 

An important issue being 
addressed in association with 
Focus 2010 is the issue of get- 
ting the faculty and staff on- 


technology in the classroom 


board with the idea. 

“We are a digital cam- 
pus, they [faculty and staff] 
are expected to use it,” said 
Sorensen. “There’s an awful 
lot of training occurring 


right now. We have a very ~ 


heavy training program. 
[Future hires] are used to 
the technology.” 

The question _ still 
remains, why all of the 
change? 

“We're just trying give 
customers what they want,” 
said John Murphy, Dean of 
the College of Arts and 
Science.

For some it 
may be forced upon them, 
while others decide to tag 
along with their friends. 


“T believed in Santa | 


because every year I got pres- 


“ents from him,’ said Anna 


Ebert, a junior in packaging. 

“I believed in Santa 
Claus because it was the 
thing to do at that age,” said 
Allyson Richards, a senior in 
retail merchandising and 
management. 

According to the Web 
site “The North Pole,” the 
American’ version of the 
Santa Claus was inspired by 


‘the Dutch legend of Sinter 


Klaas, brought by settlers to 
New York in the 17th centu- 
ry. As early as 1773 the name 


“appeared in the American 


press as “St. A Claus,” but 
the author Washington 
Irving gave Americans their 
first detailed information 
about Saint Nicholas. 
Perhaps what made 
Santa more realistic is the 
classic reply of the editor of 
New York Sun in response to 
the 8-year old Virginia O' 
Hanlon's inquiry whether 
there really was a Santa 
Claus. The editor replied 
“Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa 
Claus,” which made Santa 
real for every child thereafter. 
Saint Nick received his 
shape in a 1823 poem, “A 
Visit From Saint Nicholas,” 
more commonly known as 
“The Night Before 
Christmas” by Clement 
Clarke Moore. Moore includ- 
ed the names of the reindeer; 
Santa Claus's laughs, winks, 
nods and the method by 
which Saint Nicholas travels 
up and down the chimney. 
The American image of 
Santa Claus was elaborated 
by illustrator Thomas Nast, 
who added details as Santa's 
workshop at the North Pole 
and Santa's list of the good 
and bad children of the world. 
“T think that believing in 


fictional characters enhances 


a child's imagination and cre- 
ativity,” said Richards. 

_The figure of Father 
Christmas is based on Saint 
Nicholas, who became one of 
the youngest bishops ever at 
age 17. He would often be 
seen, clad in red and white 
bishop's robes, giving joy to 
poor children by throwing 
gifts in through their win- 
dows. The anniversary of his 
death, December 6, became a 
day to exchange gifts. 

Christmas was not a 
legal holiday until the 1800s. 
A week ~ before 
Christmas 
in 1834, 
Charles 


Dickens published “A 
Christmas Carol.” It was so 
popular that churches and 
governments could not 
ignore the importance of the 
Christmas celebrations. 

“I guess I don’t see the 
harm in believing in Santa Claus. 
Nobody I know is scarred for 
life because they believed 
that a big fat man would slide 
down a. chimney every 
Christmas Eve,” said Richards. 

There are positives and 
negatives to a belief in such fic- 
tional characters like Santa 
Claus, the Easter Bunny, 
Cupid and many others follow 
in the footsteps. Whether indi- 
viduals wish to accept. this 
belief is entirely up to them.

Bush said that numbers 
confirm that the economy is 
growing stronger. 

“Manufacturing activity 
is increasing. Inflation is low.

Bush proposed an 
increase in funding for com-

after a near record-breaking 
turnout of Iowa caucus atten- 
dees gave him an energizing 
first place position with 38 
percent of the votes. 

“Thank you Iowa, well... 
Iowa, I love you... You've sent 
me on the way to the Super 
Bowl,” Kerry said 

Kerry appears to be on the 
way to the Democratic Party’s 
super bowl but still needs to 
win several more playoff pri- 
maries as the opposing teams 
prepare to compete again in 
the New Hampshire primary 
next week. 

Sen. John Edwards, D- 
N.C., received 32 percent of 
the votes, former Vermont 
governor Howard Dean 
received 18 percent, Rep. 
Richard Gephardt, D-Mo., 
received 11 percent and Rep. 
Dennis Kucinich, D-Ohio, 
received 1 percent. 

Retired Army General 
Wesley Clark, Sen. Joe 
Lieberman, D-Conn. and the 
Rev. Al Sharpton, who decid- 
ed not to campaign in Iowa, 
received no support.

Companies get address- 
es through other companies 
often times, but the web e- 
mail directory could be 
another culprit. 

This semester, the uni- 
versity has chosen to activate 
a program called iHateSpam 
from Sunbelt Software. The 
program has a 95%+ success 
rate in detecting and quaran- 
tining junk e-mail. 

Starting Friday, Jan. 16, 
the program was re-activat- 
ed after it encountered 


some troubles at the end of 
last semester. 

The- program works by 
scanning the subject line and 
contents of an e-mail for key- 
words, symbols and phrases

that often occur in spam 
mail. It then assigns a point’ 
-value to the message, and 
those which score higher than 
100 points are sent to the 
quarantine folder. Messages 
from people in your contact 
list, as well as UW-Stout e- 
mail users, are never sent to 
the quarantine folder. 

Students are reminded 
to periodically delete the 
contents of the folder since 
the e-mails in that box will 
also count towards their e- 
mail quota. 

However, students can 
choose to not have their e-

Nationally known singer 
and songwriter Mason Jennings 
performed at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout on Friday, 
Nov. 21, 2003. 

Jennings’ folk-rock has 
been compared to Ben 
Harper, Jack Johnson and 
even Bob Dylan. 

“I'd describe him as a 
free-spirited and live-hearted 
performer,” said Nate Reed, 
a senior in graphic design, 
who has seen Jennings 
perform at the Acoustic 
Café. “His music reminds 
me of a cross between Bob 
Dylan and John Mayer.” 

Without the help of a 
major label, Jennings has 
released four albums on his 
Architect Records, selling 
more than 50,000 records. 
Jennings has an anticipated 
fifth album coming out this 
February as well.

Fred McFeeley Rogers 
died at the age of 74 on Feb. 
27, 2003 after a battle with 
stomach cancer. After 30 
years and four Emmys, 
Mister Rogers’ Neighbor- 
hood proved to be one of the 
most popular and memo- 
rable children's shows. 

Three generations of 
children will remember him 
by his trolley that traveled to 
the Neighborhood of Make- 
Believe and Picture-Picture 
that allowed us to go behind 
the scenes to find out how 
things were made. Mister 
Rogers had a way of show- 
ing children a simpler, slow- 
er, gentler way of life. 

“He took off his shoes 
and put on his cardigan and [I 
remember]. the trolley that 
went through his house,” said 
Crystal Prozinski, a freshman 
in apparel and design. 

Rogers was a 
Presbyterian minister and 
had a master’s degree in

generic, standard tunes, 
Jennings says he tries to pour 
honesty and beauty into his 
songs, not just a punch line. 

With witty, vivid lyrics 
and deep, thoughtful mes- 
sages, The New York Times has 
called Jennings a songwriter 
to watch, and the St. Paul 
Pioneer Press called him a 
voice of a generation. 

Jennings, originally born 
in Hawaii, moved to 
Minneapolis, Minn. when he 
was 19 because he loved the 
big, open sky and the 
abundance of music venues 
in the Twin Cities area. 

He started his musical 
career playing the drums, 
moved on to the bass, the 
piano and ended up with 
the electric guitar. 

Jennings says that play- 
ing these various instru- 
ments not only helps him 
relate to his band but has 
helped him write and 
visualize songs from a 
different perspective.

puppets in the 
Neighborhood of Make- 
Believe. 

“Mister Rogers is a leg- 
end that will not be forgot- 
ten,” said Prozinski.

Ed Meierkort and the 
Blue Devils have seen their 
last days together. The head 
football coach who has 
walked the sidelines of the 
University of Wisconsin 
Stout for the past 11 years, 
will not be _ returning 
next season. 

Meierkort has accepted 
the position of head football 


coach at NCAA Division II 


University of South Dakota, 
in Vermillion, SD. 

Coach Meierkort was 
the most successful coach in 
Blue Devil history with a 
record of 55-55; the record 
may only be .500, but over 
the past four seasons the 
Blue Devils have posted a 
record of 29-11, the best over 
a four year span in Blue 


Devil history. 

"This was almost 
an impossible decision," 
Meierkort said. "It would 


have been easier to stay, but 
after 11 years, it was time to 
take a chance and see what 
I can do." 

"South Dakota has 36 full 
scholarships, a 10,000 seat 
domed stadium and a budg- 
et that is bigger than life. 
Plus, being in the NCC 
[North Central Conference] 
has always been exciting to 
me," Meierkort said.

Starting as early as 
September 2003, two 


University of Wisconsin- 
Stout students and one facul- 
ty member began attempts to 
try to break the master key 
code. While they did not 
have access to a master key, 
they attempted to create one 
by using key blanks and by 
taking apart locks to learn 
the “code” that would open 
all of the university’s locks. 


-“We believe we had a _ 


very secure key system; it 


was just that we had three 


people who were willing and 
able to spend a huge amount 
of time to figure this out,” 


said Lisa Walter, Chief of 


Police for UW-Stout. 

University Police exam- 
ined all police reports from 
the time period of the key 
making and concluded that 
no criminal activity was 
_ committed as a result of the 
_ duplicate keys. 

In December, a student 
living in the residence halls 
reported suspicious activity 
in a room near him, and on 
December 17, a ‘search war- 
rant was issued by a Dunn 
County judge to search the 
dorm room. The search 
uncovered evidence that 
informed police of the keys. 

Approximately 10,000 
doors are housed in UW- 
Stout’s state and auxiliary 
buildings. State buildings are 
those that contain the admin- 
istrative or academic func- 
tions of the university, such 
as Harvey Hall and the 
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All university locks have been temporarily re-keyed after duplicates of the university master key were discov- 
ered in a campus dorm room. The incident has expedited a plan to update all campus locks to a state-of-the- 


art system that cannot be hacked. 


Administration building. 
Auxiliary buildings are those 
that contain the student life 
functions, such as the resi- 
dence halls or the Memorial 
Student Center. 

“When the keys were 
made, there were perhaps 
some pranks because of the 
keys, more of the nature that 
they entered campus off lim- 


_ its or after hours, but there 


was no criminal activity,” said 
Vice Chancellor Diane Moen. 

All of the created keys 
have been recovered. The three 
people involved gave no spe- 
cific reason for the attempts 
and creation of the keys.

against the faculty member,” 
said John Enger, Director of 
University Relations. © 

The faculty member is 
undergoing dismissal pro- 
ceedings and was given 
notice of suspension with pay 
during that process. There is 
no suspension without pay 
under university rules. 

Moen said the current

campus lock system dates 
back to the 1960s. A plan has 
already been in place for the 


- upgrade of the locks within 


the next two to five years; 
however, this plan has been 
expedited in order to main- 
tain campus security. The 


- new projected time frame is 


six to nine months. The new 
lock system will be state-of- 
the-art, and it will not be pos- 
sible to hack in to. 

The replacement of the 
locks in all university build- 
ings is estimated to be 
around $470,000, of which 
approximately $300,000 will 
be for the state-owned build- 


‘ings and $170,000 will be for 


the auxiliary buildings. 

A more accurate figure is 
still trying to be worked out. 
A ~ locksmith — already 
employed by the campus 
will complete the work, but 
outside help is being 
explored to make the process 
run more smoothly. 

Administration is still 
considering many different 
options to fund the lock 
change. The state has been 
asked to provide assistance. 

The current time con- 
straint will not add any cost 
to the original replacement 
plan and may even cost less 
than estimated. Until the 
new key system can be 
installed, the campus has 
been temporarily re-keyed to 
ensure the safety of students, 
staff and information within 
university buildings. 

“No one has the right to 
put this community in jeop- 
ardy,” said Chancellor 
Charles Sorensen. 


Gov. Doyle delivers State of the State address

In his Jan. 21 State of the 
State address, Governor 
James Doyle contrasted his 
first year’s performance to a 
handful of other deficit-suf- 
fering states, claiming his 
approach to balancing the 
state’s budget was thorough 
but not thoughtless. 

The governor listed his 
thoughtful tactics: he cut 
government spending by 
$1.5 billion, cut 2,300 state 


jobs and protected educa- 
tion, health care and public 
safety. 

“Wisconsin is back on 
track,” Doyle said. “We did it 
without raising taxes.” 

Assembly Speaker John 
Gard, R-Peshtigo, told The 
Capital Times that he agreed 
to work with Gov. Doyle on 
reducing the state’s tax 
burden. 

But, he added, “for 
families struggling to pay 
for the property tax increas- 
es they got, thanks to 


Governor Doyle's veto of 


the freeze, the state of the

Democratic presidential 
candidates fled the snowy 
landscape of New Hampshire 
in a flurry Tuesday, after pri- 
mary results provided the 
necessary momentum for 

_ most of the candidates to take 
on seven states in seven days. 

John Kerry remained 
leader of the pack of candi- 
dates, claiming 39 percent of 
the votes. Howard Dean held 
26 percent; Gen. Wesley 
Clark commanded 12 per- 
cent; John Edwards ruled 12 
percent; Joe Lieberman pos- 
sessed nine percent; Dennis 
Kucinich welcomed two per- 
cent and Al Sharpton was left 
wanting with zero percent of 
the vote. President George 
Bush gained 85 percent of the 
62,927 Republican votes. 

Kerry exclaimed his love 
for New Hampshire and Iowa 
to a virtual audience over the 
din of the crowd of 
Manchester, N.H., supporters. 

“I hope to love a lot more 
states in the future,” Kerry 
said prior to heading to St. 
Louis, Mo. for a Wednesday 
afternoon rally. 


“Voted Best Salon by UW-Stout for the last seven years" 
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Edwards also said he 
was pleased with the results 
that gave his campaign for- 
ward momentum. 

“New Hampshire has 
been very good to a visitor 
from North Carolina,” 
Edwards said. “We went from 
five percent to 32 percent.” 

Post-primary numbers 
did not discourage any of 
the campaigners. The candi- 


date’s roadies began tearing 


down equipment and load- 
ing up the buses shortly 
after victory speeches for a 
long drive to warmer cli- 
mates and some southern 
hospitality before next 
week’s primaries and cau- 
cuses in Arizona, Delaware, 
Missouri, New Mexico, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma 
and South Carolina. 
According to Edwards’ 
Web site, he will make a 24- 
hour tri-state marathon tour 
through Durant and Tulsa, 
Okla., on his way to his 
“Bringing It Home” tour in 
Orangeburg, S.C., and con- 
tinue on to Springfield and 
St. Louis, Mo. Edwards will 
be picking up some of Dick 
Gephardt’s campaign staff 
for the push into Missouri. 
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Dean went home for a 


‘day and will begin anew 


Thursday in Lansing, Mich. 
before dashing to debate in 
South Carolina then rebound- 
ing between Missouri and 
New Mexico with a side trip 
into Arizona. 

A report in Frontrunner 
said that Gen. Clark, who is 
in a vote-for-vote race with 
Dean, flew his support 
troops south for an assault 
on South Carolina, Arizona, 
Oklahoma and New Mexico 
on Wednesday. 

Lieberman, now known 
as MoJoe by his staff, fol- 
lowed - the crowd to 
Oklahoma. According to his 
Web site, leading supporters 
in the Feb. 3 primary states 
are demanding that he carry 
his fight to their state. 

Fifth in running, 
Kucinich, spent Wednesday 
in Oklahoma, Thursday in 
South Carolina and will 
move on to New Mexico and 
Arizona on Friday, accord- 
ing to the schedule posted 
on his Web site. 

According to The 
Associated Press, over 200,000 
democratic voters made it to

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Kutcher 5 drama debut leaves no effect

For many actors, type- 


casting is a very real danger. 


It essentially means a limited 
time of great success in only 
‘one role, with the under- 
_ standing that as soon as the 
" public gets sick of you, you 
never work again. 


- Ashton Kutcher has come’ 


to the realization that the 

moronic bungler he’s used to 

playing on “That 70s Show 
“won't carry him forever. 

The resulting film is “The 
Butterfly Effect,” a dark cross- 
ing of “Back to the Future” 

with Hitchcock, lacking the 
originality and charm of the 
first and the skilled direction 
and writing of the second. 

In it, Kutcher plays 
against type as a tormented 
genius that tampers with the 
past to correct the traumas of 
his childhood, each’ time 
unleashing an alternate uni- 

verse worse than the one with 
which he started. 

Oddly enough, he’s not 
really that bad in the role. 
There’s a certain straightfor- 
ward realism to his perform- 
ance that deserves credit, but 
only to a point. 

If you pay any attention 
to Kutcher’s eyes, there’s 
nothing going on there. I 
could never shake the feeling 
that I was only watching 
someone reciting lines he’s 
memorized from a script. 
Nothing original, nothing 
new. It’s not that he’s terrible; 
he’s unremarkable. 

For instance, Kutcher 
never does anything with the 
several different versions of 
himself he’s supposed to 
play. Every character sur- 
rounding Kutcher is changed 
drastically each time he 
manipulates the space-time 
continuum, but Kutcher 
stays essentially the same no 
matter the circumstances. 

He may wake up without 
any arms, as a frat boy, or in

He 
continues his time traveling 
until either everything is 
fixed, or he accidentally 
causes the world to explode. 
His final alteration of time is 
supposed to come off as a 
sacrifice, but doesn’t really. 

What saves this movie is 
its supporting cast. Amy

characters that go through 
every extreme of good and 
bad as a result of Kutcher’s 
time manipulations.

How many times have 
Viking’s fans been disap- 
pointed? They've been let 
down more than Packer’s 


fans will ever be. The 
Vikings have only been in 
the league half the time the 
Packers have. 

Bring on next season and 
see how the Vikings, or pos- 
sibly the Packers, may fold. 

Green Bay Offensive 
Coordinator Tom Rossley 
fielded one of the best overall 
offenses in NFL history. 

In fact, no other team in 
the league has rushed for at 
least 2,500 yards, passed 
3,300 yards, completed 65 
percent of passes, rushed for 
18 touchdowns and passed 
32 touchdowns. 

What's more, only two 
NFL teams over the last 20 
seasons have — combined 
2,558 yards rushing with at 
least 3,377 yards passing: the 
2001 Pittsburgh Steelers and 
the 1988 Cincinnati Bengals. 

The Packers last fumble 
was on Dec. 7, a win vs. 
Chicago on a Favre-Green 
exchange. After that, the 
team executed its last 343 
offensive plays - including 
postseason - 
fumble. 

Green Bay closed 2003 


without a 


without losing a fumble over 
its last 405 offensive snaps 
(since Nov. 27 at Detroit). 
Ahman Green did not fum- 
ble during his last 246 offen- 
sive touches (225 rushing 
attempts, 20 receptions and 
one fumble recovery). 

The Packers lost two 
fumbles over its last nine 
games; both were on 
Thanksgiving. 

Including the playoffs, 
Green Bay went 8-1 in games 
without. a fumble and 3-6 
when fumbling. 

Only one other NFL 
team, Kansas City, had 42 
touchdowns, 54 possessions 
and posted a better red-zone 
percentage than ‘Tom 
Rossley's Green Bay unit, 
which went 34-62. 

Green Bay closed the 
regular season allowing just 
three touchdowns in oppo- 
nents' last 18 red-zone pos- 
sessions.

Wisconsin primary slated for Feb. 17

Students can participate 
in the upcoming Wisconsin 
non-partisan primary, to be 
held on Feb. 17, if they are 18 
years of age, a citizen of the 


United States and are regis-_ 


tered to vote. 

The Help America Vote 
Act of 2002 requires any per- 
son registering to vote to pro- 
duce a Wisconsin driver’s 
license, identification card or 
last four digits of their social 
security number. 

Graphic communica- 
tions management senior 
Ken Fournier did not hesitate 
when asked if he was regis- 
tered to vote. He recalled that 


he was automatically regis- 
tered to vote at age 18 when 
he registered for selective 
service in Eau Claire, Wis. 

Not all Wisconsin munic- 
ipalities require registration, 
however, Menomonie does. - 
If students intend to register 
in their hometown, they 
should call the county clerk 
in their municipality for fur- 
ther information. 

City of Menomonie 
Clerk, Jo Ann Kadinger, 
said this is the first time 
that the non-partisan presi- 
dential primary is being 
held in February, apart from 
the April state and local 
election. She said the num-

The University of 
Wisconsin System Board of 
Regents recently approved 
sabbaticals for 11 University 
of Wisconsin-Stout faculty for 
the 2004-05 academic year.

First semester sabbati- 
cals were granted to Brian 
Bergquist, hospitality and 
tourism; Rita Christoffersen, 
technology; Janette Hare, 
human development. and 
family studies; Howard Lee, 
School of Education; 
Howard Parkhurst, School of 
Education; Don Olsen, tech- 
nology; and Robert Schuler, 
English and philosophy. 

Second semester sabbati- 


cals were granted to Danny 
Bee, technology; and Amy 
Gillett, School of Education. 

Full year sabbaticals 
were granted to Jafar Jafari, 
hospitality and tourism; and 
Richard Tafalla, psychology. 

“A sabbatical is not-a 
vacation,” said Richard 
Tafalla, psychology. 

Tafalla has applied for a 
Fulbright ‘scholarship to 
attend the National 
University of Galway, in 
Galway, Ireland. He hopes to 
conduct research and teach 
graduate level classes there if 
the scholarship is awarded to 
him. He will find out if it was 
granted as early as March, or 
as late as June. 

Stress physiology is one 
of Tafalla’s professional inter- 
ests. He plans to research and 
learn about laboratory meas- 
ures of stress, such as heart 
rate and blood pressure, in a 
post-doctoral laboratory if he

This past week, the 
Defense Department 
announced that they were 
going to be launching a new 


offensive against Al Qaeda. 


in Afghanistan this spring, 
with the hopes of bringing 
down Osama bin Laden. ~ 

I could not be happier 
with this news, as we need to 
stop Al Qaeda. But why is 
this taking so long? 

Flash back to the first 
part of the year 2001. The 
US. was still in its happy-go- 
lucky pre-9/11 stage, and 
most of the population was 
comfortably numb in their 
middle-class splendor. 

Osama bin Laden, on the 
FBI "most wanted" list, was 
having kidney trouble, and 
from July 4 through July 14, 
2001, bin Laden underwent 
dialysis treatment at an 
American hospital in Dubai, 
funded by the U.S. Army.

The winning ad was 
done very tastefully and 
attempted to pose a serious 
question to a nation whose 
president says, "...We will 
not pass along our problems 
to other congresses, other 
presidents and other genera- 
tions."

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As. I am sitting on the 
plane for the last leg of my 
journey, I look back on the 
questions that ran through 
my head before I began this 
trip. Am I going to learn any- 


thing? Will the culture be 
what I expected? How will 
eating and drinking improve 
my college career? 
Over this last Winterm, I 
embarked on an adventure 
that about. thirty-five to 
forty students take every 
year through International 
Programs. It is described 
through its course title, 
Wine and Food Pairing. This 
Winterm, the course hap- 
pened to be held in Mallorca,

Whether it is a semester, 
Winterm, summer term or a 
year, studying abroad is a 
way to move beyond the 
American culture and the 
small community of the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout. Now, this is not to say 


that students and faculty are ~ 


not cultured and are small- 
minded, but being immersed 
in a completely different cul- 
ture is a new experience for 
most UW-Stout students 
studying abroad. 

Am I going to learn any- 
thing? That question was the 
most frequently asked by my 
parents, family and friends. Of 
course I’m going to learn. UW- 
Stout would not have a class 
available if you weren't going to 
absorb some new knowledge. 

I embraced another cul- 
ture while learning more 
about wine than I thought 
possible. The tricks and tech- 
niques applied to the charac- 
teristics of different wines 
and types of food are basicand 
priceless. I will not be able to 
forget them if I continue to 
practice what I learned. 

“It was a great learning 
experience,” said Kari Fencl, 
a senior in family and con- 
sumer sciences. 

Will the culture be what I 
expected? The answer to this 
is both yes and no. During 
December, before the class 
left, there was an informa- 
tional meeting to go over the 
expectations and details 
regarding the trip. 


In preparation for the 
trip, the International 
Programs. office and. Dr. 
Martha Wallen, a professor 


-in speech language theater 


and. music, assembled a 
packet giving the students 
some background on the 
cities that were on the itiner- 
ary. Also included was 
advice from former students 
that had. traveled and stud- 
ied in Spain. 

However, this was not 
the same as actually being in 
Spain and only using the 
small bit of Spanish that I 
could remember from high 
school. The more noticeable 
cultural differences involved 
time and local’s attitudes 
towards tourists. 

Time is relaxed in Spain. 
There is always a two to 
three hour siesta in the after- 
noon, which put a damper 
on any shopping, touring or 
eating plans for those late- 
risers in the group. To be 
honest, I loved their laid- 
back, stress-free but responsi- 
ble lifestyles. 

In each city we visited, 
tourists were received quite 
differently. Pamplona, a city 
in the northern mainland, 
preferred to cater their fel- 
low Spaniards on holiday. 
But for me it was difficult to 
break through the language 
barrier and the unfriendly 
stares. 

In Palma, however, it is 
normal for the locals to 
encounter tourists daily. 
According to some locals, 
Palma is a popular destina-

“There are tax benefits as 
interest, and real estate taxes 
are tax deductible. For this to 
benefit the owner, they have 
to have taxable income and 
many students do not have 
enough income where they 
have to- pay taxes,” said

upkeep. Do students have the 
time required to care for the 
upkeep of their investment? 
“Tn many cases you now 


will become a landlord and 
all of the repairs, mainte- 
nance and problems are your 
concerns,” said Kryshak. 
“Many of these will require 
cash to fix, which-students 
may not have on an imme- 


diate basis.” 


“For some _ students, 


especially those who get 


involved with an investment 
later in their college careers, 
selling their home upon 
graduation - in a college 
town - could be problemat- 

ic,” said Kennedy. 

Another drawback is 
making payments. 

“You will need to 
remember that you do not 
only have to make a payment 
on the loan, but you must 
also pay real estate taxes,” 


said Kryshak. “This can sub- 


stantially add to your costs.” 
“Property values have 
historically gone up and if 
your home increases in 
value, you again have gained 
by increasing your invest- 
ment,” said Kryshak. “My 
only caution here is that not 
every home goes up in value.” 
A certain percentage of 
students on campus may 
have no idea how to 
approach buying a house. 
Fortunately, there are partic- 
ular steps involved with 
becoming a homeowner.

“The first step, from my 
perspective, would be that 
you have adequate cash 
flow for the down payment, 
expenses of purchase and 
for items that need immedi- 
ate fixing,” said Kryshak.

Summer warmth may

Lyall announces retirement

Katharine Lyall, presi- 
dent of the University of 
Wisconsin System, 
announced last Wednesday 
that she will be retiring after 


- 12 years of service. 


Lyall, 62, said she would 
stay until her replacement 
arrives or until Sept. 1 at the 
latest. In September, she will 
begin a year’s appointment 
as a visiting senior scholar of 
economics at the Carnegie 
Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching in 


Palo Alto, Calif. 


“It has been extremely 
exciting to lead to the 


~ world’s best university sys- - 
tem and a great privilege to _

serve~ the” 
Wisconsin in that role,” Lyall 
said in a press release. “I 
leave with a great sense of 
pride in all we have accom- 
plished, especially in the 
more than 300,000 students 
who have graduated from 
our four-year campuses dur- 
ing my tenure.” 

After serving for eight 
months as acting president, 
Lyall was named president 
of the UW System in April 
1992. She succeeded Kenneth 
(Buzz) Shaw, who had left to 
be the chancellor at Syracuse 


_University. 


Lyall served as executive 
vice president for five years 
under Shaw, having come to 
the UW System as vice presi- 
dent for academic affairs and 
professor of economics from 
The Johns Hopkins 
University in 1982. 

John Wesoloek, dean of 
the College of Human 
Development, has been at 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout since 1969 and has seen 
the university go through 
many changes. 

“I feel Katharine was a 
very strong leader for us and 
always had stable growth 
and continuous quality 
improvement of our state’s 
higher education system in 
mind when she made key 
decisions,” Wesolek said. 

“The continuous erosion 
of state dollars to support the

significant cuts caused her to 
think differently on how we 
sustain quality without addi- 
tional dollars.” . 

Lyall’s tenure had many 
challenges with sharp state 
budget cutbacks in the mid- 
1990s and again over the past 
two years. — 

According to a UW 
System press release, she 
responded by streamlining 
the university’s bureaucracy, 
downsizing the UW System 
staff and making the system 
the most efficient university 
system in the United States, a 
feat for which she has been 
recognized by higher educa- 
tion leaders. 

“Katharine Lyall is one 
of higher education’s most 
gifted leaders,” Donna 
Shalala, former UW-Madison 
Chancellor and Health and 
Human Services Secretary, 
said in a press release. “She 
has significantly increased 
the quality of the System’s 
institutions.” 

Shalala is now president 
of the University of Miami. 

Lyall hired more than 50 
chancellors, some of whom 


have gone on to lead higher 
education systems and pres- 
tigious organizations across 
the country. 

Many credit Lyall for 
helping the UW’s collection 
of 15 institutions evolve into 
a much more collaborative 
and interdependent system 
during the past 12 years. 

“She understood and 
respected the mission of each 
of the campuses,” said UW- 
Stout Chancellor Charles 
Sorensen. “She encourage 
UW-Stout to plan and imple- 
ment new academic pro- 
grams such as applied sci- 
ence and engineering. 

“She strongly endorsed 
and supported our e-Scholar 
initiative.” 

According to John Enger, 
Director of University 
Relations, finding a replace- 
ment for Lyall will be diffi- 
cult given the current finan- 
cial climate. 

“Her successor must be 
able to lead the system 
through fundamental change 
to meet the state’s needs in 
the 21st century, while pre- 


serving its core mission,” 


Enger said. 

Toby Marcovich, presi- 
dent of the Board of Regents, 
said he will put the presiden- 
tial search on a fast track, 
appointing a search-and- 
screen committee within the 
next few weeks with the goal 
of having the Regents name a 
successor to Lyall by June. 

“We will search through- 
out the nation for the best 
possible candidate to fill this 
critical position because it 
will take an extraordinary 
individual to follow in 
President Lyall’s footsteps,” 
Marcovich said in a UW 
statement. 

Lyall is the first woman 
ever to serve as UW System 
president. Her 12-year term 
as president represents one 
of the longest tenures of any 
university system president 
in modern times. The nation- 
al average is now less than 
five years for such a post. 

Wesolek said, “I believe 
that her successor will have 
to be a person who is adept 
at politics and gaining 
resources from state gov- 
ernment.”

by a professional tax advisor. 

The professional then 
answers a single question for 
the client and any questions 
that fall under the original 
question. It costs $19.95 for 
the single question and 
queries that fall underneath 
that question, but is an addi- 
tional $19.95 for all extra 
questions. The starting rate 
to actually file the taxes at 
this Web site is $24.95. 

Another way for stu- 
dents to file for taxes is to go 
to http://irs.gov. This Web 
site gives students links to 
various companies that 
allow students to file taxes 
for free. = 

Students must - first 
determine which company 
they want to file with and 
then determine if they are 
eligible to file for free with 
this company. Most students 
will fall under the eligibility 
of the companies but must be 
cautious to read the eligibili- 
ty rules carefully. 

If the rules are misread 
and a student files with a cer- 
tain company to which they 
are ineligible, they can be 
charged large amounts for 
the work the company does 
for them.

The only things needed 
are a Social Security number, 
filing status (married, single, 
etc.) and the refund amount 
given on the statement from 
when the taxes were filed. 

The Internet has provid- 
ed a way for students to take 
care of finances by them- 
selves without having to 
concern their parents. It is 
accessible to many students 
across campus. 

For those who are not 
inclined, 
they can also use the phone 
to file their taxes. Telefile is a 
phone number, listed on the 
tax form one gets from their 
employers, that has easy step 
by step instructions over the 
phone to file taxes. 

“T use Telefile because it 
saves me time, and I get the 
refund back so much quicker 
in the mail,” said Kurt

The Stout Student 
Association (SSA), in con- 
junction with Ron _Kind’s 
office, will be hosting a town 
hall-style meeting on 
Monday, Feb. 23 from 3-4 
p-m. in the Great Hall of the 
Memorial Student Center. 

The focus of the meeting 
is to get student input on the 


re-authorization of. the 
Higher Education Act. 
Chancellor Charles 


Sorensen will also be present 
at the forum. 

The Higher Education 
Act would increase the 
Federal Pell Grant maximum 


by $1,000 per year for the 
next six years starting in the 
2004-05 academic year. 

The Pell Grant assists stu- 
dents who would otherwise

one morning and noticed a 
male who looked like Boss on 
his hands and knees in the 
showers, peering under the 
curtains at the other shower- 
ing residents.

Recently, the State of 
Massachussetts’ _ highest 
court issued a ruling allow- 
ing civil unions between 
same-sex couples. This issue 
has been a hot topic in polliti- 
cal debates, as many people 
hold violently different 
views on this subject. 

Mixing morality and pol- 
itics is always a. fuel for an 
intense fire. While one side 
of the debate maintains that 
marriage is a religious con- 
struct between a man and a 

“woman, the other side sug- 
gests that people should be 
free to do as they please, and 
that gay couples are entitled 
to what other couples have. 

Massachusetts becomes 
the first state that will allow 
couples of the same sex to 
join in civil unions. While 
these laws do not have any 


' direct effect on the rest of the — 


nation, they are an indica- 
tion of the direction of mod- 
ern politics. 

Vermont and California 
have granted some mar- 
riage-like protections to 
same-sex couples. 

Wisconsin has issued SB 
233 and AB 475 to modify the 


state constitution to read that 
“marriage is between one 
man and one woman.” These 
changes were proposed in 
the fall of 2003. 

“The Wisconsin 
Constitution is one of the 
oldest state constitutions 


outside of New England and | 


has historically been used to 
expand freedom and liberty, 
like granting women the 
right to vote. This would be 
the first time our constitution 
was amended to restrict free- 
dom,” said Joshua Freker, 
Public Education Director 
for Action Wisconsin in a 
press release. 

Action Wisconsin is a 
Wisconsin-based freedom-to- 


marry group. 
Action Wisconsin 
strongly opposes these 


amendments because the 
organization believes that 
same-sex couples should 
have the same rights as any 
other couples. 
“The Family Research 
Institute (FRI). of Wisconsin 
commends the 57 
Republicans and 11 
Democrats who voted in 
support of the bill, looking 
past the heated political rhet- 
oric and name-calling that 


took place during the 
lengthy - floor debate,” 
Julaine K. Appling, 


Executive Director of FRI; 
said in a press release. 
“These 68 representa- 
tives were reflecting the will 
of the people who put them 
in office and understood the 


core issue: that to leave the

current law as it is makes 
Wisconsin vulnerable to hav- 
ing a court determine how 
the state will define mar- 
riage,” Appling said. 

FRI is a statewide non- 
profit, non-partisan, pro- 
family education and 
research organization head- 
quartered in Madison. 

Currently, 39 states have 
laws restricting marriage to 
heterosexual couples, two 
states have limited legal 
recognition: for gay couples, 
two states offer marriage-like 
protections, one state offers 
civil marriage and nine 
states, including Wisconsin, 
have no law regarding same- 
sex couples. 

President Bush says a 
constitutional amendment 
may be necessary if judges 
continue to approve them. 
The president also said he 
believes marriage should be 
between a man and a 
woman. 

Massachussets Senator 
John Kerry, the front-run- 
ner for the Democratic 
Presidential nomination, 
said he disagrees with the 
ruling of the Massachussetts 
court, but believes homo- 
sexual couples should be 
entitled to civil unions, as 
well as other rights such as 
health insurance.

50 first date 


Mixed-genre movies 
don’t come with more 
mixed results than romantic 
comedies. Whether it’s a 
garden-variety chick flick or 
an “American Pie” movie, 
the majority of romantic 
comedies end up with too 
little or too much comedy or 
an unconvincing romance, 
sometimes both. 

In the hands of most 
directors, romance and com- 
edy don’t complement each 
other; instead,.they vie for 
supremacy of the film. 

With that said, in Adam 
Sandler’s “50 First Dates,” 
the romance clearly wins 
out. The few laughs the 
movie gets are far out-

of disbelief suspension is the 
unlikely circumstance of her 
reliving the same day in her 
mind over and over again.

said Biddle. 

After Robinson signed 
with the Brooklyn Dodgers 
in 1947, other major league 
teams signed on the best of 
the NBL players, so the NBL 
slowly fizzled away. 

Unlike their white coun- 
terparts, NLB players never 
received the extra salary bonus- 
es or extended _ health care 
benefits upon retirement. 

The term “Negro 
League” was never copy- 
righted, so none of the mem- 
orabilia proceeds benefited 
the players. 

“We played for the fun of 
the ag ” said Biddle. 


Biddle, often referred to 
as “Kid,” joined the NLB at 
the age of 17 because he had 
a passion for the sport. 

In his first season alone, 
he threw for five wins, which 
met the record set by Bob 
Feller in 1936. 

Born and raised in small 
town Arkansas, Biddles’ mom 
encouraged him and gave 
him $20 to get to tryouts in 
Chicago. He bought a one- 
way ticket for $14 and took a 
bus trip that changed his 
life forever. 

“I didn’t even think about 
how I would get back if I did- 
n't make the Chicago 


American Giants,” said Biddle. 

Two years later, the 
Chicago Cubs were in the 
process of purchasing his 
contract, but he broke his 
ankle sliding into third dur- 
ing spring training. The 
injury ended his career, but 
he still enjoys sharing stories 
about the NLB.

Sorensen reassures 
campus on 2010 


Focus 2010 would put 
more classes online, 
but Sorensen believes 
campus life would 
stay the same

Chancellor Charles Sorensen 
reassured faculty and staff Monday 
that they should feel secure in their 
jobs as the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout moves towards the year 2010. 

“T don’t think this [Focus 2010] is 
a very threatening proposal,” 
Sorensen said. 

The school-wide plan will be 
implemented in an attempt to give 
UW-Stout a marketing advantage 
over other UW system colleges. 
Sorensen’s vision for the year 2010 is 
that UW-Stout will become a 
“hybrid delivery system” that will 
attract a greater number of local and 
regional students. 

“We must stand out,” Sorensen 
said. “This won't change our mis- 
sion. We must make ourselves dis- 


tinctive compared to other schools.” 

One of the goals of Focus 2010 is 
to put the entire general education 
curriculum online. Local and long 
distance students would be able to 
access and work on class assignments 
at any time. The additional students 
will be added externally via distance 
learning technologies. , 

This would allow students to 
access and participate in class activi- 
ties remotely. Chemistry students 
would receive kits in the mail and do 
the lab experiments at home. 

An important issue being 
addressed in association with Focus 
2010 is the issue of getting the faculty 
and staff on-board with the idea. 

Some concerns regarding the role 
of professors in this new online edu- 
cation delivery system came up dur- 
ing the question and answer period 
of the meeting. 

Adjunct (temporary) teachers 
are becoming more common on 
campus as the state seeks new 
means of lowering the operating 
costs of system colleges.

AIDS cases rise on campuses | Abortion still an 
issue for Americans

_ Deficiency Syndrome, better 
known as AIDS, is the most 
dangerous sexually transmit- 
ted disease in terms of mor- 
tality rate. Everyone knows 
about it, but how many peo- 
ple are truly aware of and 
alert to the possibility of con- 
tracting this syndrome? 

Human Immunodefi- 
ciency Virus, or HIV, can be 
acquired by any sexual act 

| involving the transfer of flu- 
ids, or by other fluid transfer 
events such as contact with 

_ blood or used needles. 

HIV is the virus that 
causes AIDS. 

Many college students 
believe that HIV/AIDS will 
never happen to them, that it 
is something that only hap- 
pens to other people, or cer- 
tain groups of people. 

Recently a large out- 
break of HIV/AIDS cases has 
been discovered at the 


University of North 
Carolina-Chapel Hill. In the 
year 2000, UNC health offi- 
cials reported that there were 
six cases of HIV/AIDS diag- 


nosed, but in 2003, 30 new 


cases have been reported, 
making 84 total cases for the 
university. 

“While the incidence of 
HIV among other demograph- 
ic groups in North Carolina 
has remained stagnant, there 
has been a significant spike in 
the number of HIV cases 
among college students,” said 


Dr. Lisa Hightow, an Infectious 


Disease Fellow at UNC. 

The outbreak has also 
been seen in many other col- 
leges, primarily in the South. 
Most of the outbreak has been 
in black men that were having 
sex with other men, although 
new. cases have been found in 
‘other racial groups and sexual 
orientations. 

This recent campus out- 
break of HIV and AIDS can 
largely be attributed to the 
fact that many students are 


not aware that they have the 
virus, and unknowingly 
spread it to their partners. 

Since many students 
believe that HIV/AIDS 
would not happen to them, 
they do not get tested and are 
not able to make informed 
decisions about their sexual 
life. 

The University _ of 
Wisconsin-Stout’s Student 
Health Services offers confi- 
dential HIV/AIDS testing 
and counseling. Anyone 
who has had unprotected 
sex, or has any other reason 
to believe they may have 
come into. contact with 
HIV/AIDS should be tested. 
Testing costs $28 to $48 at 
Student Health Services. 
Condoms can be purchased 
for $3 per dozen. 

HIV/AIDS cannot be 
cured, so the best insurance 
for safety is prevention.

While democrats vie for 
presidential candidacies, 
many issues have come out to 
be discussed and debated. 
This year, senators and gener- 
als alike have clarified their 
stance on topics such as gay 
rights, the war in Iraq, tax cuts, 
immigration and abortion. 

John Kerry, the leading 
democratic candidate, is. in 
favor of abortion rights. 

“I have always believed 
that women control their own 
bodies, their own lives and 
their own destinies,” Kerry 
said in his statement on the 
31st anniversary of Roe v. 
Wade. “We will never, ever let 
this right be taken away.” 

President Bush, on the 
other hand, is pro-life. He 
seeks to ban. partial-birth 
abortions and reduce the 
number of abortions overall. 


Many United States 
abortion rights groups are 
currently concerned with the 
Partial Birth Abortion Ban 
Act of 2003, which was 
signed into law by Bush in 
November 2003. The act bans 
certain types of second 
trimester abortions and does 
not provide any exceptions 
for cases where the woman’s 
life or health is endangered. 

“For years, a terrible 
form of violence has been 
directed against children 
who are inches from birth, 
while the law looked the 
other way,” Bush said at the 
signing of the bill. “Today, at 
last, the American people 
and our government have 
confronted the violence and 
come to the defense of the 
innocent child.”

Kathleen Thomas, who was 
hired on a tenure-track at 
UW-Stout, is concerned that 
adjuncts will be hired to fill 
the additional online cur- 
riculum teaching needs. 
“More and more univer- 
sities are relying on 
adjuncts,” Thomas said. 
Adjuncts are typically 
graduate students meeting 
internship requirements and 
are paid per course, per cred- 
it with no benefits. 
Thomas said she cares 


about her profession and 


questions whether UW-Stout 
can meet the state’s budget 
targets and still continue to 
hire tenure track employees. 

“lm not comfortable 
with this,” Thomas said. 

Sorensen said the goal 
was to have qualified people, 
and the key to that was to 
choose the adjuncts carefully. 

As state funding of 
higher education dwindles, 
the system colleges have to 
come up with unique and 
effective methods of attract- 
ing and_retaining new stu- 
dents and to eliminate or off- 
set enrollment shortfalls. 

The thrust of Focus 2010 
is to use technology as a tool 
to attract new students. 
These same students are also 
being targeted by all of the 
other college admissions 
departments in the state. 
According to Sorensen, UW- 
Stout needs an edge. 

Dean of the College of 
Technology, Engineering and 
Management, Bob Meyer, 
said 2010 is an opportunity to 


draw more people to campus. 

The first part of the 
three-part proposal is a 
statewide mission to estab- 
lish a new relationship with 
the Wisconsin — Technical 
College System that would 
allow for the complete and 
trouble-free transfer of cred- 
its from the technical college 
to UW-Stout by students 
who may wish to obtain a 
bachelor’s degree. 

Secondly, a curricular 
transformation would occur 


‘as UW-Stout continues to 


strive for new and insight- 
ful methods of teaching and 
transferring knowledge 
based on the existing infra- 
structure. These efforts 
would enable the campus to 
become an “adult access 
portal” in an attempt to 
reach more non-traditional 
students. 

“Physically, the students 
won’t come to us,” Sorensen 
said. “You kill distance elec- 
tronically. We're doing this 
right now.” 

Student life and routines 
on campus will not change 
much according to the vision 
of the 2010 working groups. 
However, some new tech- 
nologies will be added to the 
student services menu. New 
services may include online 
and telephone counseling 
sessions and online tutoring. 

The third part of the pro- 
posal is an overall strategy to 
maintain UW-Stout’s posi- 
tion as a leader in education 
implementation and delivery 
systems and to capitalize on 
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its positive reputation in 
business and industry. 

Having material posted 
online means that professors 
can cut down on lecture 
time and add more discus- 
sion time. 

“We are a digital cam- 
pus; they [faculty and staff] 
are expected to use it,” said 
Sorensen.” 

The expectation that pro- 
fessors use online curriculum 
is written into their contracts. 

Online courses are cur- 
rently limited to 12 students. 
Thomas says new hires are 
being given 20 online students. 

Thomas currently has 40- 
60 students in her regular 
classroom classes. 

She thinks the quality of 
education will suffer as more 
coursework is put online, 
and doesn’t think she will be 
able to handle online courses 
in addition to her traditional 
coursework. 

Focus 2010 was intro- 
duced to the student popula- 
tion for the first time during 
the Stout Student 
Association’s (SSA) general 
meeting on Nov. 4, 2003. 

Because of the state’s 


current budget crisis, 
Sorensen and the 
Chancellor’s Advisory 


Council have developed the 
Focus 2010 plan to provide 
the best quality of education 
for the students of UW-Stout. 

According to Sorensen, 
technology should not be 
seen as a burden, but rather 
as an investment.

(also called Dilation and 
Extraction in the second 
trimester) is usually per- 
formed late in the pregnan- 
cy,” explained Laura Cragin, 
a women’s health nurse prac- 
titioner for the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout’s Student 
Health Center. 


With this procedure, the 


mother’s cervix is dilated to 
allow the doctors to locate 
the fetus and extract it in 
breach fashion, to then gouge 
a-hole in the back of the 
fetus’ head with scissors and 
extract the brain. When the 
brain. is suctioned out, the 
skull collapses and the fetus 
is delivered, lifeless. 

According to 
Meadowbrook = Women’s 
Clinic in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, abortion is one of 
the safest types of surgery. 

“Complications from 
having an abortion in the 
first three months of preg- 
nancy are considerably less 
frequent and less serious 
than those associated with 
giving birth,” the clinic stat- 
ed on its Web site. 

The complications. that 
go with abortion are rare, but 
include blood clotting and 
excessive bleeding in the

uterus, infections, tearing of 
the cervix or wall of uterus 
(which may result in a hys- 
terectomy), missed abortion 
and incomplete abortion. 

Meadowbrook reports 
that death occurs one in 
every 160,000 women who 
undergo legal abortions due 
to adverse reactions from 
anesthesia, heart attacks or 
uncontrolled bleeding. 

There are  abortion- 
inducing drugs on the mar- 
ket, such as RU 486, which 
are used only in early preg- 
nancy, usually between the 
fifth and seventh week. 

In the end, the chemical 
combination causes the 


woman's body to expel the 
fetus. Usually this procedure 
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is done in the woman’s pri- 
vate home and without the 
aid of a medical assistant. 

“T personally feel it’s a 
woman’s own private choice, 
and I hope women are 
always provided with infor- 
mation about- choices,” 
Cragin said. 

Lindsey Payne, a junior 
in engineering technology, 
disagrees with abortion and 
believes that Jeremiah 1:5 
says it all. The verse states: 
“Before I formed you in the ~ 
womb I knew you, before you 
were born I set you apart.” 

Payne said, “How is tak- 
ing the life of a child in the 
womb any different than 
taking the life of a living, 
breathing human _ being? 
Our lives are in God’s 
hands, whether we are sur- 
viving off our mother or sur- 
viving on our own.” 

Shawn Peter, a sopho- 
more in general business 
administration, believes 
that abortion should only 
be leagal if its necessary to 
ensure the health of the 
mother. ' 

“Abortion is the sudden 
ending of a person’s life 
during,” Peter said. “It’s 
murder.” 
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‘Passion’ draws curious crowd

Over 200 people packed 
into the lobby of the 
Cinemagic Theater 


Wednesday night to watch 
the second showing of Mel 
Gibson’s “The Passion of 
the Christ.” 

_ The crowd buzzed with 
excitement and their eyes 
shone with anticipation. 
Within moments, those who 
had just finished watching 
the first showing filed out of 
the theater in silence with 
‘looks of bedazzlement and 
awe glazed over their faces. 

It was organized chaos. 

“There’s no words to 
describe it,” said Andrew 
Sparapani, a University of 
Wisconsin-Stout alum. 
“After the movie ended, no 
one said anything; we just 
sat there. 

“Finally, someone got up 
and said a prayer and told us 
we could go. I don’t think 
people would have gotten up 
otherwise.” 

As an outreach to the 
campus and community, 
Campus Crusade for Christ 
(CCC) reserved the theater 
and gave away 810 free tick- 
ets. The group also offered 
free rides to those who don’t 
have a vehicle on campus. 
Overall, CCC spent $5,265 to 


provide this outreach. 

“We've been planning 
for over a month,” said 
Heather Anderson, a fresh- 
man CCC member majoring 
in service management. “Our 
first 500 tickets for 
Wednesday’s two showings 
were gone in 19 minutes, so 
we reserved another show 
for Thursday night.” 

CCC members. visited 
four parishes each of the last 
four weekends to gain spiri- 
tual and financial support for 
their endeavor. Jay 
Anderson, a junior CCC 
member majoring in service 
management, estimated the 
organization was given 
$4,200 in donations. CCC 
doesn’t receive SSA funding, 
but he’s not concerned about 
coming up with the remain- 
der of the money. 

“We didn’t even think 
the movie would be released 
in Menomonie; we were pre- 
pared to drive people to Eau 
Claire or the Cities if need 
be,” said J. Anderson. “God 
will provide.” 

“Passion” was released 
to 59 theaters in Wisconsin. 
Crusaders sent dozens of 
emails to Gibson’s “Passion” 
Web site requesting 
Menomonie be one of the 
selected cities. 

“This wasn’t a small 


thing,” said J. Anderson. 
“By last Tuesday, 35 million 
tickets were pre-sold; 
Christian, big-business own- 
ers paid to rent out theaters 
all over the country and 
then opened the movie up 
for their community.” 

“Passion” has been sur- 
rounded by controversy, as 
critics have attacked the 
vivid, gory details the rated 
R film portrays. 
Theologians have studied 
the film and verified the 
process and tormenting 
tools used in the movie are 
accurate to the time. 

“People have said it’s a 
scary movie, but that’s 
because it’s true,” said 
Jessica Huneke, a freshman 
majoring in human develop- 
ment and family studies. 
“You can read about it in a 
book, but seeing it on film 
gives you a different per- 
spective.” 

Differing from plots of 
other box office hits, 
“Passion” attempts to main- 
stream Christianity to the 
general public. 

“Religion, along with 
other things, is a part of 
diversity,” said Wendy Bant, 
a sophomore majoring in 
hotel, restaurant and tourism 
management.

The 


University of 
Wisconsin-Madison is in 
Madison. UW-Eau Claire is in 
Eau-Claire. UW-La Crosse is 
in La Crosse. So why don’t we 
go to UW- Menomonie? 
UW-Stout is the only 
Wisconsin System school 
not named after the town in 
which it resides, leaving 
many students making their 
own assumptions about 
where the name came from. 

“Stout was named after a 
rich guy,” said Chris Ziegler, 
a freshman majoring in man- 
ufacturing engineering. 

“My best guess is that 
since it wasn’t named after 
the city, it was named after its 
founder,” said Joy VanDeLoo, 
a freshman majoring in 
human development and 
family studies. 

“I think a man with the 
last name Stout saw a need 
to teach people for a better 
educated working group,” 
said Erin Manthey a fresh- 
man majoring in manufac- 
turing engineering. 

The answer is: they’re 
all right. UW-Stout was 
named after a person as 
unique as the school itself, 
James Huff Stout. 

Stout, the son of a mem- 
ber of the board of directors 
of Knapp, Stout & Co. 
Company made Menomonie, 
Wis. his home in 1889. When 
Stout moved to Menomonie, 
he proposed to the city’s 
council to field an experi- 
mental program with a man- 
ual training school. 

According to Kevin 
Thorie, the university 
archivist, the most interest- 
ing thing about Stout was 
that he was well-liked by 


everyone. During a time 
when lawsuits were com- 
mon and cheap to pursue, 
Stout was so wel-liked he 
seemed immune to the court 
craze and was never sued. 

“Think of President 
Bush,” said Thorie. “There are 
people who want to crucify 
him and there are those who 
worship him, but everyone 
wanted to worship Stout.” 

. Stout devoted every- 
thing to people, and because 
of who he was, everyone 
adored him. 

Stout was wealthy, and by 
the time of his death, he had 
contributed $450,000 to the 
university in various build- 
ings, supplies and salaries. 

“The one glaring fault of 
the Menomonie schools was 
the great mass of useless 
verbiage in the various 
courses of study, tending to 
overwork the child, monop- 
olize the time and cumber 
the mind with a mass of use- 
less detail,” said Stout. 

The school opened on 
January 5, 1891, but six years 
later, a fire destroyed one of 
the first buildings. The fol- 


lowing year a stately brick 
building with a huge tower 
was opened. Still an area 
landmark, the manual train- 
ing building is now known 
as Bowman Hall. 

“We have, in this state, 
the best manual training 
school in the country, and 
probably the best in the 
world. At the Menomonie 
schools, boys and girls are 
taken from the grammar 
school and high school into 
the manual training depart- 
ment for an hour a day with- 
out in any way detracting 
from the amount or quality 
of their lessons in the regular 
program,” said former 
President Charles Kendall 
Adams of the State 
University of Wisconsin. 

Stout believed that 
young people should be 
physically and intellectual- 
ly skilled. In 1900, Stout 
had a gymnasium-natatori- 
um built. Included in the 
building was the first 
indoor swimming pool in 
Wisconsin, as well as bowl- 
ing alleys, dressing rooms, 
clubrooms, Turkish baths

and a gym. Students and 
residents of Menomonie 
used the building until it 
was torn down in 1964. 
Stout died after a seven- 
month fight against kidney 
disease on December 8, 
1910. Many people feared 
that the Stout Institute 
would not carry on after his 
death. Fortunately, the con- 
cept of industrial education 
was gaining in popularity in 


Wisconsin and the state 
agreed to assume control 
over the school in 1911. ; 

According to the UW- 
Stout history page, “UW- 
Stout is a monument to the 
man and his ideas- the only 
institution in the UW System 
named for an individual.”

A fear of fat, leading people to their own graves

Girls everywhere are 
dying to be skinny. In some 
cases, literally. Weight has 
become a type of obsession 
for many Americans, to the 
point that five to 10 million 
girls and women and one 
million men in the United 
States are afflicted with 
some type of eating disor- 
der, according to the 
National Eating Disorder 
Association (NEDA). This is 
considered to be a conserva- 
tive estimate. 

The last week in February 


is National Eating Disorder 
Awareness Week, which is a 
week dedicated to promot- 
ing knowledge about dis- 
eases that affect millions of 
Americans, even some of the 
population at the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout. 

The most familiar of 
these diseases are anorexia, 
in which one starves them- 
self and obsessively exercis- 
es; bulimia, 
throws up after eating mass 
amounts of food; binge eat- 
ing; and obesity. 

“Anorexia is a morbid 
disease,” said Rachel Darby, 
a senior in human develop- 
ment and family studies. “I 


where one. 


was diagnosed anorexic with 
bulimic tendencies when I 
was twelve years old.” 

Darby’s disease started 
out by a figure skating judge 
telling her that she was too 
fat to skate at the age of 
eight. Although Darby was 
an average looking and 
weighing second grader, this 
one comment affected the 
rest of her life. 

“I vowed to never again 
to be called fat by anyone. 
Other skaters gave me tips 
on how to eat without gain- 
ing weight. We were like 
family because we all had to 
skate together at different 
places, so we were always 


sharing tips. One of them 
just happened to be throw- 
ing up,” Darby said. 

When she was 12-years- 


old, Darby was 5 feet 6 inch- ° 


es tall and weighed one hun- 
dred and 20 pounds. One of 
her doctors diagnosed her 
with the disease and she*was 
entered into an in patient 
facility for about a month. 
She refers to her eating dis- 
order as ‘Ed’. 

“I played their game 
and went by their rules to 
get out of the hospital. I was- 
n't ready at that age to let go 
of Ed yet. Ed was such a part 
of me. I felt that if I lost Ed, 
my parents would love me 


less. I was the perfect Rachel. 
And I could control every- 
thing when I had Ed. Life 
was more chaotic when I 
was trying to get better, so I 
stopped trying.” 

~ Darby’s disease contin- 
ued to progress throughout 
high school until she was 18 
years old. By this time she 
had been anorexic for close 
to 10 years. She was eating 
five saltine crackers for 
breakfast, one teaspoon of 
yogurt for lunch and 10 
grapes for dinner. If she ate 
anything else, she would 
throw it up.

“People knew, but no 
one would say anything. In 
the end, I would wear two 
pairs of jeans and several 
sweatshirts because I didn’t 
want anyone to know how 
skinny I was,” said Darby. 
“People. would say, ‘I can 
count your bones,’ but when 
I got home all I could do was 
sit in front of the mirror for 
hours and pinch the parts of 
my body I thought were fat.” 

When she was a junior in 
high school, Darby’s mother 
brought her to a morgue and 
asked her to help pick out 
her own coffin. 

“She told me I would 
probably die if I didn’t stop, 
and she wanted me to be 
buried in something of my 
choice. It didn’t work, but she 
was trying to scare me into it.” 

In the middle of her sen- 
ior year, Darby weighed only 
82 pounds at the height of 5 
feet and 6 inches. In the mid- 
dle of a speech she collapsed. 

“They told me that my 
body was eating itself up 
from the inside,” Darby said. 

Her parents gave her 
medical custody to the court 
system in an attempt to save 
her life. Darby was told she 
could be institutionalized for 
three years, or start a program 
to get better. She had been in 
and out of hospitals 23 times 
since she was originally diag- 
nosed at the age of 12.

Disorders/ Battle against anorexia and bulimia wears on

Weight obsession is a common problem in college aged stu- 
dents. Anorexia and bulimia are only two of the many types. 


“Tt consumes your whole 
life,” Darby said. “It does not 
define you, but it becomes a 
part of you.” 

Darby agreed to enter a 
program to help her start get- 
ting over her eating disorder. 
She was fed through a tube 
for the first month in the hos- 
pital and was not allowed to 
leave her bed. 

“They were worried 
about me exercising, even as 
much as walking out of my 
room and back into it,” said 
Darby. “I couldn’t even sit 
up in bed when I first got 
there because I was just too 
weak. When I could walk, 
they wouldn't let me.” 

After the first month, 
Darby started to eat on her 
own. The hospital gave her 
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meals that contained 1,000 
calories, three times daily. If 
she could not eat all of the 
food within a half an hour, 
she had to drink an Ensure 
shake. When she still was 
not gaining weight, they 
moved her diet up to 5,000 
calories a day. 

“Tt was hard because I 
couldn’t decide ‘I’m not hun- 
gry’ or ‘I don’t like to eat 
that,” said Darby. “The 
hardest part was when I 
went from the size zero to a 
size five. I freaked out. My 
friends would come to see 
me, and I had to explain to 
them all the times I had lied. 
They knew I was lying, but 
they never brought it up until 
after I was in the hospital.” 

Darby was in the hospi- 


- 
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tal for six months total until 
they allowed her to go home. 
After she went home, she 
had to sleep on a mattress in 
the hallway so that her exer- 
cise could be monitored. 
When they moved her mat- 


" tress back into her room they 


had to put video cameras up 
to watch her. 

At 21, Darby continues to 
be conscious of her old ways 
while trying to maintain a nor- 
mal life. “I feel like I’m at a nor- 
mal place,” Darby said. “But I 
will never be cured. They say 
there’s a seven year period 
when I could relapse, but Ed 
will be with me forever.” 

Like Darby, many college 
students suffer daily from an 
eating disorder. Darby hopes 
that her experiences can help 
other students who may be 
having problems themselves. 

“One of the hardest parts 
is that I did this to myself. I 
had to have reconstructive 
back surgery at the age of 18, 
and I will never be able to 
have children. The effects of 
those 10 years will always be 
there,” Darby said. 

There are many signs to 
look for if a loved one has 
weight problems. For those 
with anorexia, look for peo- 
ple who never eat food with 
a lot of calories. They may 
cut their food up into really 
small pieces and only eat a 
few, or exercise obsessively 


every day. People who stop 
eating also get a fuzz on their 
face. that is comparable to 
that of peach fuzz and they 
will start losing their hair. 

Something to look for in 
a person with bulimia is eat- 
ing huge amounts of food 
but losing weight. Also, if 
they leave during or after 
meals at every meal in order 
to go to the bathroom. 

“When faced with an 
eating disorder individuals 
can feel lonely and scared, 
not always aware of or will- 
ing to recognize why they 
are suffering,” said Barbara 
Hackbarth, a graduate stu- 
dent in the mental health 
counseling program. “When 
friends and family suspect a 
loved one is experiencing an 
eating disorder they can feel 
frightened for the individual 
and unsure of how to 
approach him or her with 
their concern.” 

Visiting a counsler as 
soon as possible is a good 
technique. They can inform 
patients if they have a dis- 
ease and how to help them. 
There are many sites on the 
web that can be accessed 
also, such as www.national 
eatingdisorders.org. 

“If you know someone 
who has an eating disorder 
the best thing you can do is 
try to get them professional 
help,” said Darby.

the Old 400 Depot closes up the dining room until tomorrow.

The 
Price is fair at $9.50. 

Offering breakfast, 
lunch and dinner, the Old 
400 Depot has a basic menu 
comprising of mostly com- 
fort foods that you could 
expect from any home- 
cooked meal. The regular 
menu has appetizers like 
cheese curds, sandwiches 
such as reubens and open- 
faced turkey and a dessert 


display case with a variety 
of pies and cakes. 

“It was a good home 
cooked meal,” said Nicole 
Dzimiela, a senior in graphic 
design, after eating a roast 
beef meal with mashed pota- 
toes and gravy. She said she 
tried the cheese curds and 
onion rings, too. 

Most of the customers 
that were enjoying the 
atmosphere were families 
and people of older genera- 
tions. However, some of the 
servers tend to be closer to 
college age; this gives the 
restaurant balance and a 
comfortable feel. 

“I really like the atmos- 
phere,” commented Bridgid 
Brown, a sophomore in hotel, 
restaurant and tourism man- 
agement. “And I especially 
like the dessert display.” 

The service was friendly 
and non-invasive. When 
asked about the brunch and 
buffet, the waitstaff was 
capable of giving a full 
account of both, plus they 
gave additional information. 

“The price of food is fair,” 
said Jesse Thierl, a marketing 
and technical education 
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major. “However, I found the 
food quality lacking and 
would not go back again.” 

Overall, the establish- 
ment receives a B- rating. 
The food was not bad, but it 
did not make my mouth 
water.

' Wisconsin-Stout’s student 
government has called for an 
‘investigation of a November 
2003 Phi Omega Beta (FOB) 
fraternity party at which pic- 
tures were taken of naked 
female students performing 
oral sex on other females. 


The party was held at 


“what is referred to as the 
FOB house located in the 
North Campus residence hall 
area,” according to a formal 
complaint from Bill 
Siedlecki, director of 

University Centers. - 
By the end-of the school 


year, the Stout Student 
Association’s (SSA) 
- Organizational Affairs 
Conduct Oversight 


Committee (OACOC) will 
determine whether the fra- 
ternity’s actions violated 
their own constitution and 
the code of conduct set forth 
by the university for all stu- 
dent organizations. 

According to the Feb. 20 
complaint written by 
Siedlecki, college-aged 
women were admitted to the 
party and allowed to drink for 
free. The complaint states that 
the party was held sometime 
between Nov. 2 and Nov. 8. 

Sandi Meinsen, commu- 
nity development coordina- 
tor and adviser for all Greek 
organizations on campus, 
declined to comment on the 
matter. 

“SSA is not coming for- 
ward and telling us exactly 
what the complaint is,” said 
Kevin Kauth, vice president 
of FOB. “So far all I know is 
we are getting blamed for a 
party that was not a fraterni- 
ty function, held at a house 
that is not our registered fra- 
ternity house. Until they tell 
us more, we are really kinda 
in the dark about it.” 


Kauth and FOB presi- 
dent Josh Kloos declined fur- 
ther comment on the matter. 

Siedlecki wrote, “During 
the course of the evening, 
these women were invited to 
participate in a ‘wet T-shirt 
contest.’ As the contest pro- 
gressed, some of the female 
participants, at the urging of 
college men chanting ‘skin to 
win,’ removed most of their 
clothing. 

_ “Photos of this contest 
and associated activity were 


taken and have since been — 


distributed to students liv- 
ing on north campus resi- 
dence halls and have also 
been posted to at least one 
voyeur Web site on the 
World Wide Web.” 

-The photos are too 
graphic to print, but the FOB 
flag is in the background of 
five of them. 

These actions may violate 
the code of conduct set forth 
by SSA and the fraternity’s 
own constitution and purpose. 

“I believe that this party 


violated the intent of the. 


section of the code that 
deals with responsible and 
legal use of alcohol,” 
Siedlecki wrote. 

“I believe that this party 
and the ensuing wet T-shirt 


contest violated the spirit and _ 


intent of the code as it relates 
to respectful treatment, sexu- 
al harassment and non-dis- 
crimination of others. Finally, 
I believe that this event vio- 
lated the stated purpose of 
the fraternity itself.” 

FOB’s objectives include: 
1) promoting and furthering 
such social and professional 
affairs that will add to the 
upbringing of moral 
advancement of the mem- 
bers and 2) encouraging and 
stimulating individual 
attainment and advancement 
through the fellowship of all 
concerned. 

An open hearing will be 
held on Thursday, March 18, 
at 8:20 p.m. in Oakwood 
Room of the Memorial 
Student Center.

Laptop buying option no more 


Administration: Re-sell program not cost-effective this year 


When the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout signed the 
laptop contracts, there was 
an option at the end of two 
years for students to buy a 
used laptop from the univer- 
sity. A Feb. 27 e-mail from 
Provost Robert Sedlak 
informed the campus that 
this was no longer an option. 

According to Marilyn 
Mars, director of purchasing, 
“it currently appears that it is 


cost prohibitive for the uni- 


versity to purchase the lap- 
tops for resale to the stu- 
dents.” 

“I think if they told us 
that we could purchase we 
should be able to,” said 
Amanda Brehm, a sopho-

more in psychology. 

“As it stands right now, 
we need to ‘scrub’ (remove) 
all software from each 
machine, including the oper- 
ating system since the con- 
tracts for the computers was 
separate from the contracts 
for the software,” Sedlak 
said. “No one really wants a 
computer without an operat- 


ing system and no software, 
and so an operating system 
would heed to be purchased 
and installed as well as the 
Microsoft Suite. So besides 
buying new software there 
was the time involved for 
installing it again which 
added to the potential cost.” 
Although some may be 
disappointed, there is rhyme 
and reason as to why this 
option did not work out. 
“What we have learned 
recently from other universi- 
ties with this type of pro- 
gram is that they now only 
resell machines to graduat- 
ing seniors, if they resell at 
all,” Sedlak said. “The resold 
machines would likely no 
longer be under warranties 
and would not be serviced

Many students on the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout campus wonder what 
the university does for cam- 
pus security and what they 
are going to do for future 
security. There are many 
ideas in consideration. 

Scott Griesbach, director 
of Housing and Residence 
Life has a list of different 
ideas the university has been 
thinking about including 
card readers, surveillance 
cameras and phones. 

The card readers, located 


‘in the vestibule of the resi- 


dence halls, will be working 
by fall 2004. The card readers 
work simply by the student 


swiping the card, allowing. 


the door to unlock. The doors 
will lock around the same 
time they are locked now. 
“Card readers record

time; we can contact the peo- 
ple who entered the building 
at that time to see if they saw 
anything or can identify any- 
one,” Griesbach said.

loaded to a file server, etc.” 


“J don’t think security _ 


cameras are cool. I think they 
are a little extreme,” said 
Monica Klewer, a sophomore 
in family and consumer sci- 
ences education. 
Griesbach also mentioned 
a ‘security phone’ that would 
- be placed in the vestibules of 
each residence hall. Visitors 
could use these phones to call 
a resident in the dorm to let 
them in. They would also be 
used as an emergency phone, 
contacting the police with a 
touch of a button. Campus 
security is hoping to purchase 


_ these by next fall. 


“We always encourage 
students to walk in groups 
and keep doors locked,” 
Griesbach said. 

Residence halls will still 
be staffed with night security 
personnel. 

Griesbach said, “The 
security is there; it is a matter 
of how well [students] 
implement it.”

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Menomonie had not had 
a large fire in over three 
years. Making it to four was 
ruled out by the blaze at 
Gutch’s Parkside restaurant 
on Monday, March 1. 
Officials suspect the blaze 
started due to electrical prob- 
lems. 

Firefighters determined 
the fire could not be attacked 
from the inside. The building 
had three roofs, and the mid- 
dle roof was ablaze, causing 
the stability and safety of the 
building to hang in limbo. 

When the fire was at its 
peak, Menomonie Fire 
Department Captain Dennis 
Klass estimated that about 
2,500 gallons of -water a 
minute were being dumped. 
In all, Klass 
550,0000 gallons of water 
were used on the inferno. 

More than 50 firefighters 
from Menomonie, Colfax 
and Boyceville helped to 
quell the fire. - 

Northbound traffic on

- North Broadway Street (State 


Highway 25) had to be 
diverted twice to allow fire 
engines to set up in the 
southbound lanes. 

Klass said one of his 
main concerns was to make 
sure none of the firefighters 
were injured in the effort. 

He mentioned that the 
extra firefighters were 
brought in to give people 
breaks and help continue to 
fight the fire. 

“Tt’s too bad, it was a 
nice place to eat,” said Klass.

NCLB Act has local impact 


Schools scramble es resources to help them educate teachers, students

years after 
President Bush signed the 
No Child Left Behind Act, 
school systems have attempt- 
ed to adapt to the act’s new 
guidlines; however, the topic 
continues to draw heated 
political debate. 

Designed to make 
schools more accountable 
for performance and give 
parents more power, Bush 
touts the act as a crowning 
achievement for — the 
improvement of the educa- 
tion system of the United 
States. The Bush adminis- 
tration has set a goal: by the 
year 2013, all students 
should be able to read and 
compute at, or above, their 
grade level. 

John Kerry, the: front- 
runner for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, 
claims Bush has in fact left 
millions of children behind. 
He asserts that by signing 
the act but leaving it under- 
funded, teachers and 
schools lack the necessary 
resources to meet the Bush 
administration’s goals. 

Jesse Harness, District 
Administrator for 
Menomonie School District, 
has mixed feelings regard- 
ing the act. 

He believes it was creat- 
ed with noble intentions, 
but comments, “...[I]t takes 
much more resources than 
what we have available to 


the’ 


ensure that students will be 
proficient by 2013.” 

The act is 
through more rigorous test- 
ing of students. If schools 
do not meet performance 
criteria, they may face puni- 
tive repercussions. More 
funding has also been given 
to help attract and maintain 
highly qualified teachers. 

“Who can argue with all 
teachers being highly quali- 
fied?” asked Harness. 

The — University of 
Wisconsin-Stout’s School of 
Education has taken strides 
to ensure graduates will 
exceed the state’s teaching 
standards.

“We have been working 
hard this year to be sure that 
what we put in place will 
allow [School of Education 
students] to be certified,” 
said Judy Jax, Dean of the 
School of Education. 

The E-Portfolio pro- 
gram has also been imple- 
mented to give a better pic- 
ture of education majors’ 
progress throughout their 
college careers. 

In addition to Bush’s 


requirements, the State of. 


Wisconsin has issued a new 


chapter of administrative 
code, titled PI34, which 
makes licensing require- 
ments more stringent. 

UW-Stout’s School of 
Education is currently using a 
teaching framework designed 
by author Charlotte 
Danielson to help implement 
the PI34 legislation. Danielson 
will be speaking on campus 
on March 25. 

The act has prompted 
the Menomonie School 
District to change testing 
procedures when evaluat- 
ing student performance. In 
the past, students were test- 
ed every few grade levels. 

Now, students in grades 
three through eight are test- 
ed every year in reading 
and math. Starting in the 
2006-07 school year, they 


will also receive yearly test-_ 


ing in science. 

One of the largest con- 
cerns about the act is that 
there is little definition for 
what constitutes a highly 
qualified teacher. 

“For us, the teacher 
standard says that teachers 
must have a_ bachelor’s 
degree, a [teaching] license 
and [they must] pass a test 
of knowledge in their area,” 
said Harness. 

He added that 100 per- 
cent of the teachers in the 
Menomonie School District 
were qualified according to 
the state.

In the midst of the after- 
math of the September 11 
attacks, something else 
unthinkable happened.

There is something so 
wrong about rape, let alone 
against a baby, that is complete- 
ly inexcusable in my mind. 

Next month, Standifer 
will be sentenced to his 
penalty of life in prison. If 
only life were longer, maybe 
he would get his deserved 
punishment. 

Maybe this case is a wake- 
up call that irresponsible par- 
ents or those who simply can’t 
care for their children should- 
n't be able to remain the 
guardian of their kids. 

Mainly, this is a wake-up 
call that rape and sexual 
assault crimes are becoming 
more frequent and worse 
crimes are being committed. 

In high school, I was 
told that myself or one of 
three girls around me would 
be raped in our lifetime.

Should the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout be a mem- 
ber of United Council? This 
question is being asked now 
and will be answered by the 
student body on Thursday, 
April 8. 

Out of 23 Wisconsin uni- 
versities involved in United 
Council, UW-Stout is one of 
three that is not currently a 
member. UW-Whitewater 
and UW-Richland are also 
not members. 

In November 2000, UW- 
Stout resigned its member- 
ship because student leaders 
believed United Council 
failed to represent the views 
of the students, was not a 
credible organization and 
formed biased interpreta- 
tions of student initiatives. 

“United Council has, at 
times, taken stances on issues 
that do not directly affect stu- 
dents; their student members 
have become more politically 
active,” said David Hay, pres- 
ident of the Stout Student 
Association (SSA). “Also, 
some United Council staff 
members have been known 
to use questionable campaign 
tactics when holding campus 
referendums.” 

However, Hay believes 
there would be no disadvan-

tage to students at UW-Stout. 

United Council mem- 
bers would like UW-Stout 
to rejoin, citing that the 
organization has grown 
over the years. 

“I think that’s what was 
lacking when Stout pulled 
out: direction,” said Stephanie 
Hilton, academic affairs direc- 
tor for United Council. “I 
think Stout coming back in 
would reunify that.” 

On March 2, SSA elected 
to hold a referendum to per- 
mit the student body to 
decide whether or not UW- 
Stout will obtain a member- 


ship to United Council. 

On March 23, SSA 
resolved to encourage the 
student body to again vote 
“no” on the upcoming refer- 
endum. According to the res- 
olution, SSA “believes that 
United Council has acted 
outside of their mission as a 
student advocacy and 
research organization.” 

“Individual [SSA] mem- 
bers feel strongly about 
whether we should or 
shouldn’t become a member 
of United Council, but all 
understand the need to give 
the student body a choice, via

Professor charged in key fraud case

John Burningham, an associate 
professor of telecommunications 
systems, has been formally charged 
in the university master key fraud 
incident that took place between 
November 2003 and January 2004. 
During that time, police believe 


duplicate master keys were made to _ 


numerous rooms, labs and offices in 


campus buildings. 
Burningham is accused of assist- 
ing two students, Chad 


Tomaszewski and Benjamin Franske, 
with making copies of master keys 
that could open doors in some resi- 
dence halls and certain rooms in 
Bowman, Harvey and Fryklund 
Halls. Each student was charged 
with five counts of key fraud. 

The students were charged with 
five counts of key fraud on 


December 17, 2003, and entered 
pleas on February 18. Franske 
entered a guilty/no contest plea to 
all counts and has paid a fine of $181 
for each key. Tomaszewski pleaded 
not guilty and was due at the Dunn 
County Judicial Center on March 24 
for a pre-trial conference. 

Burningham is charged with a 
Class I felony of misconduct and act- 
ing in excess of his authority as an 
employee of the university. He is 
due in court for an initial appearance 
on April 13. 

“We consider this to be a breach 
of security,” said John Enger, direc- 
tor of university relations. “It is 
unacceptable for someone to fabri- 
cate keys in order to gain unautho- 
rized access to university buildings. 
It is a very serious matter.” 

According to Enger, Burningham 
has been notified that the university

Some states consider constitutional amendments banning same-sex unions

As gay marriage has 
become the hot political 
debate of the month, both 
sides of the spectrum have 
been working hard to gain a 


greater footing for their side — 


of the issue. 


President Bush has said . 


that he wants to pass a con- 
stitutional amendment to 
ban same-sex marriages, at 
the same time the city of San 
Francisco, Calif. has begun 
issuing marriage licenses to 
same-sex couples, with 


approximately 3,500 couples 
taking advantage thus far. 

Certain counties in 
Oregon are following suit 
and have recently begun 
performing the marriages. 
Due to this, one county in 
Oregon banned all mar- 
riages, heterosexual and 
homosexual until they can 
come to an agreement on 
what should be done. 

“The Campus Crusade 


does not take a stance on polit- 


ical issues,” said. Pete 
Theobald, president of the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout’s Campus Crusade for 


Christ. “We do not want to 
divide the population because 
Jesus died for every one of us.” 
Theobald added that we 
should love everyone equal- 
ly, and Christianity should 
not selectively condemn any 
group as some religious 
organizations have done. 
Wisconsin’s bill to ban 


‘same-sex marriages is still 


working its way through the 
system. Several weeks ago, 
gay and lesbian couples in 
six Wisconsin cities applied 
for marriage licenses to raise 
awareness of the issue and 
protest the bill that would

prevent marriage or civil 
unions of same-sex couples 
in Wisconsin. 

“There are already gay 
and lesbian couples that have 
children through adoption, 
artificial insemination or 
from previous heterosexual 
relationships, so the issue of 
marriage is more of a political 
issue,” said Dale Hawley, 
associate professor of human 
development and family 
studies. “This will not change 
the number of gay and les- 
bian relationships, so it is 
more a matter of civil rights.” 

The 10 Percent Society, 
UW-Stout’s organization for 
gays, lesbians and support- 
ers did not return any 
requests for comment.

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Credit cards for dummies

Millions of college stu- 
dents all over America are 
doing their best to pay off 


their acquired. debt. 
Meanwhile, credit card com- 
panies everywhere are doing 
their best to sell cards that 
may or may not help students 
with their debt. But how 
much do students actually 
know about their own credit? 

According to the website 
http:/ /www.myfico.com, a 
person’s FICO credit score, 
the score most commonly 
used by credit bureaus, is a 
compilation of five different 
categories of information. 
FICO scores were originally 
developed by Fair Issac & 
Co. in the 1950's. 

Thirty-five , percent- of 
your FICO score is based on 
your payment history. Payment 
history includes things like 
different types of accounts 
used (credit cards, loans, 
etc.), whether a person has 
ever had problems with pay- 
ing on time in the past and 


-how delinquent these pay- 


ments were. 

The second biggest part 
of a person’s FICO score is 
the amounts paid, which 
accounts for 30 percent of the 
score. Fifteen percent of the 
score is based on the length 
of one’s credit history, and 
the last 20 percent is split in 
half and accounted for by 
new credit (such as recently 
opened accounts) and differ- 
ent types of credit used

“Clout Visa is a credit 
card company designed to 
help students to gain a credit 


history,” said Janet Jonston, a 


Clout Visa customer service 
representative. “The interest 
rate on the card cannot be 
changed because it is 


designed to help first time ~ 


credit card holders gain credit. 
Because most students have 


never had credit cards before, 
they are more of a risk for the 
company to take on.” Clout 
Visa offers an interest rate of 


"18.99 percent on all purchases. 


Items that are not includ- 
ed in a FICO score are race, 
age, religion, gender, marital 
status, place of residence or 
employment information. It 
is piety a score based on 
one’s credit report.

Exploring academic

Creating outstanding res- 
umes, finding internships, 
attending conferences and 
making good friends. What 
do these things have in com- 
mon? They all describe the 
experience of being a member 
of an academic organization. 

At the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout, one can be a 
part of more than 120 organi- 
zations. Many are academic 
organizations that are geared 
towards a specific major or are 
primarily geared towards 
gaining post graduation 
knowledge before one actually 


goes out into the “real world.” 


- Not quite sure where to 
start looking or why some- 
one should even attempt to 
join such a group? First of all, 


every major within the uni- 
versity has at least one aca- 
demic society—if not more— 
that any student can opt to 
join. The only criteria, 
according to the university 
website: http://www.uw 


stout.edu/student/#ac is that — 


each student in an organiza- 
tion maintain a GPA of at 
least 2.0 during his or her 
involvement. 

Secondly, and most 
importantly, becoming a 
member of any academic 
organization that coincides 
with one’s degree has enor- 
mous advantages both during 
and after one’s college career. 

“There are so many ben- 
efits from being part of an 
academic organization,” said 
Tiffany Bockhop, a senior 
technical communication 
major. “I have learned a 


great deal about the field I 
am going into. I have learned 
of internships, met actual 
working people in the field, 
learned new software pro- 
grams 
friendships along the way.” 

Bockhop is part of the 
Society for Technical 
Communication (STC), which 
currently has 25 members. 
While this may seem small in 
comparison to many of UW- 
Stout’s other academic organ- 
izations, Bockhop noted that 
their chapter is one of the 
largest in the nation. 

Many other academic 
organizations on campus have 
30 or more members with 
these numbers, depending on 
the number of people that are 
majoring in a certain career. 

One of the biggest advan- 
tages of academic organiza- 


and made many’ 


lenders (including credit card 
companies and banks) only 
look at a person’s.FICO score. 

Credit lenders actually 
look at a variety of items 
including the amount of debt 
they believe a person can 
handle with the income they 
bring in every year. 

Another fallacy is that 
bad credit will haunt a per- 
son forever. A person’s credit 
report will show mostly 


recent information, so over 
time, bad credit can slowly 
be erased. 

“I could never get credit 
cards before college,” said 
Allyson Saurer, a sophomore 
majoring in business manage- 
ment. “Now they won't leave 
me alone. It’s annoying getting 
phone calls and junk mail.” 

One of the last fallacies 
about credit is that one’s 
FICO score will drop every 
time a person applies for 
new credit. It does show that 
multiple requests for a credit 
inquiry have been used, 
which may indicate a higher 
risk to the lender. However, 
it will not hurt one’s credit 
unless one accepts all of the 
new offers and misuses the 
credit given. 

“A friend of mine maxed 
her card out within a couple 
months,” said Tina Jones, an 
undecided freshman. “She 
had to leave school and 
everything. It was such a stu- 
pid thing because she 
thought she could just repay 
the card back when she had 
the money instead of when 
the bills came.” 

According to a recent 
study done by the Credit 
Education Bureau, of the 78 
percent of students who 
have credit cards, the aver- 
age student has three differ- 
ent cards. The average debt 
for an American college stu- 
dent is $2,748. 

“If you can’t pay for 
what you buy then you 
shouldn’t be buying it any- 
way,” Jones said.

director of purchasing. 

A contract with Cellular 
One was made with the State 
of Wisconsin, which leaves 
no choice for anyone work- 
ing for the university. They 
have no other options for 
providers like students have. 

“We're not always satis- 
fied with the service. There 
are some dead spots that will 
always be there,” Mars said. 

Cellular One works pret- 
ty well on campus - enough 
to assist the hall staff regulat- 
ing the dorms. There are 
many Cellular One dealers in 
the area with great student 
bargains. The coverage is 
good in this area but restricts 
the twin cities as local, which 
could be costly if that is a fre- 
quently traveled area. 

What about the rest of 
the providers? 

Midwest Wireless is a 
local company that provides 
good service to students on 
campus with early night- 
time calling and no-wait 


customer service. 

“They are really good 
around this area,” said Katie 
Kurschner an early child- 
hood education freshman. 

Although Midwest is 
effective in Menomonie, 
depending on where your 
hometown is, service could 
be a problem. They are pret- 
ty limited to some areas in 
Wis. and southern Minn. 

“Thad Cell One before, now 
I get full service in the dorms 
with Midwest,” said Kurschner. 

Another company to 
look into is T-mobile, which 
is a rapidly growing compa- 
ny. It offers great coverage in 
our area and is constantly 
adding towers. 

“It’s good; I get service 
pretty much everywhere,” 
said Jackie Evan, an unde- 
cided freshman. 

One thing that many cell 
phone companies don’t have 
is polite and concerned cus- 
tomer service, but T-Mobile 
seems to prove itself in the 
customer service department. 

“They’re helpful and 
friendly,” said Evan. 

You can learn more 
about T-Mobile from talking 
to a sales representative at 
Wal-mart near the electron- 
ics department. 

Yet another — service 
provider is Sprint. Most cus- 
tomers seem to be satisfied 
with the service of Sprint, 
but many are angry at the 
lack of customer service. 

“I have coverage 
through the whole campus,” 
said Jenelle Enke, a manufac- 
turing and engineering fresh- 
man. “I can also access my 
billing through my phone.” 

Sprint claims to be the 
most complete, all-digital 
wireless network in the 
nation, and by the end of

As for Verizon Wireless, 
one of the top providers for 
national coverage, it also 
does not offer local phone 
services in our area. If used 
in Menomonie, many roam- 
ing charges may show up 
on the next bill. In addition, 
it’s hard to get a good sig- 
nal on campus. 

Although cell phones can. 
bring students headaches 
from costly bills and no serv- 
ice, one thing that most agree 
on is the convenience of own- 
ing a cell phone. 

“It’s a good idea to have 
them,” said Evans. “They are 
really convenient.”

Every UW-Stout student 
with more than eight credit 
hours automatically becomes 
a member of SSA through the 
payment of their segregated 
fees. Members are given the 


right to vote for their repre- 
sentatives. 

“I believe that it is 
important for students to get 
involved in SSA in order to 
have a voice,” said Joseph 
Hecht, lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender senator for 
SSA. “Each student is able to 
speak to different people 
around campus and bring an 
entirely unique point-of- 
view to the table.”

urged to reject UC 


and represents all University 
of Wisconsin students. They 
lobby state legislators on 
issues that directly impact 
students and work with indi- 
vidual student governments 
like SSA on state and local 
university issues.

for UC than UC can do for 
UW-Stout. 

“We have very strong and 
active leadership and are able 
to work on many of the same 
issues as UC,” Hecht said.

Services website, the first 
impression in the interview 
process is the one of most 
importance. “You should look 
neat and clean, from your 
clothes to your hair, hands 
and fingernails.

A firm handshake is key. 
No limp or overpowering 
grips are needed. Other stan- 
dards to adhere by are the 
sufficient eye contact. Be 
direct with the interviewer, 
but do not stare them down. 
Another tip is mostly for 
females: DO NOT cross your 
legs, put both of your feet 
flat on the ground with your 
knees together to show more 
receptive body language. 

While in the actual inter- 
view feel free to discuss past 
work experiences with ease. 
Make sure that you are pre- 
pared with examples of times 
that you have worked in 4 
teams, displayed leadership 
and dealt with difficult cus- 
tomers and/or co-workers.

At some point in the 
interview process there will 
be some behavioral ques- 
tions. An example of that 
would be the following 
question: “How would you 
act if you knew that there 
was a co-worker that was 
stealing from the company 
in some way?” 

Be prepared with a list of 
questions about the compa- 


ny or position. The inter- 
viewer should give you a 
point at which you can ask 
these. At the end of the inter- 
view, do not forget to thank 
the interviewer for their 
time. Shake their hand again 
and do not be afraid to ask 
what the next step in the 
process is, or a time that you 
will be contacted. 

You did fine; take a deep 


breath. If the company feels 
that you are going to be an 
asset to them, you should 
hear back for a second inter- 
view. Now, do not forget to 
follow up by writing a formal 
thank-you letter. Move 
beyond the easy way out 
with a thank you e-mail with 
a typed or handwritten letter. 

According to www.mon- 
ster.com, “Thank-you letters 


are marketing tools that can 
have tremendous value in 
moving your candidacy for- 
ward and positioning you 
above the competition.” 

To improve your skills 
for the next interview, you 
should check out some 
resources that are available 
to you. A great way to be pre- 
pared is to browse various 
websites that specialize in 
interviewing skills.

Ninjas ‘attack’ FCC, others | Stewart decorates dorms 


Ninjas feel stereotyped, typecast in games, movies 


Term may be shortened depending on quality of job

A class-action lawsuit was filed 
Wednesday against Tecmo, the FCC 
and Disney alleging to their use of 
stereotypes and typecasts when por- 
traying ninjas. 

The Society for Liberation of Ninja 
Stereotypes (SNLS) is the organization 
behind the $100 million lawsuit. 

Bill Swarsky, spokesperson for 
SLNS, said Wednesday that Ninjas 
are fed up with mass media’s por- 
trayals of ninjas screaming, clinging 
to walls, killing robots and pirates, 
and kicking henchmen in the face. 

“Only a small percentage of nin- 
jas actually do these types of things,” 
said Swarsky. “Like the 30,000 mem- 
bers in our organization, I am just a 
regular ninja who works a 9-5 job at 


the mill and goes to the pub after- 
ward for a brew or two.” 

The lawsuit was triggered by a 
recent Tecmo videogame release called 
Ninja Gaiden. The first-person slice- 
“em up action game depicts the life of a 
Ninja, which includes killing bats, 
monsters and the evil “boss” at the end 
of each level. Ryu, the main character, 
only carries sais, swords and secret 
ninja elixirs to insure his survival. 

_ UW-Stout student and SLNS 
member Ryan Corrado hides the fact 
that he has ninja blood. 

“All my friends play that stupid 
ninja game,” said Corrado. “It just 
pisses me off when they ask me to 
play—and I don’t, because I think 
the game is wrong—and then they 


call me a Sally for not playing. If I

Martha Stewart has been grant- 
ed temporary relief from her confin- 
ing metal bars to become a contribu- 
tor to the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout’s community. Stewart has been 
hired to decorate each dorm room on 
campus. 

“I don’t know what's a worse 
penalty,” said Stewart in a press 
release. “I mean, I’d chose life 
behind bars to decorating those

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Wal-Mart smiley is a druggie

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Juan-Francisco Montoya, 
a.k.a. the highly popularized 
Wal-Mart “Smiley Face” was 
arrested on Saturday, March 
27 in a sting operation 
orchestrated by the Drug 
Enforcement Agency (DEA) 
and FBI outside Montoya’s 
home in Atlanta, Ga. 

Law enforcement officials 
seized over $80 million worth 
of cocaine and ecstasy, as well 
as a vast assortment of hallu- 
cinogens, inhalants and 
designer drugs. It was the first 
time a registered trademark 
had been charged with a fed- 
eral offense since the Count 
Chocula murder spree of 1998. 

In a press conference fol- 
lowing the arrest, DEA 
spokesperson Lisa Nemitz 
explained that Montoya will 
face numerous counts of 
drug trafficking, and if con- 
victed the jubilant illustra- 
tion could be sentenced to 
life in prison. 

“Let's just say that it will 
be a long time before our sus- 
pect can “put on a happy 
face,” she stated, chuckling 
wildly at her own joke. 

Nemitz also cited the 
discovery of a crude “drug 


hodgepodge” consisting of 
heroin, acid and metham- 
phetamine, which the sus- 
pect apparently used as an 
anal suppository while 


‘rolling back prices. 


FBI Robert 
Mclnerny described 
Montoya’s condition at the 
time of his capture. 

“His head had bloated to 
the size of a beach ball — his 
face bright yellow with jaun- 
dice. “And his pupils...his 
pupils were so dilated that his 
eyes looked like oblong, black 
discs,” McInerny - recalled. 
“When he realized that he 
had been set up, he launched 
into this savage frenzy and 
started screaming at us. in 
some sort of crazy language 
he invented.” 

Andrew Ladner, 
Montoya’s lawyer, attributed 
his client’s bewildering oral 
outburst to the fact that 
Montoya “had consumed 
enough LSD that afternoon 
to kill a-small horse.” 

Ladner went on to allege 
that Montoya was beaten 
senseless by his captors 
because he wouldn’t “wipe 
the smile off his face.”

Sanctions for FOB

The Phi Omega Beta fra- 
ternity (FOB) has been 
placed on probationary sta- 
tus for three years following 
a code of conduct hearing 
held on Thursday, March 25. 

The Stout Student 
Association’s Organization 
Affairs Conduct Oversight 
Committee (OACOC) for- 
mally announced the viola- 
tions and sanctions on 
Monday, April 5. 

According to Julie Derks, 
co-chairperson of the 
OACOC, FOB has until April 
10 to appeal the sanctions in 
writing. Members of the fra- 
ternity were unavailable for 
comment. 

The March 25 hearing 
was held to determine if a 
November 2003 party 
attended by members of FOB 
violated the code of conduct 
the university sets for all stu- 
dent organizations as well as 
their own consitution. 

“The OACOC committee 
finds that at a Phi Omega 
Beta fraternity event where 
alcohol was being served, 
several women were objecti- 
fied and asked to participate 
in a wet T-shirt contest,” the 
committee said in its report. 
“The T-shirt contest pro- 
gressed into a variety of 
nudity and sexual acts being 
performed by the women.” 


Rapper criticizes music industry 


Chuck D says 
music industry is 
all about the 
money, not artist 
rights :

Stealing music is illegal. 
Still, many people continue 
to do so, especially college 
students. Surveys indicate 
73 percent of college stu- 
dents download music from 
the Internet. 

Chuck D, the rapper from 
the 80s group Public Enemy, 
came to the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout on Friday 
night to speak on the music 


industry and the power struc- 
ture that mistreats the artists 
it claims to serve. 

During the presentation, 
D spoke very little about the 
music industry and piracy but 
primarily criticized those in 
areas of high power and what 
has become of the men and 
women who value money 
over the rights of artists. 

“You can’t own culture,” 
said D. He often made the con- 
nection with the music indus- 
try wanting to have market 
segment amongst areas that 
were better left alone. 

D drew his criticism 
from the idea that many of 
the upper-level executives in 
the entertainment industry 
as a whole (including televi- 
sion, movies and music) 


wanted to get in on African- 
American culture. They 
found that this culture sold 
especially well but perverted 
the ideals of the culture 
when trying to shape it into a 
marketable product. 
“Corporations treat ‘the 
masses’ like ‘them asses;’ all 


“you have to do is move the 


"M,” said D. The music indus- 
try is just another corporate 
mechanism to make money 
and does not care about art or 
artists, according to D. 
Although much of what 
D spoke on was not related to 
the music industry directly, 
he made his point clear. He 
expressed his displeasure 
with the corporate-run indus- 


try, and that even though the

Photos taken at the party

The OACOC found that 
“posting of logos or other 
organization insignia that 
would be associated with a 
particular organization by a 
reasonable person consti- 
tutes an event to be consid- 
ered an ‘organization spon- 
sored event.’”

Recordng Industry 
Association of America 
(RIAA) makes the point that 
you are stealing from the 
artists, D says that it will have 
little effect on the artists. 

“They're all full of shit, 
really, quote me,” said D. 

D also pointed out that it 
is ironic for Sony, one of the 
corporations claiming to be 
impacted by music piracy, to 
also make the computers that 
allow people to download 
the songs in the first place. 

“T download music 
because I feel like the music 
industry does not give 
much money to the artists 
anyway,” said Kari, a stu- 
dent in packaging. Kari 
declined to give her year or 
last name due to the possi- 
ble legal consequences if she 


is identified. 

“T don’t want to spend 
$15 on a CD when I just want 
one song,” said Kari. She has 
purchased compact discs 
after first sampling the music 
on the internet. “Lots of times 
it’s my preview to make sure 
I actually want to buy it.” 

The RIAA has _ been 
bringing lawsuits against 
individuals who use file shar- 
ing programs such as Kazaa 
or iMesh. These programs 
allow people to search and 
download music free of 
charge. The RIAA contends 
that this violates copyright 
law and infringes on the 
artists’ right to make a living 
off of their work. 

In April 2003, the RIAA 
filed lawsuits against stu- 
dents at Michigan Tech, 
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Music / No love for the artists) FOB 


Princeton University and 
Rennselaer Polytechnic 
Institute, seeking monetary 
damages for the violation of 
copyright law by using file 
sharing services. All of the 


student defendants in these 


cases agreed to pay $12,000 
or more in damages as a 
result of their file sharing. 

“It should be up to the 
artists whether or not they 
want their music out there,” 
said Dan Sosalla, a senior in 
construction. 

“T could see if you're in a 
band, and you're doing all 
this hard work, and every- 
one is jacking your music, it 
could be bad,” said Sosalla. 

He had downloaded 
music during the time of 
Napster, but does not any 
longer.

A reservation on all first 
year courses, called the 
“freshmen block,” has been 
issued for next semester. 

This means first year 
courses will be reserved for 
incoming freshman, with the 
exception of a few seats for 
other students. 

“The freshmen block is 
a terminology that we put 
on those classes so that the 

_ faculty who teach it would 
know that there’s going to 
be primarily freshmen in 
their class,” said Shirley 
Murphy, associate dean of 
students. 

The main goal of the 
block is to provide incoming 
freshman with foundational- 
level of courses in order to 
improve their success rates. 

“We want to do a better 
job at being efficient with 


course offerings,” said 
Provost Robert Sedlak. 
Sedlak is concerned 


freshmen have had problems 
registering for the necessary 
first-year classes all students 
must take. 

“We've noticed juniors 
and seniors who have yet to 
take freshmen English or 
math,” Sedlak said. “This 
procrastination sets students 
up for failure. 

“Tt was no intention to 
take classes away from sen- 
iors who should have proba- 
bly taken them much earlier. 
We have dealt with seniors 
on a one-to-one basis to 
make sure that all the sen- 
iors have gotten the classes 
they needed.” 

According to Sedlak, 
the freshmen block is a 
structural element the uni- 
versity wants to use to 
begin programming stu- 
dents for success. 

“We want students to 
think harder and plan better 
to fit the prerequisites in on 
time,” says Sedlak.

New requirements for education majors

Recent changes in teacher licensing 
requirements will affect education 
majors at the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout. Any student who wishes to 
become a licensed teacher must fulfill 
new requirements beginning fall of 
2004. The new requirements are content 
tests pertaining to each profession. 

Students should not be negatively 
affected; however, some may be wor- 
ried because these tests must be passed 
in order to become a licensed teacher. 

“I am kind of scared of not passing, 
but I think they serve a good purpose,” 
said Tanya Namtzu, a junior in market- 
ing and business education. 

“The State of Wisconsin has new 
licensing requirements going into 
effect August 31, 2004, as a result of 
meeting No Child Left Behind federal 
legislation,” said Judy Jax, Dean of 
the School of Education. “The state 
passed what is known as PI 34 legisla- 


tion to meet these new requirements.” 
The PI 34 is state legislation that 
requires teacher education program 


approval for licensure. These require-

ments are necessary for all education 


majors who wish to be a licensed 
teacher and affect all public and private 
universities in the state. 

“Teacher education programs are 
needing to make some changes to 
assure that our students are licensable 
upon graduation,” said Jax. “For Stout 
students, it means completing three 
benchmarks to assure the licensing 


agency and the public that our students 
know and can do what is expected of 
them as a teacher.” 

These changes do not allow for any 
“erandfathering in.” Students are already 
taking the content tests; however, stu- 
dents who take the test before June 12 are 
taking it during the “no fault year,” 
which means they will pass regardless of 
their score. 

Anyone who takes the test after June 
12 will have to get a passing score, which 
will be determined by how well the stu- 
dents do according to how the students 
do before June 12. 

There are three benchmarks for 
future teachers to pass. Benchmark one 
is passing the PPST and having a cumu- 
lative GPA of 2.75, leading to acceptance 
into teacher education. The second 
benchmark is applying for student 
teaching, after which the student will 
take the content test. Benchmark three is 
completing the program.

According to Jax, with 
this new law in effect, the 
students will be better pre- 
pared for their licensure.

best teachers. 

“Most of the states in the 
U.S. are using content tests 


of one form or another to 


ensure aspiring teachers 
have a reasonable command 
of the content that they are 
most likely going to be 
teaching,” said Ken Welty, 


program director for tech- 
nology education. 

According to Welty, the 
test is more for targeting 
general ideas than techni- 
cal details. 

“What's still left to be 
resolved is what's left to be the 
cut score,” Welty said. “That is 
going to have a far bigger 
impact on our students.” 

Welty also believes this 
test will bolster students’ 
confidence upon entering 
student teaching, and it will 
also let the faculty decide if 
the student is ready for the 
position yet.

Minnesota public uni- 
versities have higher tuition 
rates than Wisconsin public 
universities. But Robert 
Bruininks, president of the 
University of Minnesota, 
would like to see that dispar- 
ity equaled out. 

Bruininks has proposed 
that by 2007, Wisconsin resi- 
dents will pay the same 
amount of tuition to attend a 
Minnesota public university 
as Minnesota residents pay. 

“The issue involves how 
much tuition Wisconsin resi- 
dents pay when they attend a 
Minnesota university under 
the reciprocity agreement,” 
said John Enger, director of 


university relations. 

“Generally it has been 
‘like to like’ for the two 
states. A Wisconsin student 
attending the University of 
Minnesota main campus 
pays the same tuition as the 
UW-Madison campus. A 
student attending Winona 
State pays the same tuition 
as UW-Stout.” 

However, as it is right 
now, Wisconsin students 
attending one of four 
University of Minnesota cam- 
puses are paying between 14 
and 29. percent less than 
Minnesota residents. 

“Because Minnesota has 
made substantial increases 
in their tuition, some feel 
that the state is subsidizing 
Wisconsin residents who 
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pay considerably less now 
than Minnesota students,” 
Enger said. 

“The proposal would 
have Wisconsin residents 
pay the same tuition as 
Minnesota residents. While 
this would make it more 
expensive to attend 
Minnesota schools, it does 
not threaten reciprocity. 
That agreement has been 
around for many years and 
is a great benefit to citizens 
of both states.” 

The proposal would 
increase the University of 
Minnesota’s annual revenue 
approximately $5 million.

“I think it is legitimate if 
they are raising the tuition to 
make it equal for students, but 
not if they are raising the 
tuition just to get more 
money,” said Wendy Bant, a 
sophomore in hotel, restaurant 
and tourism management. 

Although Wisconsin res- 
idents would be paying more 
for tuition, Minnesotans see 
this as a fair approach. 

“At Winona, Wisconsin 


has a cheaper tuition to go 
here then we, the people 
that live in Minnesota, do,” 
said Nicole Jacobsen, a 
freshman at Winona State 
University. “It doesn’t make 
sense to me.” 

Bruininks’ proposal is 
similar to the reciprocity 
pact made between North 
and South Dakota in which 
students pay the higher rate.

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Underage drinking has 
become prevalent among 
college students all over the 
nation. Since many students 
aren't careful about hiding 
their drunkenness, underage 
consumption tickets are also 
very common. 

Beginning in the fall of 
2004, the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout campus will 
be sending out parental noti- 
fication letters when a stu- 
dent has received two 
underage drinking citations 
on the UW-Stout campus. 

If a first citation is issued 
within the residence halls, 
students who live on campus 
must have a meeting with 
their hall director. Their hall 
director will then put them 
on a probation status within 
the residence hall and send 
them to an educational pro- 
gram on alcohol. 

Underage drinking has 
risen. significafitly within 
the residence halls in the 
past year alone. 

“We are unclear as to 
why the drinking has 
become more prevalent,” 
said Anne Ramage, the asso- 
ciate director of Housing and 
Residence Life. 

In the fall of 2002, there 
were 64 citations for underage

Residence Life record. 

Of all the citations from 
this year, 33 were second 
offenses within the halls, 
meaning the recipient may 
have had more than two 
offenses, but they were only 
caught drinking in the halls 
twice.

John Vranak, a professor of technology, served in the 
Vietnam war before he decided to pursue a teaching career. 


“T forgot about going to col- 
lege. I was placed in an elite 
communication battalion as 
an electronic technician.” 
When Vranak was 20- 
years-old, he was sent to 
Vietnam to serve his country. 
After a short time, Vranak 
was wounded when his 
radio jeep hit a land mine 
and landed on top of him. 
“After being wounded, I 
was placed in a replacement 
unit and was put in charge of 
training about 70 people on 


how to use field radio equip- 
ment that I was uniquely 
qualified to operate,” said 
Vranak. 

Vranak discovered that 
he could motivate “some 
pretty hard cases,” helping 
to understand complex theo- 
ries and procedures. 

“When I trained the bat- 
talion, no one was killed. I 
taught them how to stay 
alive,” said Vranak. “I was 


proud that I was able to get 
them to learn the right infor-

ents,” said Adam Beers, eo 
ior majoring in psychology. “I 
can handle my own affairs.” 

Once students receives a 
second underage drinking 
citation, they will be removed 
from their room within the 
residence halls and forced to 
move into a different hall. 
The letter to their parents will 
be sent at this time. The hall 
director will again put them 
on probation and they will be 
sent to another alcohol educa- 
tion program. 

“One quarter to about one 
half of people [who get cita- 
tions] aren’t drinking: in the 
halls; they come back from off 
campus parties, and their 
behavior is what brings them 
to the attention of the staff,” 
said Ramage. “Their behavior 
puts the staff in a position to do 
what they have to do.” 

Once a student receives a 
third offense within the resi- 
dence halls, they are almost 
always kicked off campus 
and must find their own 
place to live off of campus. 
The letters that go home to 
parents are much like letters 
other schools are already 
sending home to parents. 

“I think they should not 
send letters out because we're 
18 and adults and it’s confi- 


- dentiality,” said Ashley Sauer,

The apparel design and 
development students are 
putting on their annual fash- 
ion show, Silhouettes, hoping 
to cat-walk into their view- 
er’s hearts. 

“The show is really the 
highlight of the year for all of 
the apparel students,” said 
Jeanette Growchowki, a sen- 
ior in apparel design and 
development and one of the 
show’s coordinators. 

For months, the students 
who have garments in the 
show have been designing, 
creating and perfecting their 
outfits. Participating seniors 
had to make a minimum of 
four corresponding garments 
in order to fulfill their senior 
studio requirements. 

The theme for all the sen- 
ior lines is “Bond Girls,” 
which will be especially 
played up in the finale. 

Around 30-40 students 
in the show aren’t in the sen- 
ior studio class and did the 
work on their own time. 

Courtney Danielson, an 
apparel design and develop- 
ment senior, created her line 
“De-Funk’d,” using D-rings, 
mini skirts and leg warmers.

Huddles of smokers out- 
side the dorms will be a 
thing of the past now that 
Wisconsin Governor James 
Doyle has signed a bill ban- 
ning smoking in and around 
university residence halls. 

The bill prohibits smok- 
ing in residence halls used 
by the University. of 
Wisconsin System ‘and 
within 25 feet of those halls. 
According to the bill, viola- 
tors will be fined $10, but 
local officials say the fine 
could be more. 

“Until we get the direct 
wording on the law, we 
don’t know if the fine is 
through a state statute vio- 
lation that will be incorpo- 
rated into our Chapter 
18.06 ban on smoking,” 
said Lisa Walter, chief of 
police and parking services 
for the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout. 

“If that would be the 
case, the actual forfeiture to 
the individual would be 
$131.50, which includes the 
many additional charges on 
all tickets written by law 
enforcement in the state.”

addresses of graduating sen- 
iors, students are using the 
e-mail system to buy or sell 
their tickets. While the e- 
mail system has been used 
in the past, it has not 
achieved the ferocity that 
was seen in students this 
year. 

“You cannot transfer a 
ticket of any type unless 
specifically allowed,” said 
John Enger, Director of 
University Relations. Enger 
said the Wisconsin 
Administrative Code pro- 
hibits such actions.

18.06(28)(a), “Every ticket or 
other evidence of the right to 
entry to any amusement,

Kranzuch, fourth North B 
and fourth North C. 

Doyle signed the bill at 


the University of Wisconsin- 
Oshkosh last Friday, where a 
three-year-old anti-tobacco 
campaign on the campus is 
showing results.

- needed to reinforce existing 


bans, Doyle said at the sign- 
ing. He noted that according 
to the recently released 
Wisconsin Tobacco Facts, 
anti-tobacco efforts are get- 
ting results. But many adults 
continue to smoke, and the 
incidence of smoking is high- 
est among adults 18 to 24 
years-of-age. 

“These are our college 
students, who are being 
heavily targeted by the big 
tobacco 0,” Doyle said in a 
press release. “This legisla- 
tion gives existing smoking 
bans the force of law and 
applies asingle, uniform 
prohibition throughout the 
UW System.” 

At UW- Stout, adminis- 
tration will have to decide 
how to enforce this new law. 

“Our residence halls 
will all be smoke-free next 
year, as required by law,” 
said Scott Griesbach, direc- 
tor of housing and residence 
life. “We will soon be dis- 
cussing how we will man- 
age this new law, and how 
we'll enforce it, but we 
haven’t done anything yet.”

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Phi Omega Beta appeals sanctions

The Phi Omega Beta 
(FOB) fraternity is appealing 
the sanctions imposed on 
them by the Organization 
- Affairs Conduct Oversight 
Committee (OACOC). - 

In a letter to David Hay, 
former president of the Stout 
Student Association, FOB 
president, Joshua Kloos, said 
his fraternity is appealing 
the sanctions because they 
say there is no legal evidence 
the November 2003 party 
was hosted by any of its 
members. They attest the 
party was not held at their 
registered fraternity house, 
located at 314 3rd Street 
West. 

The University Court 
will hear the appeal. The 
court is comprised of stu- 
dents, including chief jus- 
tices Rome Cagle and Tonya 
Schuld. Court justices are 
Elizabeth Anderson, Jen 
Duffy, Charr LaFond and 
Marc Oberstar. 

Bodies such as_ the 
OACOC and_ University 
Court are not legal bodies. 
According to the student 


organization code of con- 
duct, the University Court 
exists “to maintain estab- 
lished standards by helping 
students and organizations 
understand their responsi- 
bility to the university com- 
munity. The University 
Court focuses on _ peer 
involvement, which will 
lead to an improved educa- 
tional experience for stu- 
dents.” : 


The OACOC announced: 


its findings and sanctions on 
April 5. They determined the 
fraternity’s actions violated 
the organization’s constitu- 
tion and the code of conduct 
all student organizations 
must sign and follow. 

“The OACOC commit- 
tee finds that at a Phi Omega 


Beta fraternity event where 


alcohol was being served, 
several women were objecti- 
fied and asked to participate 
in a wet T-shirt contest,” the 
committee said in its report. 
“The T-shirt contest pro- 


_gressed into a variety of 


nudity and sexual acts being 

performed by the women.” 
At the hearing, FOB 

members attested the party 


was not an official fraternity . 


event, and it was not held at 
their registered fraternity 
house. 

“As a group, we do not 
throw parties,” FOB mem- 
bers said. 

Kloos, admitted he had 
been at the party in question. 

Photos taken at the party 
showed individuals wearing 
clothing with FOB’s insignia, 
as Well as an FOB flag in the 
background. 

The OACOC found that 
“posting of logos or other 
organization insignia that 
would be associated with a 
particular organization by a 
reasonable person consti- 
tutes an event to be consid- 
ered an ‘organization spon- 
sored event.’” 

The pending sanctions 
would put FOB on proba- 
tionary status for three 
years. 


Probationary status 


means the fraternity would - 


still be a recognized student 
organization. However, any 
use by FOB of university 
facilities would require 


‘ approval by an OACOC- 


appointed faculty or staff 
member. ; 
If an organization on 


probation is found guilty. of 
further misconduct, they 
will be suspended from uni- 
versity recognition for a 
maximum of three years. 
That decision is not be open 
to appeal. 

-The sanctions also 
included the following stip- 
ulations: 

At least four active FOB 
members must assist SSA's 
vice president in presenting 
the code of conduct at the 
organization re-recognition 
process this spring. 

The fraternity is also 
required to present three all- 
Greek educationals on liabil- 
ity and the responsible use of 
letters and alcohol. The pro- 
grams must be presented by 
May 1, 2007. 

All active FOB members 
are required to volunteer at 
least four hours per semester 
for six consecutive semesters 
at a women's shelter and a 
humane society. After volun- 
teering at the women's shel- 
ter, members must submit a 
one-page report on how the 
experience affected them. 

In lieu of one year of vol- 


- unteer time, members may ~ 


register and take the society 


and body image class offered 
by the business retail depart- 
ment. 
According to the Feb. 20 
complaint written by 
Siedlecki, college-aged 


- women were admitted to the 


party and allowed to drink 
for free. The complaint states 
the party was held sometime 
between Nov. 2 and Nov. 8. 

Siedlecki wrote, “During 
the course of the evening, 
these women were invited to 
participate in a ‘wet T-shirt 
contest.’ As the contest: pro- 
gressed, some of the female 
participants, at the urging of 
college men chanting ‘skin to 
win,’ removed most of their 
clothing. 

_ “Photos of this contest 
and associated activity were 
taken and have since been 
distributed to students liv- 
ing on north campus resi- 
dence halls and have also 
been posted to at least one 
voyeur Web site on the 
World Wide Web.”

No trial for Helder 


Helder deemed mentally unfit

On May 7, 2002, the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout campus had the atten- 
tion of the nation when it 
was discovered that student 
Luke Helder may have been 

responsible for pipe bombs 
placed in mailboxes across 
the country. 

Today, Helder, a. junior 
who was majoring in indus- 
trial design, is still making 
headlines. ; 

He was found incom- 
pentent to stand trial on the 
federal charge that carries a 
life sentence. If government 
doctors find that Helder is 
not a threat to society, he 
may be set free. 

“In this case, I would 

think the government has 

some pretty decent evidence 
that he is a harm to other 
people,” Stephanie Biba, a 
former federal prosecutor 
and University of Iowa law 
professor, told the Associated 
Press. 

_“T think it’s unlikely he’s 
going to go out and walk the 
streets any time soon,” Bibas 
said. 

Helder is accused in 
planting pipe bombs in mail- 
boxes in Illinois, Iowa, 


Nebraska, Colorado and 
Texas. It is believed he was 
trying to make a smiley face 
with the placement of the 
pipe bombs. - 


In a competency hearing | 


held earlier this month, U.S. 


District Judge Mark Bennett 


ruled Helder was mentally 
unfit to stand trial. Bennett 
also. orderd that Helder 
undergo another round of 
psychological testing at the 
Federal Medical Center in 
Rochester, Minn., where he 
has been held for-more than a 


year. 

Doctors wil determine 
whether Helder poses a sub- 
stantial risk to society.

leges to bring their gradu- 
ates into campus programs. 

Linking ‘technical col- 
leges to UW-Stout. would 
allow automatic admissions 
for technical college gradu- 
ates to continue into a four- 
year degree.

“If conduct becomes 
egregious, then we do have 
the legal instruments to deal 
with it,” said Enger. 

Approximately 30 e- 
mails were sent out offering 
tickets for sale, with prices 


ranging from $15 to $200. — 


Many students replied 
reminding these students 
that selling tickets is illegal. 
Others replied to the e- 
mails asking to be removed 
from the list, adding to the 
flood of e-mail that con- 
gested in-boxes. Removal 
was impossible since there 
was no list; it was simply a 
continuously forwarded 
mass e-mail. 

Some students chose to 
ignore the law, even after 
the pleas from other stu- 
dents to stop the selling of 
the tickets. 

“First of all, I don't care 
what it tastes like, making 
money is making money,” 
said Derik Gatzke, a senior in 
business. “If people are will- 
ing to pay, who am I to say 
no. My fellow students need 
tickets, I have tickets. Supply 
and demand, buy low sell 
high, life's about sales and 
marketing my fellow gradu- 
ate, ask Thor.

Stout. “Most artists who 
make it in hold an M.F.A. or 
have been a working artist 
for many years or both.” 

Yet even with such a 
prestigious honor for a 
young adult, Dobbratz still 

- possesses a sense of humble- 
ness combined with a desire 
to make herself a better artist 
with each work she creates. 

“I'm really tremendously 
excited to be published, but I 
feel sort of bashful about it,” 
Dobbratz admits. “It’s a 
strange dichotomy.

“Kill Bill: Volume 2” is 


remarkably different in tone 
and. execution from Volume

Identity theft has been an 
increasing problem since the 
invention of the Internet and 
electronic communication. 
On the Web, you are identified 
by a few sets of numbers: your 
Social Security number, date of 
birth and credit card numbers. 
If thieves are able to get these 
numbers, they can essentially 
become you on the Internet 
and purchase items, open 
bank accounts and receive 
money as if they were you: 

Identity thieves get this 
information by “spamming” 
or “phishing” for these num- 
bers. This involves thieves 
setting up Web sites, posing as 
legitimate online businesses 
such as eBay, Paypal, credit 
card companies or banks. 

_ As many University of 
Wisconsin-Stout — students 
experienced recently, these 
scams are everywhere. E- 
mails were sent to students 
this week, posed as U.S. Bank, 
University Accounting Service 
and other businesses. These e-

said. She has enjoyed being part of the UW- 
Stout community and wants to continue to 


share in the lives of her colleagues and stu- 


dents after she retires. 

Slinden began teaching physical educa- 
tion and coaching track and swimming 
when she was hired in 1971. She only 
planned on staying at UW-Stout for a few 
years, but then met her husband, Howard 
Slinden of placement and co-op services.

According to www. family- 
pet.com, costs can range 
from $300 a year for a cat to 
$700 or more for the mainte- 
nance of a dog. 

With costs such as these, 
it is important to realize pets 
are a long-term commitment, 
usually living for an average 
of fifteen years, according to 
the Humane Society of the 
United States Web site. This 
can either be a negative or 
positive aspect. 

It can be great if someone 
is looking for a companion 
for life and they can provide 
ample care and resources, 
but if they are just starting to 
become independent, it 
might be best to wait. 


Itis also important to con- 
sider whether they will have a 
place to keep their pet during 
any breaks from school.

The Dunn County 
Humane Society in 
Menomonie has plenty of 
volunteer opportunities for 
all ages, ranging from taking 
their shelter dogs on walks, 
socializing with the animals, 
keeping the shelter. clean, 
answering phone calls and 
other maintenance work. 


“T really like working 
with the animals here,” 
Lauren Halverson, a junior 
biology major from the 
University of Wisconsin- 
River Falls. “The best part for 
me is spending time with 
them, along with seeing 


_ them go to a good home after 


being here for awhile.” 
Halverson not only helps 
with the dirty work, she also- 
is able to give the animals 
vaccinations and work with 
their behavior so that they are 
better equipped both physi- 
cally and emotionally to go 
home with a new family. 
Billie Carlson, a paid 
employee at the Dunn County 
Humane Society, originally 
volunteered at the shelter and 


said © 


liked it so much she wanted 
to become a permanent 
employee. She agrees that the 
reward of seeing an animal go 
to a new home is the best 
aspect of the job. 

While working at the 
humane society has many 
rewards, it is also a big reali- 
ty check because workers 
not only see the good aspects 
of the job, they also see the 
awful things. 

“The worst part of the 
job is seeing the abandon- 
ment and neglect of animals 
and seeing peoples’ cruelty 
to animals. Some people will 
come in and drop off animals 
and their verbal cruelty is 
sad to hear,” said Carlson. 

However, the rewards 
outweigh these negative ele- 
ments, and volunteers are 
always greatly appreciated. 


In order to participate, vol- 


unteers are required to 


attend an orientation session 
to become familiar with the 


care and handling of the ani- 
mals at the shelter. 
Volunteer hours* are 


generally pretty flexible, 
but the humane society 
does appreciate volunteers 
making a commitment of 
coming in at least four 
times a month.

Man on i needs to be extinguished 


"Who 


doesn’t love 
Denzel Washington?” I once 
heard someone ask. Give 
“Man. On Fire” a try, and see 
how much of him you can 
stomach. 

To be brutally honest, I 
almost didn’t make it to the 
end credits. 

What exactly makes 
“Man On Fire” a turkey? 
Basically anything that makes 
a movie worth watching. 

The story concerns itself 
with a_ self-destructive 
assassin (Washington) who 
is hired by a well-to-do fam- 
ily as a bodyguard for their 
daughter, Pita (Dakota 
Fanning). Washington is at 
first all business, but in his 
despair, he grows to care 
for the girl, just in time for 
her to be kidnapped. 

It still takes about six or 
seven people to pull off the 
kidnapping, and he kills four 

- of them before they shoot 
him and leave him for dead. 


When he wakes up, he’s 
told that a ransom payment 
is botched and Pita is likely 


dead. Washington, as expect- - 


ed, goes on a revenge-spree, 
killing people in gruesome 
and unimaginative ways. 
The violence gets pretty 
bad. And while there have 
been some pretty good 
movies made about 
vengeance and the effects of 
violence, this movie never 
gets to be about anything 


more than how = steely 
Washington’s eyes can look 
as he shouts at people he’s 
about to torture or kill. 
There’s nothing artistic 
or well done about this. It’s 
just ugly and depressing. 
The ending takes twists 
and turns that are so pre- 
dictable that it’s uninten- 
tionally funny. The audience 
is way ahead of Washington 
in figuring out that the girl 
is still alive, if only because

no: corpse is 
ever seen. 

As if 
knowing how 
little the story 
has to offer, the 
director tries to 
distract you 
with — every 
gimmick he 
can, repeating 
some elements 
so often that 
you could fill a 
Bingo _—_card 
with them. 
These include 
hyped-up 
camera angles, 
animated sub- 
titles and a 
percussion- 
based sound- 
track that makes you want to 
kill whoever’s banging the 
drums after the seventh time 
of listening to it. 

Does “Man On Fire” get 
anything right? Well, the 
relationship between 
Washington and Fanning is 
well-developed. One of the 
few good decisions made by 
the director-and screenwriter. 
It makes for some of 
Washington’s only good 


scenes, before he becomes a 


walking death-dispenser. 
Fanning does a pretty 
good job playing Pita. She 


‘performs like a pro, stealing 


most of the scenes she appears 
in and making the first hour 
of the film better just by her 
presence. Unfortunately, 
Fanning can’t even begin to 
save this movie. 

Instead of summarizing, 
I'll say this. The director was 
also responsible for “Top 
Gun.” I’m sure there’s a spot 
reserved for him in hell.

discuss next without being 
vulgar. He does not use 
slang to describe body parts, 
but does address the issue if 
it comes up.

Wesolek, dean of the college of human 
development.

Wesolek also said that while grad- 
uates may leave the UW-Stout cam- 
pus, UW-Stout never leaves them.

tions, he stated, FOB alumni 
are threatening to stop fund- 
- ing the fraternity and its schol- 
arships. 

“We have eliminated a 
member and changed our atti- 
tude,” Kloos said, demonstrat- 
ing the fraternity can change 
its culture without sanctions. 

The OACOC called as a 
witness Sandi Meinsen, com- 
munity development coordi- 
nator and adviser for all Greek 
' organizations on campus. 
Meinsen said she thought the 


sanctions were fair and 
aligned with the goals of 
Greek organizations. 


Derks stated the reason- 
ing behind some of the sanc- 
tions OACOC imposed. She 
said helping with code of con- 
duct presentations would 
enhance FOB’s understanding 
of the code. Volunteering at a 
women’s shelter and humane 
society would help change the 
fraternity’s view towards 


women and force them to be- 


more involved in the commu- 
Court justice Cagle chal- 
lenged those two sanctions 
' because OACOC members 
did not contact organizations 
to find out if FOB members 
would be welcomed as volun- 
teers. He stated that women’s 
shelters often perform back- 
ground checks on potential 
volunteers and humane soci- 
eties make their volunteers 


take a class. 

For FOB’s case, Kloos said 
he contacted an attorney who 
said sanctions should only 
include service ‘on the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
campus, as the bodies impos- 
ing the sanctions are universi- 
ty bodies. 

“We're adults here on the 
Stout campus,” Kloos said. 
“We can’t be forced to do 
[community service].” 

However, Kloos did not 
have a problem with the sanc- 
tion forcing FOB to volunteer 
at a women’s shelter. He 
believed three semesters’ dis- 
ciplinary probation would be 
more appropriate and rejected 
the remaining sanctions. 

In the OACOC’s closing 
statement, DeGraff said three 
years of disciplinary probation 
were nécessary to change 
FOB’s culture because alumni 
continue to have an influence 
on the organization. 

“We want FOB to be a 
part of Stout,” DeGraff said. 
“We don’t want to hurt them; 
we just want to help them 
along.” 

In FOB’s closing state- 
ment, Kloos reiterated the 
actions the fraternity has 
already taken to remedy the 
situation. He said FOB already 
does community service and 
the university should not 


impose community service as 


a sanction.

returned—then sent to an off- 
campus collection agency,” 
said Swannack. - 

Since not all schools pro- 
vide books for their students, 
it is important that students 
respect the system and real- 
ize its benefits. 

“This is an opportunity 
to focus on the positive 
process for returning books,” 
said Swannack. _
